This being the time and place appointed for the Sixty- 
third Annual Convention of the Church in the Diocese of 
Tennessee, the Right Reverend the Bishop Coadjutor and 
the Clerical and Lay Delegates assembled at 10:30 a.m. at 
S. John's Church, in the city of Knoxville. 

The Right Reverend the Bishop of the Diocese was un- 
able to be present during this session of the Convention be- 
cause of illness. 

The Holy Eucharist was celebrated by the Right Rev- 
erend the Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese, assisted by the 
Reverend Samuel Ringgold, D.D. 

The Convention Sermon was preached by the Reverend 
George F. Degen. 

Immediately after this service the Right Reverend the 
Bishop Coadjutor called the Convention to order. 

The Secretary called the roll of the Clergy and found a 
quorum present. 

The Chair appointed the Reverend Messrs. Hillock and 
Morton a Committee on Credentials of lay delegates. 

Credentials of lay delegates were received. and referred 
to the Committee as aforesaid.

Wednesday, 3 p.m. 

At the request of the Right Reverend the Bishop Coad- 
jutor, the Reverend F. A. Shoup, D.D., took the chair and 
called the Convention to order. 

The Reverend F. P. Davenport, D.D., presented the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were, on motion, referred to the 
Committee on Canons : 

Resolved^ That Article 4 of the Constitution be amended by the ad- 
dition of the words "and deacons" after the words "ail presbyters", so 
that the sentence shall read " All Presbyters and Deacons of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church canonically resident in this Diocese, shall be entitled 
to seats in this Convention." 

Resolved^ That Article X., Section i, of the Constitution of the Dio- 
cese be amended so as to read as follows: "Article X., Section i. — Each 
congregation shall, on the Monday before the meeting of the Diocesan Con- 
vention in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, elect a vestry consist- 
ing of not less than five nor more than eleven persons, who shall be male 
communicants of the Church, whose duty it shall be to attend to the tem- 
poral concerns of the Church. Qualified voters in such an election shall be 
registered communicants of the Church, and no others." 
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Mr. H. H. Ingersoll presented the following resolution, 
which was, on motion, referred to the Finance Committee : 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Diocese is hereby authorized to re- 
ceive from Mrs. Fanny G. Hodgson the sum of $2,458.35, proceeds of the 
Barnwell fund still in her hands, and to execute to her a proper acquittance 
and voucher therefor.

OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Tennessee respectfully sub- 
mit the following report of their acts since last Convention : 

yune gU 1894, — Members-elect met and organized by the election of 
the Reverend T. F. Martin President, and Mr. Wm. F. Orr, Secretary. 

July gS. 1894. — Two Trustees of the Endowment Fund elected to sup- 
ply the places of Dr. Cheatham and Mr. ]. O. Treanor, elected by the Con- 
vention but declined to serve. The gentlemen elected were Messrs. J. W. 
Jackson and Franc M. Paul. At the same meeting of the Committee the 
request of the Diocese of Iowa for consent to the election of an Assistant 
Bishop because of " extent of territory," was granted. 

August i7% I894, — Mr. J. M. Northrop recommended to the Bishop for 
Deacon's Orders. 

September 10, 1894. — Mr. George H. Harris recommended as a candi- 
date for Holy Orders. 

October gg, 1894. — The Reverend A. C. Killhefifer recommended for or- 
dination to the Priesthood. 

December 18, 1894. — Resolution passed to the effect that " Inasmuch as 
Mr. Russell Kane Smith, who had been accepted by the Bishop of Tennes- 
see as a Postulant, understood that his canonical testimonials had been fur- 
nished by the Standing Committee, and the Bishop also was under the same 
impression (the failure to present said papers being no fault of Mr. Smith), 
therefore that said R. K. Smith be regarded as a candidate for Holy Orders 
from such time as the Bishop may prescribe, and that he now be recom- 
mended for ordination to the Diaconate." 

December 19, 1894. — Mr. Colin S. Bassett recommended for Deacon's 
Orders. 

February If, 1895. — The Reverend S. Bacon Hillock recommended for 
Priest's Orders. 

February 20. 1895. — Mr. Walter Edwin Dakin recommended for Holy 
Orders, with dispensation. 

March 18^ 1895. — Mr. W. E. Dakin recommended to be ordained Dea- 
con without having to wait the full time required by Canon. The resigna- 
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tion of Mr. Jonathan W. Jackson as a member of Endowment Committee re- 
ceived and accepted. Consent given to Mr. F. A. Juny's restoration to office 
of Deacon, from which he had been deposed at his own request in 1886, said 
consent given at the request and recommendation of Bishop Gailor. 

April 8, 1895. — Consent given to the consecration of the Reverend 
John Hazen White, Bishop-elect of the Diocese of Indiana. 

April 26y 1895. — The Reverend A. C. V. Cartier, Deacon, recommended 
for ordination to the Priesthood. 

April 29^ 1895. — The Reverend Alexander Patterson, Deacon, recom- 
mended for ordination to the Priesthood. 

The Reverend Doctor H. R. Howard, whose lamented death occurred 
on the 20th of March last, was a faithful and efficient member of this body. 
His brethren of the committee have sorely missed his wise counsel in their 
deliberations, and his ready response to every call of duty as long as health 
permitted, and they desire to place on record their deep sense of his loss, 
not only to the Standing Committee, but to the whole Diocese.

At 3 :50 P.M. the Right Reverend the Bishop Coadjutor 
called the Convention to order and read the Annual Ad- 
dress of the Right Reverend the Bishop of the Diocese. 

THE BISHOP'S ADDRESS. 

Dear Brethren of the Clerfry and Laity: 

Since we last met together one of our number has finished his work in 
the Militant Church, and has been called to rest — the Reverend Henry 
Ripley Howard, S.T.D., Rector of S. Barnabas Church, Tullahoma. Doctor 
Howard was one of the most devoted Priests with whom I have ever been 
brought in contact. Never in vigorous health, he carried on his work with- 
out faltering to the end. Faithful as a friend, I always knew exactly where 
to find him. He was born in Portland, Maine, May 5, 1838; he came of 
honorable lineage ; he was the son of Honorable Joseph Howard, a Judge 
of the Supreme Court. He was a lineal descendant of General Israel Put- 
nam, of ante- Revolutionary and Revolutionary fame, and also of President 
Wheelock, of Dartmouth College, New Hampshire. Of a large family, his 
sister, the wife of the Bishop of Quincy, alone remains. He was graduated 
with high honors from Bowdoin College, and was an alumnus of the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary. He was ordained Deacon by Bishop George 
Burgess, July 11, i860, and Priest by the same Bishop in 1862. The last 
thirteen years of his life were devoted to S. Barnabas Church in Tullahoma, 
Tennessee, and till within a few days of his death he fulfilled his office of 
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Priest with unwavering fidelity. As Dean of the Convocation of Nashville, 
his work can never be forgotten. He was a man of great learning, a con- 
stant and laborious student and Pastor. He never relaxed his work. The 
death of such a man is a loss to the Church at large, as well as to the imme- 
diate parish and mission stations he served. His death, like his life, was 
very beautiful. In the words of dear Bishop Doane: "There are some 
methods and manners of dying which seems like the resolution of a chord 
in music, or like the dying away Into silence of a sweet song, bringing with 
them the sense of soothing and relief." So it was with Dr. Howard. It was 
my high privilege to be with him near the close of his life and minister to 
him the Most Comfortable Sacrament of the Body and Blood of Christ. 
He calmly entered into his rest on the 19th of March, 1895. 

The Right Reverend Horatio Southgate was consecrated a Bishop of 
the Church on the 36th of October, 1844. ^^ ^^^ ^^"^ ^^ ^ Missionary 
Bishop to Constantinople. The field assigned him was described as ** Mis- 
sionary Bishop for the Dominions and Dependencies of the Sultan of 
Turkey,'' a position surrounded with embarrassments both at home and 
abroad. Bishop Southgate was a man of great learning and earnest piety. 
He resigned his position in 1850, and devoted the remainder of his life to 
parochial work in Boston and New York. He passed peacefully away on 
the 13th day of April, 1894, in the eighty-second year of his age. He was 
a man whom I held in the highest esteem. 

The Right Reverend Elisha Smith Thomas, S.T.D., Bishop of Kansas, 
entered into rest on the 9th of March, 1895. He was born in 1834, graduated 
from Yale College, 1858, and at Berkeley Divinity School in 1861. In 1864 
he was elected Rector of Seabury Hall, Faribault, Minnesota, and Professor 
of Old and New Testament Exegesis. He was consecrated Assistant Bishop 
of Kansas on the 4th of May, 1887. On the death of Bishop Vail in 1889, he 
became Bishop of Kansas. He was a man of fine scholarship, excellent as 
an administrator, and of great loveliness of Christian character. His Epis- 
copate, though brief, has strongly impressed the Diocese of Kansas. 

The Right Reverend David Buel Knickerbacker, D.D., the third Bishop 
of Indiana, was consecrated October 14, 1883, and he died the 31st of De- 
cember, 1894. The highest tribute that can be paid to such a man is that 
of his own clergy : 

** Bishop Knickerbacker was a godly man of a very genuine type. Be- 
neath all official and professional matters his life was in constant commun- 
ion with God. 

•' He was a wise administrator, possessed of the courage, wisdom, and 
zeal of a statesman. He entered upon the Episcopate of one of the most 
difficult Dioceses in this whole land, undismayed by its divers discouraj^c- 
ments. Every interest of the Church of God has been fostered, and greati}' 
promoted by his loving and skillful care. Never did a Christian Bishop 
render more faithful service to God and his fellow-men. Possessed of some 
private means, he devoted all he was and all that he had to his manifold 
ministry." 

His memory will ever be precious to the Church in his Diocese. 
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Dbtailbd Account op Vistations and Acts. 

My health since the last Convention has been verj unsatisfactory. I 
been obliged to withdraw appointments, and have been very much confined 
to my room. Still, it has pleased the dear God to permit me to do some 
service for His kini^om. 

IS94, — May ISt Whitsunday. — I confirmed eight candidates in the 
Otey Memorial Church, Sewanee, and celebrated the Holy Communion, 
and at 5 p.m. of the same day I confirmed ten students of The University of 
the South and addressed them. 

Afav 20. Trinity Sunday. — I preached and celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion in Otey Memorial Church, Sewanee. 

\fay g5, Friday, — At a service held at Otey Memorial Church at 10 
o'clock in the morning, the Reverend Henry R. Sargent made his profes- 
sion as a member of the Order of the Holy Cross. The candidate was pre- 
sented by Father Huntington, of the Order of the Holy Cross. The ser- 
mon — an admirable and most appropriate one — was preached by the Rev- 
erend A. A. Benton, S.T.D., from the words : ** He sent them two and two 
before His face." The sermon brought out very clearly the need of special 
ministries in the Church, and the value both of training in separation and 
retirement from the world, and of association in a common life of prayer 
and service, to fit men to do such special work and to win souls to God 
by exhibiting the mind of Christ. Father Sargent is canonically resident 
in this Diocese. He was graduated at Harvard College in 1879, and the 
General Theological Seminary in 1885. Was ordained to the Priesthood in 
the Diocese of Maryland in 1887 and came to work among the colored peo- 
ple in this Diocese in Memphis, Tennessee. The clergy present at this ser- 
vice were the Reverend Doctor Benton, the Reverend George F. Degen, 
and Father Huntington, all of whom took part in the services. 

May 27, First Sunday after Trinity.— I visited Trinity Church, Win- 
chester. In the morning I preached and celebrated the Holy Communion, 
and at night I preached and confirmed two candidates, the Reverend Mr. 
Burrell assisting me greatly in these services. 

June Sy Second Sunday after Trinity.— I visited Trinity Church, 
Clarksville. At the morning service I preached on the Lord's Prayer, and 
celebrated the Holy Communion. At night the service was said by Judge 
Scales, after which I preached. Being greatly prostrated, a physician was 
called to my bedside, and I was confined to my bed until the 8th, on which 
day I baptized an adult in the parlor of Mr. Mat Gracey's house. My son 
having been summoned by telegraph to Clarksville, I managed to make the 
journey to Nashville on that day. 

yune 9. Saturday. — I united in the bonds of holy matrimony Miss 
Kitty Cheatham, of Nashville, and Mr. William Thompson, of Liverpool, 
England. It was a service which I ought not to have undertaken. I was so 
weak that I faltered in the marriage service. However, I concluded it 
without any errors. 

yunr 11, Monday. — I took the train for Sewanee, where I was confined 
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to my bed until the 33d. Accompanied by my wife I went by the advice of 
my physician, to Lithfa Springs, twenty miles out from Atlanta, Ga. 

y*ly IS, Timrsdav.— In the parlor of the Sweetwater Park Hotel, at 
5:3a p.H^ I united In tbe bonds of holy matrimony Lise Randolph and 
Joseph E. Slaughter, both of Baton Rouge, La. The bride was given away 
by her brother-in-law, Mr. Pugh. 

ya/y 19, Tknnday. — Accompanied by my wife, I went to Morehead 
City, on the coast of North Carolina. 

July n, Ninik Sunday afli-r Trinity.— Ttie Church follt at the hotel 
gathered in the private parlor of Mr. James E. Bryan, where Mr. Robert*, 
cashier of the funk at Newbern, a devout Churchman, read Morning 
Prayer excellently well, after which, sitting in my chair, I addressed the 
company on the confession of Christ and the Christian life. I did not find 
that my visit to Morehead City was of benefit to me. 

July SO, Monday. — I received a telegram from Edward C. Peters, of 
Atlanta, announcing the extreme illness of his brother, Quintard Peters, 
Left Morehead City on Tuesday and reached Atlanta on 

August 1, Wednesday. — I went out to the residence of Mrs. Petere, 
iiad prayers by the bedside of her son. Quinlard, who was quite uncon- 
scious. He entered into God's everlasting peace at midnight His last 
words, as he passed away, were "Through Jesus Christ, our Lord." He 
was born July iG, 1866. His father, Mr. Richard Peters, was one of At- 
lanta's earliest settlers. His ancestry may be gathered from the record 
books of the Sons of the Revolution, as follows : " Admitted 1S91. Qiiin- 
tard Peters, great-grandson of Richard Peters {1744-1818); Captain of a 
company of provisional troops in Pennsylvania (1775); Secretary of the 
Continental Board of War (1776-1777); United States Secretary of War 
(1781); member of Congress (1783)." This Judge Peters was a most inti- 
mate friend of President Washington and of Bishop White. A devout 
Churchman, he assisted the Bishop In drawing up the Constitution and 
Canons of the Church in the United States. Qiilntard Peters was one of 
the noblest young men I have ever known. His character was clean and 
pure, and above reproach, and when it was announced to him that his death 
was inevitable, he heard the message without a tremor. Bishop Nelson and 
his Rector took the service at the Church, and I assisted at his burial.

Aff"' ^it ■^- Bartkolomew' 3 Day. — Bishop Gailor ordained John M. 
ip to the Diaconate in Otey Memorial Church. 
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August 26, Fourteenth Sunday after Trinity, — Too unwell to leave 
my room. 

August 30, Thursday, — The Commencement of the Medical Depart- 
ment of The University of the South. Addresses were delivered by Bishop 
Gailor and Prof. Murfree. I said the closing office and gave the bene- 
diction. 

September €, Fifteenth Sunday after Trinity, — Received the Blessed 
Sacrament at 7 in the morning at S. Augustine's Chapel, Sewanee, the Rev- 
erend Messrs. Cole and Fearnley officiating. 

Received intelligence of the death of Mrs. Marina B. Cheatham. Mrs. 
Cheatham was one of the oldest residents of Nashville. She was in the 86th 
year of her age. She was a Miss Turner, of North Carolina, and while yet 
in her 'teens was married to Col. George W. Cheatham, of Robertson 
County, an uncle of Dr. William Cheatham, of Nashville, and of the late 
George A. Washington, Sr. She retained a wonderful recollection of the 
stirring times of Andrew Jackson, and was just budding into womanhood 
when Lafayette visited America. Her reminiscences were deeply interest- 
ing. Mrs. Cheatham was the oldest member of Christ Church, and her 
gentle nature and high characteristics made themselves apparent at all 
times, and her noble attributes commanded for her the most reverential re- 
spect from all with whom she was brought in contact. 

From this time on I was confined to my room until the i8th day of Sep- 
tember. 

During my illness I received the following resolution, adopted by the 
Confederate Veterans, at their meeting at Gallatin : 

^^ Resolved, That this Association send greeting to our comrade, Bishop 
Quintard, expressing our sympathy and affection, with the earnest hope 
that he may be restored to health, and for many years greet his old com- 
rades, to whom he has ever been loyal and true." 

September 18, Tuesday. — I visited the Reverend Doctor Howard, at 
TuUahoma, who was evidently nearing his end. 

September 19, Wednesday, — I visited and gave the Most Comfortable 
Sacrament to Mr. Cyril Herford, in Fayetteville. I reached Columbia at 
5 :3o P.M. 

September SI ^ Friday^ S. Matthe-w's Day, — At 6:30 a.m I celebrated 
the Blessed Eucharist in S. Peter's Church, Columbia. At 1 1 o'clock I laid 
the corner-stone of S. Margaret's Chapel, on the grounds of the Institute. 
The Reverend Doctor Shoup made the address. Later in the day I visited 
a family in affliction. 

September 28, Eighteenth Sunday after Trinity. — I visited the Parish 
at Springhill. To-day, for the first time since last May, I officiated at a 
Church service. At 11 o'clock, in Grace Chapel, Mr. George Brown said 
the Litany. I preached and celebrated the Blessed Sacrament. 

I could not visit Springhill without missing very greatly my dear friend 
Major Campbell Brown. He was one of the most useful and public-spirited 
citizens of the State of Tennessee, and was universally beloved for his many 
sterling qualities of head and heart. He was a man of the most refined 
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literary tastes, and was a leader in all matters of charity and public enter- 
prise, and his neighbors looked to him to take the lead, and they always fol- 
lowed his advice. He was buried in the beautiful church yard of S. John's 
Church, Ashwood. I was assisted in the funeral services by the Reverend 
Messrs. Williams and T. F. Martin. 

September SO^ Nineteenth Sunday after Trinity, — I visited S. Paul's 
Mission, Murfreesboro. In the morning I preached to a crowded congre- 
gation and celebrated the Blessed Eucharist. 

October /, Monday, — I went to Gallatin to attend a meeting of the 
Convocation of Nashville. 

October f, Tuesday, — Convocation met at ii A m. in Immanuel Church. 
The Reverend Doctor Benton preached the Convocation Sermon and I cel- 
ebrated the Blessed Sacrament of the Lord's Supper. 

October Sj Wednesday. — At the business meeting in the afternoon I 
made an address, as did also Dr. Winchester and Mr. Scully. The Rever- 
end Edward Ross read an admirable paper. 

In the morning Dr. Shoup preached from the text: "The fool hath 
said in his heart there is no God." 

October 4, Thursday.^ Left Gallatin for Nashville. 

October 7, T-wentieth Sunday after Trinity, — I visited S. Peter's 
Church, Nashville, where I preached, confirmed six candidates, and cele- 
brated the Blessed Eucharist. The Reverend Alexander Patterson, Deacon 
in Charge, assisted at the ser\'ice8. Mr. Patterson is doing an admirable 
work. 

October .9, Tuesday, — I returned to Sewanee. 

October 2U Thursday. — I entered on the thirtieth year of my Episco- 
pate. 

October I4, Twenty-first Sunday after Trinity. — In Christ Church, 
Tracy City, I preached and celebrated the Holy Communion. Evening 
Prayer was said by Mr. Harry Easter assisted by Mr. Nevil Joyner, both 
candidates for Holy Orders. 

October 18, Feast of S. Luke. — Granted letters dimissory to the Rev- 
erend E. F. J. H. Mass^, transferring him to the Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction 
of Chicago. 

October £1, Twenty-second Sunday after Trinity, — I visited the Mis- 
sion at Rossview. In the morning I preached and, assisted by the Rever- 
end E. B. Ross, Deacon, I administered the Holy Communion. At night 
Mr. Ross read Evening Prayer, I preached and confirmed one candidate. 

October 28, Feast of SS, Simon and Jude^ Twenty-third Sunday after 
Trinity, — In the morning I met the Sunday School of Christ Church, 
South Pittsburg, and delivered an address. At 11 o'clock, the Rector said 
the Eucharistic service. I preached and consecrated the elements. Kept 
my room the remainder of the day. 

November /, Feast of All Saints, — The Blessed Eucharist was cele- 
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brated in S. Augustine's Chapel, S. Luke's Oratory, and Otey Memorial 
Church, Sewanee. 

November 4, Twenty -fourth Sunday after Trinity, — I visited S. Mary 
Magdalene's Mission, Fayetteville. In the morning I preached an All 
Saints sermon, and celebrated the Blessed Sacrament At night I read 
Evening Prayer and preached. 

November 5, Monday, — I returned to Sewanee to vote for Peter Tur- 
ney for Governor of the State of Tennessee. 

Noz'ember 11, Twenty -fifth Sunday after Trinity, — Holy Eucharist 
was celebrated by the Chaplain of S. Augustine's, Sewanee, in the morning. 
At XI o'clock the Chaplain said the Litany, I preached, confirmed ten can- 
didates, nine of them being students of the University. I delivered an ad- 
dress to the newly confirmed. At night in S. Paul's-on-the-Mountain, Even- 
ing Prayer was said by the Reverend Doctor Benton, I preached and con- 
firmed one colored man. 

November 18^ Twenty-sixth Sunday after Trinity, — In the morning I 
preached and celebrated the Blessed Sacrament. At night I preached, con- 
firmed a class of eight candidates, and addressed them. The Rector, the 
Reverend Charles T. Wright, assisted in all the services. He is doing a 
fine work in his parish. 

November SU Wednesday. — Left Sewanee for Greeneville. The Rev- 
erend Joseph H. Blacklock joined me at Cleveland. 

Noz'cmber j^, Thursday. — Morning Prayer was said in S. James 
Church by the Reverend Mr. Blacklock, assisted by the Reverend Mr. Kill- 
heifer. At 10 130 o'clock a crowded congregation had assembled to witness 
the ordination to the Priesthood of Mr. KillhefTer. A very excellent ser- 
mon was preached by the Reverend Doctor Ringgold, after which Mr. 
Blacklock presented the candidate and said the Litany. The Priests present 
united with me in the imposition of hands, and a goodly number of the 
faithful received the Sacrament which I administered, assisted by Dr. Ring- 
gold. 

November £g, Friday. — Accompanied by the Reverend Alexander Kill- 
heffer, I left for Harriman, where I was a guest of my friend, James Rodes, 
Esq.

I determined to remain over the second Sunday in Advent in order that 
Dr. Martin might go to Trenton. 

Decembers^ Second Sunday in Advent. — I took the full services for 
the day in S. Luke's Church. In the morning I celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion and preached, and at night I said service and preached. 

December 16^ Third Sunday in Advent, — This was the day set apart 
for the opening of the new Christ Church, Nashville. The Rector of this 
Parish deserves great credit for the earnestness and zeal which has enabled 
him to bring his beautiful Church to completion. There were present at 
the opening services the Right Reverend the Coadjutor Bishop, the Rever- 
end Doctor ShafTter, the Reverend J. L. Scully, the Reverend P. A. Rodri- 
guez, and the Reverend Alexander Patterson. The Bishops and Clergy en- 
tered the Church at the east door and proceeded down the middle aisle, 
reading antiphonally the xxiv. Psalm. After the Clergy had taken their 
places the *' Hallelujah Chorus " was sung. Morning Prayer was said by the 
Reverend Messrs. Scully and Patterson. The sermon was preached by 
Bishop Gailor. I celebrated the Holy Communion, assisted by Bishop 
Gailor. At night I preached and confirmed a class of nine candidates pre- 
sented by the Rector, the Reverend Doctor Winchester. 

December i7, Monday. — I attended a meeting of the Woman's Auxil- 
liary in Christ Church Chapel. After a brief service I confirmed one can- 
didate, a medical student. 

I called the meeting to order, and addresses were made by Mrs. Will- 
iam Gale, President of the Auxilliary; Miss Dodson, a Missionary to 
China; by Bishop Gailor, and myself. Later, I baptized, in Christ Church, 
Charles Newell Burch, the infant son of Charles N. and Floyd Cooper 
Burch. 

December 18. Tuesday. — I confirmed my friend. Dr. John S. Cain, in 
Christ Church Chapel. 

December 19. Wednesday. — I went to Murfreesboro on business con- 
nected with colored work to consult with Reverend B. B. Ramage. 

December gS, Fourth Sunday in Advent. — In order that Dr. Benton 
might go to Tracy City, I took the services in Otey Memorial Church, Se- 
wanee. At 7 am. I celebrated the Holy Communion, Mr. Warren acting as 
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server. At 10 :30, Morning Prayer was said by Messrs. Warren and Joyner, 
Lay Readers, after which I preached. 

On the 33d of this month I rounded out my three score years and ten. 
Only mercy and goodness have followed me all the days of my life. 

December 26^ Feast of ike Nativity, — I celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion in Otey Memorial Church at 10 130 o'clock. Sermon was preached 
by Dr. Benton. 

December SOt Sunday after Christmas, — Morning Prayer was said in 
Otey Memorial Church at 9 o'clock. At 10 130 I preached and admitted to 
the Holy Order of Deacons Harry Easter, Colin Sharp Bassett, and Russell 
Kane Smith. The candidates were presented by Dr. Benton. 

1S95. — yanuary 7, Feast of the Circumcision, — I said the services in S. 
Paul's Church, Murfreesboro, and celebrated the Holy Communion. 

yanuary 5, Saturday, — I went to Nashville for a visitation to Hoffman 
Hall. I remained at the Hall four days. 

yanuary 6, Feast of the Epiphany, — In the morning I preached and 
celebrated the Blessed Eucharist in Hannington Chapel. In the afternoon 
we had a choral service by the Reverend Mr. Cartier. and I preached. 

yanuary 7, Monday, — I said Morning Prayer in Hannington Chapel, 
assisted by Mr. Cartier. At 3 p.m. I made an address to the students in the 
Chapel. 

yanuary IS, First Sunday after Epiphany,— I visited S. Paul's, Mur- 
freesboro, and, assisted by Mr. Ramage, I celebrated the Holy Communion. 
The sermon was preached by the Reverend William Hall Williams, of the 
Diocese of Massachusetts. In the afternoon Evening Prayer was said by 
the Reverend Mr. Williams, and I preached. 

yanuary 16, Wednesday, — I celebrated the Holy Eucharist in S. Paul's 
Church, Murfreesboro. 

yanuary fO, Second Sunday after Epiphany, — Visited Otey Memorial 
Church, Sewanee, where I preached, confirmed one person, and celebrated 
the Blessed Eucharist. 

yanuary fl, Monday, — I gave the Most Comfortable Sacrament to a 
sick person, in private. 

yanuary S6, Conversion of S, Paul, — I went to TuUahoma to give the 
Most Comfortable Sacrament to the Reverend Doctor Howard. I also 
licensed a Lay Reader in public. 

yanuary 21, Third Sunday after Epiphany,'^Viaite6 Trinity Church, 
Winchester. In the morning I preached and celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion. The Reverend Mr. Burrell, Deacon, assisted me in the service. 
At night Mr. Burrell read Evening Prayer and I preached. 

February S, Fourth Sunday after Epiphany, — I made an official visit 
to the mission at Murfreesboro. The Reverend Mr. Ramage said the Lit- 
any, I preached, confirmed one person, and celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion. 

February 10, Septua^esima. — Visited the parish of the Holy Trinity, 
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Nashville. Morning Prayer was said by the Reverend Mr. Scully at lo :30. 
I preached, confirmed ten candidates and addressed them, after which I cel- 
ebrated the Blessed Eucharist. At 4 p.m. I visited S. Stephen's Mission, 
East Nashville. Evening Prayer was said by the Reverend T. F. Martin. 
I catechized the children of the Sunday School, preached, and confirmed 
one man. I cannot commend too highly the work done here by the Rever- 
end Mr. Martin, the Rector of S. Ann's, and his vestry. The new S. 
Stephen's Church, though a frame building, is a churchly and comely edi- 
fice. God has certainly blessed Mr. Martin's faithful labors. 

February i7, Septuagesima, — I visited S. Barnabas, Tullahoma. Said 
Morning Prayer at 9 o'clock, assisted by Mr. Dakin, a Lay Reader. At 11 
A.M. I celebrated the Blessed Eucharist and preached. At night Mr. Dakin 
read Evening Prayer. I baptized a child, preached, and confirmed the 
mother of the child. 

February 18^ Monday, — I visited the parish at South Pittsburg. Many 
of the people there were in great sorrow. Two of the prominent vestrymen 
have recently died, and many families were in great affliction. 

February fO, Wednesday, — Returned to Murfreesboro. 

February ^S, Saturday. — Captain Ledbetter and a number of the 
members of his company who belonged to the regiment, of which I was 
chaplain during the war, called upon me in a body. It was a most interest- 
ing occasion, and, before they left, I had prayers and gave them the bene- 
diction. 

February £4, ^uinquag-esima, — In consequence of Dr. Howard's ill- 
ness, I again visited Tullahoma. Morning Prayer was said by Mr. Dakin. 
I preached and celebrated the Blessed Eucharist. At night Mr. Dakin read 
Evening Prayer, and I preached. 

February j?7, Ash Wednesday, — S. Paul's Church, Murfreesboro. 
Morning Prayer, Litany, and the Penetential Office for Ash Wednesday 
were said by the Reverend Mr. Ramage. I preached and celebrated the 
Blessed Eucharist. It was altogether a most impressive service. 

I heard of the death of my friend. Major George W. Cunningham, of 
Nashville. He was a man of the strictest integrity, and was held in the 
highest esteem by the citizens of Nashville, where his whole life was spent. 

I received intelligence of the death of Professor John W. Weber, of the 
Nashville High School. Mr. Weber was well known at Sewanee, where he 
was for a number of years the Head Master of the Grammar School. He 
was a man of exalted character. He was born in Columbia, Tennessee, in 
1853. He was a man of great worth and sturdy intellect He graduated at 
The University of the South in 1874 with eminent distinction. He served 
for sixteen years as Head Master of the Grammar School, winning the pro- 
found esteem of the entire faculty, and the love and respect of all students 
coming under his care. He was a faithful communicant of the Church, and 
his death is a great blow to the cause of education in this Diocese. 

March 7, Friday. — At night, in S. Paul's Church, Murfreesboro, I de- 
livered the first of a series of Lenten lectures.

Theolooical Department, The University of the South. 

The Treasurer of the Theological Department of The University of the 
South has informed me, in response to a request on my part, that of the 
amount assessed against the Diocese, to-wit, $500 for the year ending 
August I, 1894, only $97.49 has been paid, leaving a balance due for that 
year of $402.51. 

Also, that on account of a similar assessment for the year which will end 
August, 1895, only $55.42 has been paid, leaving an unpaid balance this year 
of $444.58. This makes a total for the past two years of $847.09. 

There are four professors in the Theological Department of The Uni- 
versity of the South who are dependent for their support upon the payment 
of these assessments. I earnestly beg that this Convention will give this 
matter serious consideration, and urge upon the Rectors of the several 
parishes the importance of cooperation in order to meet this obligation. 
Notwithstanding the fact that The University of the South is situated in 
the Diocese of Tennessee, and that the two Bishops of this Diocese have 
both been Vice-Chancellors of the University, yet our Diocese has con- 
tributed less in proportion to its assessment than any other Diocese except 
one. The Diocese of South Carolina was assessed during the past year • 
I500, and has paid $510.60. 

Concerning Alteration of the Constitution of the Church. 

I have received the following notice from the House of Deputies of 
the General Convention : 
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** In compliance with the requirements of Title III., Canon i, Section 
iii^ of the Digest, I would hereby give particular notice that the following 
alteration of the Constitution of the Church is proposed, said alteration 
having been adopted by the House of Bishops and the House of Deputies of 
the General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, held in the 
City of Baltimore, Maryland, in October, A.D., 1892, to-wit : That to the 
fifth article of the Constitution be added a clause in these words : 

** * The General Convention may accept a cession of a part of the Terri- 
torial Jurisdiction of a Diocese when the Bishop and Convention of such 
Diocese shall propose such cession, and three-fourths of the Parishes in the 
ceded territory, and also the same proportion of the Parishes within the re- 
maining territory, shall consent thereto.'

Insufficiekt Support of the Ministry. 

I desire, brethren, to call your attention to the insufficient support of 
the ministry. It is not merely in missionary districts, but in what are called 
self-supporting Parishes that the clergy are at their wit's end to meet their 
expenses. Think, for a moment; is this either generous or just? You 
make a great mistake, brethren, when you keep down your pastor's heart so 
that he has no spirit, no elasticity, no free mind for vigorous study, for en- 
ergetic action, and for affectionate pastoral communion. I pray that you 
will consider. 

The Bishops' Pastoral. 

We cannot be too thankful for the admirable pastoral letter put forth 
recently by the Bishops of the Church. In these days of unbelief, and of 
misbelief, it is most important that the Church should hold without waver- 
ing the Faith once delivered to the Saints. And the time to contend for it 
is come. For now is the battle being urged against the citadel of our Faith 
— the Holy Scripture, the Incarnation, and the Resurrection. I trust that 
the Bishops' Pastoral has been, or will be, read to every congregation in the 
Diocese of Tennessee. The heresies of the present day are nothing new; 
they are the old heresies revamped. ** There are but four things", says 
Hooker, ** which concur to make compleat the whole state of our Lord 
Jesus Christ; His deity. His manhood, the conjunction of both, and the dis- 
tinction of one from the other, being joined in one. Four principal heresies 
there are, which have in those things withstood the truth : Arians, by bend- 
ing themselves against the deity of Christ ; Apollinarians, by maiming and 
misinterpreting that which belongeth to his human nature; Nestorians, by 
rending Christ asunder, and dividing Him into two persons; the followers 
of Eutyches, by confounding in His person those natures which they should 
distinguish. Against these there have been four most famous ancient Gen- 
eral Councils: the Council of Nice, to define against the Arians; against 
Apollinarians, the Council of Constantinople; the Council of Ephesus 
against Nestorians; against Eutychlans, the Chalcedon Council. The first 
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apply to His being God, and the second to His being Man ; the third to 
His being of both one, and the fourth to His still continuing in that one 
both." 

Hold fast, dear brethren, to the Faith. Let no worldly philosophy mar 
or mutilate the Truth as it is in Jesus. Teach men to confess one and the 
same Son, our Lord Jesus Christ ; the same perfect in Godhead and also 
perfect in Manhood; truly God, and truly Man of a reasonable soul and 
body ; consubstantial -with the Father according to the Godhead and con- 
substantial with us according to Manhood; in all things like unto us with- 
out sin ; begotten before all ages of the Father according to the Godhead, 
and in these latter days, for us and for our salvation, born of the Virgin 
Mary, according to the Manhood. This is all clearly set forth in the second 
of the Thirty-nine Articles. Be ye faithful unto death.

Report 

OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

Your committee, in accordance with instructions received from the last 
Convention, have during the past year made full inquiry concerning all the 
institutions in the Diocese claiming to be Church schools. They find that 
besides The University of the South, at Sewanee, there are five such schools 
— all of them for girls. Of these, S. Mary^s School, at Memphis, belongs to 
the Sisterhood of S. Mary, while Fairmount School, at Monteagle, and 
Beechcroft School, near Spring Hill, are owned and controlled wholly by 
private parties, and the Diocese, as such, has no interest in them. Never- 
theless, in giving a summary of the educational work done in the Church's 
name in Tennessee, we conceive it to be our duty to say of these schools 
that they seem to be well managed and fairly prosperous. Considerable at- 
tention is given in each of them to instruction in the Holy Bible, the Church 
Catechism, and Church History. Their boarding pupils attend the ser- 
vices of the Church, and they are surrounded by sound, Churchly influences. 
A small proportion of them has been brought to confirmation. 

Of the other two schools, one is S. Catherine's School, at Bolivar. The 
title of this property, which is valued at $15,000, is vested in the Convention. 
The effort is being made here to furnish first-class educational advantages at 
a minimum of cost, and it has been fairly successful. Instruction concern- 
ing the Church and her ways is here made part of the regular curriculum, 
and 8 decidedly religious atmosphere pervades the school. The Convention, 
however, has no control over its management, even to the extent of nomi- 
nating an official visitor. They simply lease the property to the present in- 
cumbents, who run it, to all intents and purposes, as a private enterprise, 
though your committee have only words of commendation for their man- 
agement. 

The last institution on the list is the most important of them all — the 
well known Female Institute at Columbia. This venerable school has a 
long and honorable record in the education of the daughters of the Church. 
During the past year its income has been seriously crippled by the prevail- 
ing "hard times," but, under the management of the Reverend Doctor 
Shoup, the equipment has been considerably improved, an excellent corps 
of teachers engaged, and we feel justified in saying that its work is second 
to no school in the country of similar grade. 

During the year the sum of $3,750 was received by the Right Reverend 
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the Bishop of the Diocese as a bequest from the Weston estate in South 
Carolina, for the purpose of establishing a Church school for girls or aiding 
one already established, and of this sum, by direction of the Right Rever- 
end, the Bishop, $3,000 was expended in the erection of a Chapel, not yet 
completed, and the balance in repairs and improvements in the main build- 
ing. This fund is distinctly the property of the Diocese, and its expendi- 
ture in this manner gives the Diocese an additional interest in the property. 

But we feel it our duty once more to call the attention of the Conven- 
tion to what we consider a serious defect in the constitution of this school, 
in that it is absolutely outside of Diocesan control. A valuable property 
like this, having all the prestige which attaches to a Diocesan school of 
many year's standing, should at least be under the direction of a Board of 
Trustees, nominated by the Convention. The Right Reverend the Bishop, 
ex-officiOf should be declared its Official Visitor, with power to make sug- 
gestions as to the Churchly character of the training received, and the in- 
come of the school, above a certain fixed point, should be devoted to per- 
manent improvements, or to endowment. At present the title is vested in 
the Convention, but not absolutely — only in trust for school purposes — 
and the Board of Trustees (a self -perpetuating organization) has the ex- 
clusive right to say how the trust shall be administered. We cannot ap- 
prove the way this trust has been administered in the past, and we feel that 
under present circumstances the title is somewhat endangered. We there- 
fore recommend the appointment of a special committee of three laymen, 
of whom at least one should be a lawyer, to investigate the present status of 
its affairs, and to confer with the Board of Trustees with a view to making 
said Board in some manner responsible to the Convention, such committee 
to have power to act for the Convention in case of any special emergency 
arising, in which action may be necessary to protect the title, and to report 
their action to the next Convention, together with a definite plan for secur- 
ing the desired object. If this could be accomplished, we should earnestly 
commend this school to the united and loyal support of the Church people 
of Tennessee. We regard the subject as one of prime importance for the 
Convention to consider, believing as we do that no missionary agency 
which the Church can employ is as far reaching and effective as a first -class 
school, where the Church's system is set forth in no half-hearted way. 

We recommend the appointment of visitors to each of these schools, 
whose duty it shall be to inspect their work during the conventional year, 
and to report to the Committee on Education next year. 

As learning has long since ceased to be regarded in our public schools 
as the handmaid of religion, we again recommend that the Convention ex- 
press its approval of the establishment of parochial schools, whenever prac- 
ticable, throughout the Diocese.

The committee upon the observance of the thirtieth anniversary of 
Bishop Quintard's Episcopate, beg leave to report that the Convention of 
Tennessee regret the absence of the Bishop, and that we deeply sympathize 
with him in the severe trials he has endured during the past year from 
serious illness, and pray God's blessing may abundantly rest upon him ; and 
that we recommend as a token of our affectionate regards for our Bishop, 
that at the time of the meeting of the Trustees of The University of the 
South, a special service be held in S. Augustine's Chapel under the super- 
vision of the Bishop Coadjutor of Tennessee ; and that it is the desire of 
this Convention that Bishop Gailor preach the anniversary sermon, and 
that said sermon be published at the expense of the Diocese in pamphlet 
form for general distribution.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE BOUNDARY LINE OF THE 

PROPOSED NEW DIOCESE. 

The committee appointed by the Convention of 1894 ^^ report upon a 
boundary line for the proposed division of the Diocese of Tennessee, beg 
leave to submit the following : 

That, in our judgment, the natural boundary line of West TennesseCr 
the proposed new Diocese, is well marked — on the west by the Mississippi 
River, and on the east, almost entirely, by the Tennessee River, in which 
area of more than 10,000 square miles are the following twenty-one counties : 
Benton, Carroll, Chester, Crockett, Decatur, Dyer, Fayette, Gibson, Hen- 
derson, Hardeman, Hardin, Haywood, Henry, Lake, Lauderdale, Madison, 
McNairy, Obion, Shelby, Tipton, and Weakley. 

We furthermore recommend that this Convention authorize its delegates 
to the General Convention to present a memorial to that Convention for 
permission to erect the above named counties, comprising the aforesaid 
area of 10,000 square miles, into a new and independent Diocese. 

We would furthermore recommend that the delegates from Tennessee 
be authorized to present a memorial also requesting that the portion of the 
State known as East Tennessee be made a missionary }urisdiction, in said 
jurisdiction to be included the following thirty-four counties, viz. : Ander- 
son, Bledsoe, Blount, Bradley, Campbell, Carter, Claiborne, Cocke, Greene, 
Grainger, Hamblen, Hamilton, Hancock, Hawkins, James, Jefferson, John- 
son, Knox, Loudon, McMinn, Marion, Meigs, Monroe, Morgan, Polk, Rhea, 
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Roane, Scott, Sevier, Sequatchie, Sullivan, Unicoi, Union, and Washin^on, 
embracing an area of over 13,000 square miles. 

We furthermore suggest that the provincial system, to bind the two 
Dioceses and jurisdictions together with common interests be kept in view.

OF THE HISTORIOGRAPHER. 

S. James, QrseiMvllle. 

Very soon after the Reverend Charles Tomes taking charge at S. John's, 
Knozville, in 1845, he began missionary effort at Greeneville, assisted by 
the Reverend Thomas Humes and the Reverend }. D. McCabe, of Abing- 
don, Virginia. They gave services once a month 

The Diocesan Convention of 1848 was held at Knoxville, on July 20-23. 
Besides the Bishop, five of the Clergy were present, viz. : Doctor Thomas 
Humes, Doctor D. C. Page, of Memphis, the Reverend J. T. Wheat, of S. 
Peter's, Columbia, the Reverend N. Fagg, of I^Grange, and the Reverend 
James Rogers, of Franklin. The only Lay delegates present were W. B. 
Reese, W. H. Sneed, and Doctor Ramsay, of Knoxville. This was the first 
Convention held here. A memorial from the newly-organized Parish at 
Greeneville was presented, and the Parish was admitted into union with the 
Church in this Diocese, and the Lay Delegates, Doctor T. S. Henderson and 
Mr. M. Lincoln, took their seats. 

On Saturday, July 32, 1848, S. John's new Church was consecrated. 
The edifice was said to be the most beautiful and commodious in the Dio- 
cese. The services, notwithstanding a heavy fall of rain, were witnessed by 
a very considerable congregation. 

On the following Monday, the 24th, the Bishop, in company with Mr. 
W. L. White, a candidate for Orders, left Knoxville for Greeneville, a dis- 
tance of about seventy-five miles, which required two days' travel by stage 
to reach. They arrived on the evening of the 26th, and received a cordial 
welcome from the Church members living there. The Bishop spent two 
days in visiting the various families in the neighborhood, chiefly for the 
purpose of conferring with persons desirous of confirmation and getting at 
the sentiment of the people about Church matters. Mr. Moses S. Royce, a 
candidate for Holy Orders, was teaching there in the public academy. He 
was licensed as Lay Reader. 

The handsome Church erected at Knoxville just finished and consecra- 
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ted, stirred up the ambition of two or three spirited and generous-minded 
individuals at Greeneville, who resolved upon the erection of a Church for 
themselves and to call a minister. A vestry was elected who pledged to the 
Bishop a salary of $300 a year for the support of a minister A Church edi- 
fice was contracted for. The Reverend W. H. Good, from Virginia, was 
called, and it was expected the Church would be ready for consecration the 
next year, 1849. 

The Bishop visited them on September 9, 1849. The Church was not 
ready, as expected, but services were held in the unfinished building. 
Twenty -six persons were confirmed. The services were animated, and 
there was a unity of purpose that promised good results. What had been 
done was due to the zeal and activity of a few Laymen, especially Doctor 
Henderson, Doctor Alexander Williams, Mr. M. Lincoln, and the Rector, 
the Reverend Mr. Good, who had taken charge some time in July. 

Next year, at the Convention of 1850, the Church was reported as fin- 
ished. They prided themselves that they had the handsomest Church in 
East Tennessee. There were thirty-three communicants. On August 11, 
1850, the Church was consecrated and three persons confirmed. 

On January i, 1851, the Reverend Mr. Good resigned to take charge of 
S. Peter^s, Columbia. This was unfortunate for Greeneville, as it left the 
Parish without a pastor. From this on to 1854 there were no services ex- 
cept what were rendered by the Reverend W. P. Gahagan, a non-resident 
minister. In 1854 the Reverend N. M. Steel was called. He had previously 
had charge at Ravenscroft and other places in West Tennessee. 

Doctor Alexander Williams died in 1852. Bishop Otey, on hearing of 
his death, said : ** He was a great loss to the Parish — one of its most es- 
teemed members. It was to his active zeal and liberality the Church was 
indebted for its first establishment. In him the ministers had always found 
a generous friend and the poor a liberal donor. In his removal, the com- 
munity in which he lived lost one of its most valued and intelligent citizens 
and the Church of which he was a member one of its most devoted and en- 
lightened friends." 

For some time after Mr. Steel's arrival Church matters seemed to pros- 
per. But the Bishop in his visits discovered that there existed in the Parish 
a deep-rooted and long-cherished prejudice that was militating against it. 
When Mr. Steel took charge he found 24 communicants, 6 Sunday school 
teachers, and 25 pupils, which increased in 1857 to 32 communicants, 8 Sun- 
day school teachers, and 59 pupils. His salary promised, 1^300 per annum,, 
was not wholly paid, and in the three years the arrearage amounted to 
$341.85. The Church barely existed. In 1859 he left. From 1859 to 1864 
the Reverend Mr. Mowbray, who lived on Walden's Ridge, gave services 
lier occasionally, in connection with other missiod stations. The Reverend 
Lucius Voight, of Knoxville, gave services at intervals between 1863 and 
1S66. In the latter year he reported eleven commimicants. 

Some time in the spring of 1867 the Reverend John Foster, who had 
been North, was returning to his home in Mississippi after the end of the 
war. Bishop Quintard, meeting liiin, persuaded him to take charge at 
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Greeneville as a missionary. The plan failed; he remained but a few 
months and left. 

After this there was no attempt made until 1870-71. The Reverend Mr. 
Mowbray, being in charge at the Epiphany, Knoxville, gave services once a 
month. He was succeeded by the Reverend Everard Meade, of the Epiph- 
any, who kept up the monthly visits, the Bishop occasionally paying a visit. 

In the spring of 1874 there were twelve communicants. The Reverend 
Clement Richardson, a Presbyter of the Irish Church, whatever that means, 
recently a resident of Norfolk, Virginia, was called. He accepted the call, 
the Bishop having written him authority to officiate there. After six 
months' service, he somewhat mysteriously disappeared. He was known to 
have reached Canada, and probably returned to the Irish Church. No re- 
port of his work was ever made. 

The organ that stands in the Church has had a fearful time of it. 
Through neglect the Church was allowed to go to decay and almost fall to 
pieces. The water leaked through the roof, deluging the floor and tilling 
the pipes of the organ with dirty water, with no one to care for it. The 
organ was brought originally in wagons from Augusta, Ga., and cost $400. 
The silver service, two plates, two chalices, and a flagon, were given to the 
Parish by the four sisters of General Wade Hampton, of South Carolina. 

During the Rectorship of the Reverend Mr. Duncan and the Reverend 
Mr. Morrell, of S. John's, Knoxville, they managed to give a service once a 
month, on week days. 

In 1886 Reverend Samuel McGlohon, a Deacon, spent a short time here. 
Some necessary repairs were made, the roof newly shingled, some new 
stoves put up, and some chandeliers hung, the chancel arranged and the 
whole together made to look comely. 

In June, 1889, the Reverend Mr. Ringgold, of S. John's, Knoxville, paid 
Greeneville a visit, and as a result the work of restoration began in real 
earnest. Doctor Ringgold says: ** I spent the day visiting our people, and 
at night held a full service, with all the chants well sung. There was not 
standing room for all the people who came, and many went away." About 
a month later he made another visit, the repairs of the Church were dis- 
cussed. Since his former visit about $60 had been collected. To this he 
added a $50 subscription from S. John's. He urged that the amount be at 
once raised to make $200. On the following day he held services, admin- 
istered the Communion to some twenty people, baptized three children, and 
left with the impression that a good work had been started. The few 
Church people who had never ceased to love the Prayer Book and had trained 
their children in its ways, were happy in the renewal of the services, and 
ready to work for the restoration of the building up of the Parish. The 
tower was completed by the addition of another story, thorough repairs 
were gone into, and the walls painted inside and out. It is a frame Church. 

In December, 1889, the Convocation of Knoxville met at Cleveland, 
when it was resolved to secure the services of a General Missionary, and 
pledges were taken amounting to $400 for his support. In pursuance of 
this, on March 33, 1890, the Reverend W. G. Wells was placed in charge. 
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with residence at Greeneville. In April following the Bishop made a visi. 
tation and confirmed five candidates, expressing much pleasure at the bright 
prospect. Mr. Wells, in his first report, says he found the old prejudice 
still existing, but dormant just then. He adds : '* We have at Greeneville 
the only Church edifice between Knoxville and Bristol. For years it had 
been neglected, and until lately stood dilapidated and falling into decay^ 
with rarely a service, its interior showing the marks of sacrilegious intru- 
sion. The chancel had been robbed of all that was attractive. The organ 
was built in Baltimore in 1854, and was the only organ in the town. Rain had 
poured down its pipes, and rude hands had hammered its keys. In 1890 it 
was gone over and put in excellent condition by Mr. Pitcher, of Louisville, 
Kentucky. There seems to be melody in it yet." 

In the fall of 1890, the Reverend Mr. Wells not finding a suitable house 
in Greeneville, moved to reside at Johnson City. In 1891 Mr. Wells said : 
"After the curiosity occasioned by the reopening of the old Chureh and 
the advent of a new parson had subsided, the few Church people found out 
how few they were, and although they appeared thankful that they could 
worship as they desired, through the summer the work dragged. Old time 
dislike for the Church had not disappeared, and all attempts at a revival 
brought up an old prejudice. Still services were kept up, whether with 
few or many. In the winter there was no means of heating the Church, the 
windows were broken, and so we were driven to hold services in private 
houses." A visit from the Bishop brought about a change. Some ladies 
determined to do better. The old carpet was replaced by a new one. On 
March 19, 1892, the Reverend Mr. Wells resigned and was transferred to 
Ohio. 

In July following, the Reverend Mr. Killheffer, a Deacon, took up the 
work Mr. Wells had left. Mr. KillheflFer's first report said : " On taking 
charge I found the edifice very much out of repair — run down on every 
way." He built a recess chancel 8x15, and a vestry room of the same size. 
About $500 was spent, and the building looked more Churchly than was 
thought possible, of which they were justly proud. 

In 1845 Knoxville had between 4,000 and 5,000 inhabitants. Her Epis- 
copalian citizens built themselves a brick church. At that time Greeneville 
was ambitious to keep pace with Knoxville, and as soon as the latter built 
her a church the former intended to build one also. 

In the light of past history, the Church at Knoxville has been one of 
continued success. At Greeneville they have had but disaster and failure. 
What the future may develop cannot be foreseen. The town lies on the 
side of a slope. The selection for the site for the Church was unfortunate. 
Placed at the foot of the slope, it is virtually in a hole. The building is sur- 
rounded by large trees that overshadow it. The rain drip of fifty years has 
caused most of the trouble, rotting the roof and other parts. The edifice 
placed at almost any other point in the town might have produced better 
results. 

A few days after the arrival of the Reverend Mr. Wells, the writer 
stepped off the train at Greeneville for the purpose of looking at the church. 
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He was directed to go down the street to a certain point and then turn to 
the left. The church was found, after some inquiry and search, and not un- 
til standing in front of it could it be determined that that was S. James 
Church, Greeneville. A man said, ''that is the Church." I had to look at 
it some time before the fact could be realized. It was hardlj anything but 
a ruin, inside and out. It never had any churchly style about it. It was 
erected fair and square. The apology for a tower rested entirely on the 
roof timbers. With all its discouragements, a better day may yet dawn on 

this Parish.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON MEMORIALS OF BISHOPS DE- 
CEASED SINCE LAST CONVENTION. 

We, the committee appointed by the Bishop to report an appropriate 
memorial on the two Bishops who have entered into the rest of Paradise 
since the last meeting of this Convention, submit the following : 

The Right Reverend Elisha Smith Thomas, second Bishop of Kansas, 
was, before his elevation to the Episcopate, a Presbyter in the Diocese of 
Minnesota, where he did faithful and efficient work in the city of Minne- 
apolis under Bishop Whipple, whose confidence and affection he enjoyed in 
a very high degree. He was first elected and consecrated as assistant to 
Bishop Vail, of Kansas, whom he succeeded as Bishop of that Diocese in 1887. 
His service in this high and responsible office was brief — less than eight years 
— but the energy and zeal he brought to bear accomplished mnch for the 
Church in his beloved Diocese and endeared him to his people to a degree 
seldom equaled. This was manifested in a touching manner on the occa- 
sion of his funeral, when, in spite of a prevailing snow storm, they thronged 
to the Cathedral Church in Topeka, to pay the last sad honors to their much- 
loved Father in God. The Church can ill afford to lose such men from its 
militant ranks, in times like these, but God knoweth best, and we bless Him 
for the good example of this. His servant, who "having finished his course 
in faith now rests from his labors." 

In the death of the Right Reverend David Bu el Knickerbacker, D.D.^ 
third Bishop of Indiana, the general Church as well as his own Diocese has 
suffered a great loss. His wise counsels and his grand example were of in- 
calculable value to the whole Church. Dr. Knickerbacker was a remarkable 
man and Bishop. Born in New York State, of one of the distinguished old 
Dutch families, he enjoyed every advantage for social and intellectual cul- 
ture. After being graduated at college with the first honor of his class, he 
entered the General Theological Seminary, in New York City. After 
graduation from that institution, and being ordained Deacon, he went at 
once to Minneapolis, which he found to be a small village of about two 
hundred and fifty inhabitants. He organized Geth Church, and remained 
its Rector for twenty-seven years, till he was consecrated the Diocesan of 
Indiana. He was the founder and father of a vast work for the Church in 
Minnesota, as seen to-day in St. Paul and Minneapolis and parts adjacent. 
Bishop Whipple said at his consecration : " I am parting with my right 
hand." Bishop Knickerbacker found the Diocese of Indiana in an utterly 
disorganized and discouraged condition. But the Diocese soon felt the im- 
pulse of his power, and responded to his guidance with wonderful readiness. 
After eleven years of patient, persevering, untiring activity, he by God^s 
help brought the Diocese to its present state of efficient prosperity. In his 
personal holiness he had reached a degree of sanctity and self-obliteration, 
and here God judged him ready for the rest of Paradise. In him the Cath- 
olic character of the Church to make men holy and humble found strong

The results for the year must not be regarded as jima/.- They are sub- 
ject to additions by the General Secretary from reports of Parishes not in 
the pf>s9etsion of the Committee when the above statistics were compiled. 

The Committee calls attention to the increased details which are re- 
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quired in the new form of Parochial report. Also, to the xyalue of ike in- 
formation it secures. 

Those items of information which are chiefly of imi>ortance to the 
Bishops, and which enable them to obtain more accurate information of the 
condition of the several Parishes, are not included in this summary. 

The Committee remind the Parishes of the increasing importance of 
complete registration in these annual returns, and of promptly forwarding 
them to the Convention. This will relieve the Committee on the State of 
the Church from embarrassment, and secure accurate figures. It is import- 
ant that the names of all Mission Churches and stations be given. 

The committee invites attention to the interesting tabulated statement 
of the Historiographer, showing the comparative number of communicants 
in the Diocese, in the several Parishes, between the years 1830 and 1895 ^"^ 
which appears as an appendix to this report. 

Your committee regards the excellent work of the Ladies' Guilds, in 
both Parishes and missions, during the past year, as worthy of the highest 
commendation. The reports show the value of the assistance which the 
earnest and self-denying labors of the women of the Church has rendered 
to Parishes, to enable them to meet the extraordinary obligations of the 
year, and to the Diocese in its increasing missionary efforts. 

The committee reports : 

{a) The number of confirmations inaccurate. Complete returns will 
show a much larger number. 

{J}) Calvary Church, Memphis, has built a chapel at Idlewyld, known 
as S. Luke's Chapel. 

(r) Grace Church, Memphis. — A chapel has been completed and fur- 
nished and is now used for worship. 

(r/) S. John's Church, Knoxville, has liquidated upwards of $10,000 of 
its liabilities. 

{e) Epiphany Church, Knoxville, has opened and maintains a reading 
room. This movement is especially commendable. 

(/) Christ Church, Nashville. — This magnificent Church was opened 
for worship on December 16, 1894, by Bishops Quintard and Gailor. 

(^) S. Ann's Church, Nashville, reports a handsome mission chapel 
built at a cost of $3,500, of which $1,500 is paid. 

{h) Paris. — The Reverend C. S. Ware reports: "A mission Church 
will be built here this summer." 

(/) Franklin. — The Ladies' Guild and children of this Parish have 
raised $475 on the purchase of their organ. 

{j) The report received from Hoffman Hall is most encouraging. 

The committee feels that in these times of continued depression the 
Church in the Diocese is advancing, and there are not wanting evidences 
that the Bishops may rely on the faithful cooperation and devout prayers of 
the Church for the ensuing year. May "Almighty God, unto whom all 
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hearts are open " and "all desires known" bless the prayers and labor of 
His people for Christ and His Church.

The annual statement of the Treasurer of the Diocese, with all proper 
vouchers, was submitted to the committee, carefully and duly examined by 
them, and found correct. 

In reference to the appointments of *' curators" for certain special 
properties or funds which have been or may hereafter be donated to the 
Diocese, the Finance Committee recommend that no action be taken at this 
Convention, but will submit the following resolution : 

Resolved^ By this Convention, that the Treasurer of the Diocese, as the 
fiscal agent of the Diocese, be and is hereby authorized to receive all such 
funds and to appropriate them to the uses designated by the donors or by 
the Convention, as the case may be. 

In the matter of the making of a mortgage by the wardens and vestry 
of the Church of the Messiah, in Pulaski, in favor of the American Church 
Building Fund Commission to the amount of $285, your committee would 
respectfully offer the following resolution : 

Resolved^ That the wardens and vestry of the Church of the Messiah, 
in Pulaski, be authorized by this Convention to execute a mortgage on the 
Church property in Pulaski in favor of the American Church Building 
Fund Commission for the sum of $285, and that the Assistant Bishop, as 
President of the Convention, and the Secretary of the same duly sign and 
attest the said mortgage.

OF THE CHURCH OF THE HOLY TRINITY, NASHVILLE. 

To the Convention of the Diocese of Tennessee: 

At a Parish meeting held on Easter Monday, April 15, 1895, a resolu- 
tion was offered and adopted, that it is expedient that the Wharf Avenue 
Mission lots be sold and the proceeds used elsewhere where more efficient 
work can be done and better results produced. 

After thirty years trial to establish a mission the effort has failed. A 
Sunday school was begun in rented rooms in 1866. In 1873 the Reverend 
Mr. Royce, Rector of Trinity Church, purchased two lots on which to erect 
a mission house. No money was paid down. By one means or another he 
managed to erect thereon a chapel. The materials used and the workman- 
ship were of the most inferior kind. Dr. Lawson got the Parish organized 
and admitted. Seven vestrymen were elected and the mission appeared to 
thrive. There were twenty communicants, and all debts paid except the 
lien on the lots of $500 and interest. In 1876 Dr. Lawson asked the Con- 
vention to drop the Parish from the rolls, as it was impossible to keep up 
the organization on account of removals. The Parish was dropped from the 
rolls. In 1877, the Reverend J. B. Harrison became rector of Trinity Par- 
ish, and gave much attention to the mission. He paid off the lien on the 
property and the deed was made to the Convention. The Sunday school 
numbered one hundred and seventeen scholars with ten teachers. The mis- 
sion was at its best. In 1882, Mr. Harrison resigned and left. Since then the 
work has dwindled to almost nothing. The Reverend Cabell Martin held 
services whilst he was rector, and the Sunday school was carried on in a 
desultory way. For a year after the Reverend Mr. Scully had charge he 
tried to keep the mission going. In 1893 he closed the chapel. It remained 
closed until 1895. The present Rector declares that the Parish Church 
need ail his time and attention. These premises considered, we, the Vestry, 
respectfully ask that proper steps be taken by the Convention to dispose of 
this property which we can do nothing with, and to re-invest the funds else- 
where where something better can be done. Holy Trinity needs a rectory 
and a chapel to accommodate its Sunday school and guilds of various kinds. 
It is not desired that the Vestry shall handle the funds. The title to the 
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property acquired, either purchase or exchange, can still be in the Conven- 
tion. The property is worth in ordinary good times, $2,000. The building 
is worth little or nothing. It is rotting down and a storm may level it prone 
to the ground at any moment. 

It is asked that this petition be referred to a committee consisting of 
the Reverend Mr. Winchester, the Reverend Mr. Degen, and the Reverend 
T. F. Martin

REVEREND H. R. HOWARD, S.T.D. 

On the 19th of March, 1895, the Diocese was called upon to mourn the 
loss of the Reverend H. R. Howard, S.T.D., one of the most devout and 
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learned Priests in Tennessee. For thirteen years Doctor Howard labored 
faithfully as Rector of S. Barnabas, Tullahoma. 

He was a man of great accuracy in detail, methodical in all his work, 
and filled with a deep spiritual earnestness. As Dean of the Nashville Con- 
vocation and Chairman of the Committee on the State of the Church, year 
after year in this Convention, Doctor Howard was very efficient, and is now 
sadly missed. 

As a devoted student of the Holy Scriptures, and with unwavering faith 
in the plenary inspiration of said Holy Scriptures, Doctor Howard stands 
as an example worthy of our imitation in these days of so-called ^ higher 
criticism." 

His daily reliance upon God's Church for growth in grace and rever- 
ence for all holy things, also commend him again to us as an example in 
these days of drifting away from Divine ordinances.

'Report 

OF THE DEAN OF THE CONVOCATION OF KNOXVILLE. 
Right Reverend and Dear Biskof: 

As Dean o( the Convocation of Knorvllle, I beg to submit the follow- 
ing report of mtulonarj effort in the Convocation of Knozville: 

Ratby. 

In this beautiful mounuln village, with Ita well-kept Church and free 
library, there are now thirteen communicants, who are without a Priest, and 
unable to sustain one. The services are continued wftb great regularly \ty 
the faithful labors of the Laj Readers, Messrs. Tucker and Bull. Evening 
Prater la said on Sundajs, and a Sunday school, held In the Church, holds 
the joung people and interests the elder members of the Church and con- 
gregation. Sixty-three services, nine of which were conducted by a Priest, 
and two bj Bishop Gailar, were held during the jear last past. The Dean 
hu visited the people twice. On each occasion he held two public ser- 
Tleei, celebrated the Holy Communion, and briefly addressed the commu- 
nicants. 

AlkSBS. 

The Dean has made several visits to this mission during the past year. 

■^ere are six communicants, two of whom reside In the town, the remain- 

\. Ingfour live in the country. A Sunday school Is greatly needed, and would 

•oon be successful, but there are no available facilities for carrying it on. 

I The means at the disposal of the mission are so meagre that, at present, oc- 

> caslonsl services can be supplied. More are greatly needed. A strong local 

L Impression existn tliat the Church would quickly gather strength if a Priest 

Bould be located, but his support must come from mission funds. The Dean 

Mgrets that a recent wlnd'Storm blew out the stained glass window in the 

' "^lancel, which was presented to the Church through Bishop Quintard. It 

ipould be helpful and warmly appreciated If assistance could be given to- 

rards Its repair end restoration. 

aisD Mary. 

Glen Mary, a mining village loo miles north of Chattanooga, on the 

^ncinnati Southern Railroad, has six communicants. The company fur- 

iahes a building which is at the disposal of ttie community for school and 

ji^llgious purposes. The day school is mainly compoaed of miner's children 

d a few others who live in the neighborhood. The Methodists have the 

e of this building on the third Sunday in each month. Mr. Totten, the 

perlntendent of Ihe mines, Mrs. Totten, Mr. Gulon, Mr. Charles Blrchr 
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MrH. Heaps, and others^, are laboring earnestly for the benefit of the com- 
munitj. Mr. Totten holds the Bishop's license as a Lay Reader, and con- 
ducts regular evening service on all available Sundays. The congregation 
varies from twenty to forty people. More than thirty children have received 
the sacrament of Holy Baptism. The Dean visited Glen Mary in November, 
preached at night to a crowded and attentive congregation, spent the fol- 
lowing day in house-to-house visitation. Churched one woman, baptized her 
baby, and celebrated the Holy Communion early next morning and went on 
to Rugby. The character of th*: work may be understood from the follow- 
ing extract taken from a letter sent to the Dean by Mr. Totten : " Wc 
have a Union Sunday school, which we found organized when we came 
here, in which are five classes, with about seventy children enrolled. Three 
of these classes are taught by Church people. Mr. Totten has a Bible 
class, Mr. Birch a class of boys in the Church Catechism, while the three 
other classes are studying the *' Calvary Catechism " under Mr. Guion, who 
is our choir-master, and both at Christmas and Easter has taught the school 
carols and appropriate hymns. Our Easter Festival was particularly pleas- 
ant and showed us good results for our work. The average attendance is 

about 43.'* 

Harrtmaii. 

During the past year Harriman was for a short time under the pastoral 
care of the Reverend Mr. Jones, who, however, soon resigned the mission 
and took charge of a mission or parish in North Carolina. Since then Har- 
riman has been dependent upon the occasional visitation of the Clergy 
of this Convocation. The Dean has served the communicants on two oc- 
casions, the last being in November of last year. All other services have 
been conducted by the Reverend A. C. Killheffer, of Grecneville, whose re- 
port is to be found under " Parochial Reports." 

The urgent need of this district, which includes, mining, smelting, 
and other industries, is the location of a missionary who could distribute his 
time at Dayton, Rockwood, Harriman, Glen Mary, Rugby, with occasional 
visits to Deer Lodge. He would find abundant work and soon meet with 
encouraging results. The intermittent work of occasional ministries is 
wasteful and disappointing. The need of means and Clergy is nowhere 
more apparent than in East Tennessee.

a. When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the Chair. 

3. No member shall absent himself from the house unless he have 
leave, or be unable to attend. 

4. Every member speaking in debate shall rise from his seat, and, 
without advancing, shall respectfully address the President, confining him- 
self strictly to the point in debate. 

5. No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate, with- 
out leave of the house, and no more than fifteen minutes at a time. 

6. A question once determined shall not again be brought before the 
house unless on a motion of reconsideration made by one of the majority. 

7. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be received 
(unless to lay it on the table) to postpone it to a certain time, to postpone it 
indefinitely, to commit it, to amend it, or to divide it; and motions for any 
of these purposes shall have precedence in the order herein named. The 
motion to lay upon the table and to adjourn shall be decided without debate. 
The motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 

8. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
moved, or a substitute may be received. 

9. If the question under debate contains several distinct propositions, 
the same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken 
separately, except that a motion to strike out and insert shall be indivisible. 

10. All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair, without de- 
bate, but any member may appeal from such decision. 

11. No motion shall be considered as before the house unless it be sec- 
onded, and when required, reduced to writing. 

12. The names of movers of resolutions shall appear upon the Minutes 
of the house. 

13. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be re- 
ceived, of course, without motion of acceptance, unless recommitted by a 
vote of the house. All reports recommending or requiring any action, or 
expressions of opinion of the house, shall be accompanied by a resolution 
for the action of the house thereon.

OF THE CLARKSVILLE PROPERTY COMMITTEE. 

In response to a resolution passed at the last meeting of the Conven- 
tion, directing '*the Dean of the Nashville Convocation to make investiga- 
tion as to the Church property five miles east of Clarksville, which was 
•iold.'' the following report is respectfully submitted : 

From all that can be learned the facts in the case seem to be these : Doctor 
Ringgold, the rector of Trinity Church, Clarksville, desired to build a mis- 
sion chapel in South Clarksville, and for that purpose collected six hundred 
dollars in and around the city. This money, however, was not so applied, a 
lady of Philadelphia preferring to pay the whole expense of building and 
furnishing the chapel which was named by her S. Andrew's. The six hun- 
dred dollars left in Doctor Ringgold's hands was by him given towards the 
building of a chapel in a neighborhood about five miles east of Clarksville, 
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in which resided several Church families who desired the ser\'ices of the 
Church. Colonel Gholson and others contributed what was lacking; Col- 
onel G. giving the ground. This chapel was named Christ Church Mission. 
November 17, 1885, the chapel was sold by the wardens and vestry of Trin- 
ity Church, Clarksville, for three hundred dollars to the trustees of Maple 
Grove Baptist Association. This occurred during the rectorship of the 
Reverend Doctor Pettis. As to what was done with the proceeds of the 
sale, our Historiographer states, that ^* the money was set apart by Trinity 
Parish in the interest of missions." What were his sources of information 
on this point, I do not know. The Reverend Mr. Craig, in reply to a letter 
from me, said he knew nothing of what had been done with the money, but 
that he knew positively that "since the sale of the property. Trinity Church 
had given far more than three hundred dollars to the cause of missions in 
Tennessee."

OF THE DEAN OF THE CONVOCATION OF MEMPHIS. 

The Dean of the Memphis Convocation would most respectfully report 
the work in his Deanery for the Conventional year ending May i, 1896, and 
the present condition of the Deanery. 

The first Convocation for the year was held in S. Matthew's Church. 
Covington, in June. A majority of the Clergy were present, and engaged 
heartily in all the services. Services were held twice a day, and the preach- 
ing was simple, direct, and strong in churchly teaching. Large congrega- 
tions attended the services, and the Church people extended a generous 
hospitality. Since then the Church has put down a new carpet, and placed 
handsome oak pews in place of the primitive old benches. Covington is an 
important town. A fertile country surrounds it, and there is a healthy 
growth in business and population. The Deacon in charge has the respect 
and confidence of his people, and has done a good work and on churchly 
lines, which means it is well done.

Union Citv, it is hoped, will erect a Chapel and Djersburg maj begin a 
building. From all parts of the Deanerv there is a good record of work, 
and we onlj need faithful men and monev to plant the Church in everj 
town, and in manj rural neighborhoods. Experience has taught that our 
own home- reared men are the best for our work, and we hope the daj is 
not far distant when West Tennessee will have nuinj clergj, born and edu- 
cated in West Tennessee, doing the work of the ministry — men who will 
staj and wait until God calls them to their reward.

OF THE DEAN OF THE CONVOCATION OF NASHVILLE. 

There have been three meetings of the Convocation held since the last 
Convention. The first of these was at S. Paul's, Franklin, July 10, 1895. 
Owing to various untoward circumstances, only a small portion of the clergy 
belonging to this Convocation could be present. These were the Dean, the 
rector of the parish and four others. The Bishop Coadjutor was present 
during a part of the session. There were two lay delegates in attendance. 
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one representing S. Paul's, Franklin, and the other Grace Church, Spring 
Hill. The Convocation sermon was preached by the Reverend H. Easter, of 
Christ Church, Tracy City. The attendance was uniformly good, especially 
at the closing service, when, according to custom, missionary addresses 
were made by several of the clergy. 

The second meeting of the Convocation was held on the first of Oc- 
tober, in Christ Church, Tracy City. This meeting was more in the na- 
ture of a mission. Little business was transacted, the time being mostly 
devoted to religious services. At this meeting, also, but a small number of 
the clerical members of the Convocation were present, viz : the Dean, the 
Deacon in charge of the parish, the Archdeacon of the colored work, and 
Reverend Messrs. Patterson, Ramage, Burrell, and Bassett. Reverend Doc- 
tor Starr and Reverend Mr. Guerry, of Sewanee, were present as visitors, 
and gave most valuable assistance. The congregations in attendance were 
large, and appreciative from the first, and at the closing service, when mis- 
sionary addresses were delivered, the Church was crowded. On the whole, 
this was one of the most interesting and profitable meetings of Convocation 
in several years past. The Bishop of the diocese was present during a 
greater part of the session and gave us words of cheer and encouragement. 
At the request of the Bishop, the Convocation adjourned to meet in 
Murfreesboro on the 4th of October, to assist at the laying of the corner- 
stone of a new chapel that was to be erected at Shiloh a few miles from the 
city. A large crowd of people, mostly from the neighborhood, were pres- 
ent and manifested much interest in the proceedings. Reverend Mr. Degen 
preached the sermon, and the Bishop made an address ; after which the 
corner-stone was laid with the usual ceremonies. This chapel named As- 
cension, has since been completed and handsomely furnished throughout 
It is a tasteful, churchly edifice aud reflects much credit on the Reverend 
B. B. Ramage, Rector of S. Paul's, Murfreesboro, who first organized the 
mission, and to whose indefatigable efforts the erection of the chapel is 
chiefly due. 

The third meeting ot the Convocation was held in S. Paul's Church, 
Murfreesboro, February x3, 1896. There were present at this meeting the 
Bishop of the Diocese, the Dean of the Convocation, the Archdeacon of 
colored work, and Reverend Messrs. Degen, Wright, Patterson, Killheffer, 
Ramage rector of the parish, and Rodriguez, and Mr. Geo. M. Darrow lay- 
delegate, quite a full attendance as compared with the two former meetings. 
The Convocation sermon was preached by the Reverend Mr. Killheffer, of 
S. Peter's Church, Columbia. 

Two important resolutions were considered and adopted during this 
session of the Convocation. The first of these, was with reference to S. 
John's, Ashwood, which was reported as being in a decaying condition and 
In urgent need of some speedy repairs. The Convocation, after voting an 
appropriation in this behalf, passed the following resolution, viz : '* That 
this Convocation urge upon the Diocesan Convention the propriety of tak- 
ing some steps to secure the preservation and maintenance of the fabric of 
S.John's, Ashwood." 

The second resolution was with reference to a proposition of the 
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Reverend Mr. Degen **to publish a monthly paper to be distributed in the 
parishes within the bounds of the Convocation, he to assume the editorial 
and financial responsibilitj of the same, provided it be formallj adopted as 
the official organ of the Convocation of Nashville, and that the clergy 
pledge themselves to its support as far as possible/' The resolution as passed, 
was in these words : ^ Res^i^rdy That this proposal of the Reverend Geo. F. 
Degen be cordiallv accepted and that the clergj pledge themselves to the 
support of the proposed paper, as far as possible." The first number of the 
paper has already appeared under the name of The Nashville Churchman^ 
and promises to be an efficient aid in the work of the Convocation. 

In concluding this report, I regret that I cannot give a flattering ac- 
count of actual missiamary work done bj our Convocation. It is true that 
a great deal of work has been done bj rectors of parishes who have mission 
chapels and stations in the immediate vicinity of their several churches — 
more, indeed, than could reasonably be expected of them, considering the 
heavy burdens their own proper work imposes upon them — but this can 
hardly be termed missionary work in its highest sense, certainly not the 
kind of missionary work that was contemplated in the original organiza- 
tion of our Convocation. That had mainly in view the carrying of the gos- 
pel and the Church of Christ, to the destitute portions of our field, and the 
supplying with the services of the Church those of our brethren who never, 
or only at rare intervals, had the privilege of enjoying the form of worship 
which they loved. 

This, the main object of our organization, we have done little or noth- 
ing to advance, during the past few years, owing to the want of means to 
sustain a General Missionary who could give his whole time to the work. 
This is a lamentable state of things, as it leaves several important points 
that formerly enjoyed regular services, now wholly destitute, while others 
have only such week-day services as neighboring clergy are able to supply. 
I feel sure that if only we could maintain in the field an earnest, zealous, and 
efficient General Missionary, much might be accomplished for the glory of 
God and the good of men ; but, for this, the necessary means must first be 
supplied ; and to whom can we look to furnish them, but to those churches 
and churchmen within our bounds, whom God has blessed with the ability 
to aid in furthering His work. Truly a great work is to be done; a wide 
field invites our efforts. Oh for more interest in that work on the part of 
our people, a burning zeal in its behalf, that will lead them to pray and la- 
bor and give, to the extent of their ability, to advance this blessed cause ! 
Then we may confidently expect to see abundant fruits crowning the work 
of our Convocation to the glory of God's great name.

Mr. Waltbr Drane 

was born in Clarksville, Tennessee, on the 7th of February 1827, lived there 
all his life and entered into God\s everlasting peace on the 38th day of De- 
cember, 1893. He never married. 

He was a devout christian and was always in his place at the Churches 
service. Although very deaf he followed the prayers in Confession, in 
Litany, and Psalter, and in all the responsive worship of the Common 
Prayer. 

He was greatly esteemed by the community, a man of great purity, 
great liberality, in a word he was the type of a christian gentleman. 

The erection of the present Church edifice was a formidable piece of 
work to attempt. A vestry meeting was held, when Mr. Drane started a 
subscription of $10,000 provided a like amount could be raised by others. 
This was promptly done and the work commenced on the old site. Messrs. 
Drane, Polk J. Johnson, C. W. Beaumont, and George E. Cook w^ere ap- 
pointed a building committee. 

Mr. Drane gave at first $10,000 and afterwards $2,500 more. He 
superintended the work and saw every stone laid in the walls. To-day 
Trinity Church, Clarksville, holds such prominence as to be reckoned 
among the best parishes in the Diocese.

(3.) All moneys collected for missionary purposes by the sereral Con- 
vocations shall be forwarded to the Treasurer of the Board of Managers^ 
and by him disbursed in accordance with instructions of said Board.

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OF THE DEAN OF THE CONVOCATION OF KNOXVILLE. 

Right Rei'ercnd and dear Bishop: 

The Dean of the Convocation of Knoxville begs to present the follow- 
ing report of Missionary work attempted in East Tennessee. 

Harriman. 

During the year 1895 the Dean made two visits to the Missions along 
the route of the Cincinnati Southern Railway^ visiting Harriman on each 
occasion and holding an evening service, and an early celebration. On each 
of these occasions the want of a priest was deplored, and an earnest desire 
to see the want supplied. Happily the Mission is now under the charge of 
the Reverend I. M. Barr. The Dean visited every communicant and bap- 
tized one infant. The Church is in excellent order, very clean, well lighted 
and comfortable. There is a large pipe organ in it, and good singing aids 
the devotions of the congregation. We hope that in the near future Harri- 
man will be a self-supporting Mission. There are 37 communicants. 

Glen Mary. 

The Dean visited Glen Mary on two occasions since last Convention- 
with much pleasure. Nowhere is the work of single-hearted devotion more 
apparent : '* In this settlement there are fully fifty baptized members of the 
Church. There are eight communicants, besides three or four who have 
ceased to attend. In our Sunday School we have five teachers who belong 
to the Church, as well as nearly one-third of the children. All our in- 
struction books came from the *' Young Churchman Co.," and we use the 
new hymnal. We owe Bishop Gailor thanks for 12 copies of the paper, 
which we receive and distribute each month." . . . *' Our lay services 
have now been held for more than t-wo years with an attendance of thirty or 
forty people. Ten or twelve of our people are of an age for confirmation, 
and a good class could be formed here, were a priest put in charge of the 
mission. We have ninety-four children enrolled in the Sunday School." 
The Dean is indebted to Mrs. Totten for the above interesting notes. The 
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last occasion of the Dean's visit was in November ; the night wmi black witr.::^ 
rain and sleet, jet the evening service in the school home was well attendees ^ 
also the six o'clock celebration next daj. The Dean visited every commiai- 
nicant and several additional families. 

Rugby. 

Everything here goes on with the usual regularity. Messrs. Tuck^^^ 
Walton, and Bull maintain the services. The colony will miss the servic-^i^ 
of Mr. Bull, who has returned to England. He has done faithful work t^^r 
God and His Church, during the whole period of residence in Rugby. T2ie 
time may not be far distant when the resident friest may again be necessary 
im Rnghy. The population is increasing and if the odorous treasures of tbe 
deep be found in her, the beautiful little Church, so well looked after in past 
weary years, by devoted women, and ministered to by faithful laymen, maj 
soon be found to be too small to accommodate the worshippers. 

Whitwkll Minks. 

The Dean visited this mining locality in the month of August last year, 
preached on Sunday to a crowded congregation, very largely composed of 
men who are miners, and officials connected with the coal industry in that 
place. The Dean spent several days in this valley, and almost made a house- 
to-house visitation of the people in the valley and along the bench of the 
mountain, and on the top. Here is a fine field for missionary labor second 
only to Glen Mary, which would soon repay cultivation. The Dean bap- 
tized eight infants and two adults ; these are registered at South Pittsburg. 

Grkknkvillk. 

In November 1895 ^^^ Dean visited Greeneville and the associate Mis- 
sions, accompanied by the Reverend Russel K. Smith, the deacon-in-charge. 
At the time of the visit Mr. Smith had been only recently assigned to this 
field of labor, where his activity will have abundant opportunity for exer- 
cise. Already Mr. Smith had entered on his work with enthusiasm. The 
Dean conducted ser\'ices at Greeneville, on Sunday, November 3. These 
consisted of two celebrations of the Holy Communion, and sermon at the 
later celebration. The congregation was relatively good, family sickness 
detained many. The Sunday School prospers, and possesses a good library, 
which is freely used by the school and congregation. The work is en- 
couraging. The expenses incident to the improvements of the building 
are paid, and funds for the better support of the ministry are beginning to 
be available. There are 31 communicants and 41 Sunday school scholars 
The Morning Service is regularly had each Sunday ; the Holy Communion 
when occasion offers. The congregation had raised $98.03 for parish pur- 
poses, and hopes to increase their assistance towards the salary of the Mis- 
sionary. 

Elizabbthton. 

On Sunday evening services were held at Elizabethton, the congrega- 
tion was small. The Dean arrived much behind the time announced for 
service, on account of the delay of the train. There are 11 coomiunicants, 
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severml of whom received at the early celebration on Monday morning 
Services are held weeklj, and with unfailing regularity. The people pay* 
the mileage of the Missionary and entertain him. So far, they have con- 
tributed $9,581 besides meeting the current expenses of lighting, cleaning, 
etc. 

Johnson City. 

We reached Johnson City on Monday evening but owing to local cir- 
cumstances could not hold evening service. On Tuesday morning the Holy 
Communion was administered. The attendance was small. There are 19 
communicants who have raised $30 towards the support of this Mission. 

Such in outline is the work done during the past year, the Dean regrets 

that limitations of time and resources have prevented more work in these 

interesting localities.

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The Committee on the State of the Church directs attention to the fol- 
lowing : 

(a) The increase of Communicants, of Confirmations, and of Sundaj 
School teachers and scholars: — it is gratifying to know, that amidst un- 
ceasing change, the Church continues to advance. 

(b) The Communion alms, and weekly offerings are practically the 
same. The difference is due to the mode of grouping the results ; in some 
parishes both are included in one sum. 

(r) The difference of $43,423.57 as compared with last jear, is due to 
the speciallj large contributions for Church building which appeared in the 
report for 1895 • ^* John's, Knoxville ; Christ Church, Nashville, and Grace 
Church, Memphis. 

(d) The most important feature of this report is the decided increase 
in the contributions for the Missionary work of the diocese and elsewhere. 
$1,953,30 increase in both departments is a very encouraging result of the 
year's work. It is largely due to the constant efforts of the Parochial 
Guilds, and to the earnest work of the Tennessee Branch of the Woman's 
Auxiliary. The committee invites attention this year to the report of the 
Auxiliary which is to appear this year in the Journal, as well as to the im- 
portant work of the Historiographer. 

(e) The committee congratulates the diocese on the report for the year 
last past, it affords encouragement for the future ; the expectations of 1895 
are realized. May God grant to us ** his humble servants that by His Holy 
inspiration we may think those things that are good, and by his merciful 
guidance may perform the same, through Jesus Christ our Lord.'*

Resolved J, That the Treasurer's Report for the past conventional year 
be and is hereby received by this Convention, and that the same be made 
a part of its record. 

And here your Committee would state that they note with grateful 
thanks the relinquishment by the Bishop of the Diocese of $500 of his an- 
nual salary. 

We would call the attention of this Convention to the fact, mentioned 
by the Treasurer at the end of his report, of money borrowed from the dio- 
cese by the University of the South to the amount of $6045, for which we 
hold a note of tlie University for I3345, fully secured by mortgage on real 
estate, and 27 bonds of the University of $100 each, with interest coupons 
attached, all of which constitute a part of the invested assets of the dio- 
cese. It is provided by original purpose that the interest on this sum shall 
be applied by the Bishop of the Diocese to the support of certain students 
in the University, which provision has been faithfully carried out by the 
authorities of the University under the instructions of the Bishop. 

We would also state that we have carefully examined the report of the 
previous Treasurer of the Diocese, Mr. Dobb, with accompanying vouchers 
(herewith filed as " Exhibit B," and is a part hereof,) of disbursements made 
by him at the close of his official connection with the Convention, and find 
the same correct in each particular, and would move the adoption of the 
following resolution. 

Resolved 2j That the supplemental report of the Treasurer of the Dio- 
cese for i894-'95 be received by this Convention and be made a part of its 
record. 

In the matter of arrearages of assessments due the Convention from 
the several parishes and missions of the Diocese, your Committee would 
state that we have carefully gone over the list of the same as reported by 
the Treasurer of the Diocese and consider them as valuable assets worth 
every dollar therein set forth, with the exception of about $aoo, and would 
move the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved 3j That the Treasurer of the Diocese be authorized by this Con- 
vention to send a notice of arrears to each parish and mission and urge 
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them to make immediate effort for prompt liquidation of the same that the 
indebtedness of the Diocese may be cleared. 

In this connection jour Committee would report that we have looked 
into the matter of arrearage of assessment due from Christ Church, Pulaski, 
and after hearing the testimony of the present Treasurer of the Parish, we 
would respectfully submit the following resolution : 

Resolved 4, That $40 of the arrearge due from the Church of the Messiah, 
Pulaski, be and is hereby remitted. 

Your Committee would also state that they have closely examined the 
complete and exhaustive report of the Trustees of the Episcopate Endow- 
ment Fund of the Diocese with accompanying vouchers (filed herewith as 
** Exhibit C* and is a part hereof) and find the same correct and satisfac- 
tory. 

The present available assets of this fund are as follows : 

Money on hand $3,676.66, which sum is in bank and not bearing in- 
terest ; a loan of $3,500, and another of $1,01 3, both at 6 per cent, interest and 
amply secured by mortgage on real estate ; making a sum total of $7,188.66. 
And herein we would move the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved 5, 7*hat the Report of the Trustees of the Episcopate Endow- 
ment Fund be received by this Convention and be made a part of its re- 
cord, also 

Resolved 6, That the Trustees of the Endowment Fund be and are hereby 
requested to urge on the makers of the promissory notes for this fund to 
liquidate the same as they may fall due ; and that all money now on hand, 
or hereafter received by them, be invested by them as provided by this Con- 
vention : and that should any donor of this money at any time request that 
the same be returned, the Trustees shall inform the said donor that the 
money is invested and that so soon as a loan made by them shall mature the 
sum asked for will be returned. 

Your Committee would also present the following suggestion, to-wit : 
that the present Trustees of this Fund be chosen for the following year. 

In the mntter of the erection of a new Cathedral building upon the lot 
now occupied by the Bishop's house in Memphis, and of a new Episcopal 
residence on the lot now occupied by S. Mary's Church in the said city, re- 
ferred to this Committee, we would move the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

Resolved 7« That this matter be referred to the Chancellor of the Dio- 
cese for his investigation and decision and that the same be taken as the 
authorization of this Convention in the premises. 

Resolved 8, That in the matter of authority and power to be given to the 
Bishop Coadjutor to sell or mortgage a part of lot now owned by the 
Church in Union City, and in the matter of authorizing the Bishop Co- 
adjutor to make proper title to the purchaser of Church lot in Dyersburg, 
that the same be referred to the Chancellor of the Diocese, and that upon 
bis finding the same without legal obstruction, the consent of this Conven- 
tion is hereby given. Also 

Resolved 9, That the Treasurer of the Diocese be and is hereby author- 
ized to pay the expenses incurred in making investigation into the title to 
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a tract o£ land, 9^ acres, in Hopefield, Crittenden Coantj, Ark. ; and should 
the said tract of land be found to be the property of the Church in this 
Diocese, that authoritj is herebj given the Bishop Coadjutor to sell or 
otherwise dispose of the same as maj seem to him best.

$194.00 has been received from the Parishes and Missions for theological 
education at The University of the South. The Diocese is pledged to 
raise the sum of $500.00 for this purpose. As Clerical Trustee, I have written 
to every Rector and Missionary, calling attention to the matter. Only a 
few have responded, and there is a deficit of over $300.00. 

Hereafter the amount will be assessed on the several Parishes by the 
Committee on Assessments.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

Your committee beg leave to report that they have had before them 
very insufficient data from which to present a wholly satisfactory statement 
as to the condition of the Church schools in the Diocese. This is due to 
the fact that no action was taken upon the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Education last year that Official Visitors be appointed to inspect 
each of these schools and report to this committee. Without such personal 
inspection it is impossible to say either what schools are entitled to be re- 
garded definitely as Church schools, or as to the manner in which such 
designation is justified. Your committee regard the work of Church 
schools, if conducted strictly on Church lines, as a most important factor in 
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the extension and maintenance of Church life; in short, as a missionary 
agency of great power. We conceive that the only purpose of the appoint- 
ment of this committee is to furnish information to the Convention as to 
what is being done along this line in this Diocese, and not merely to report 
the financial condition and prospects of private institutions whose owners 
may happen to be Churchmen. We therefore earnestly repeat the recom- 
mendation of last year as to the appointment of Official Visitors. 

We regret that the other suggestion of the committee of last year as 
to the appointment of a committee to confer with the Trustees of the Co- 
lumbia Church Institute with a view to making the said Board of Trustees 
in some manner responsible to the Convention was not complied with. The 
expiration this year of the long lease under which Doctor Beckett has held 
control of this property makes the appointment of some such committee 
more than ever advisable. 

S. Mary's School at Memphis, Fairmount School at Monteagle, S. 
Katherine's School at Bolivar, and the Columbia Institute, all report an in- 
crease in attendance during the past year, and a general improvement in 
their prospects. The Principal of the Institute complains that the school 
^ receives no diocesan support and little patronage, as there are only four 
Tennessee girls in the house, and of these one is a Presbyterian." Your 
committee does not understand just what is meant by the words *' diocesan 
support " in this connection, but we quote his words for the consideration 
of the Convention. 

In The University of the South, at Scwanee, the Diocese has at present 
seventy students ; the Vice-Chancellor reports a prosperous year; and we 
note with special gratification the fact that within the past few months the 
University has received $50,000 to be added to the endowment funds, mak- 
ing a total of $100,000 received for that purpose within the past two years. 

We beg leave to present the following resolution : 

Resolved^ That the Bishop Coadjutor be and is hereby requested to ap- 
point, before adjournment of this Convention, Visitors — one or more — to 
each of the schools named in this report, whose duty it shall be to inspect 
their work during the coming Conventional year, and to report to the Com- 
mittee on Education next year.

Mr!>. Cochrane has been a great sufferer for years, and yet, through all 
her pain, she exhibited the same spirit of sweet, unmurmuring submission, 
tier life was very sad, but very beautiful. She was a bride but for one day, 
and she drank the cup of sorrow deeply, bowing to the Father's will. She 
was a woman of remarkable intelligence and of entire devotion to Christ 
and the Church. She had scarcely rallied from the death of her father 
when her own summons came. She walked day by day as having sweet fel- 
lowship with Him and with her sainted mother. She longed to depart. She 
the testimony of a good conscience. She had cast all her burden at the 
of the Cross, and she waited calmly and peacefully for her release.

The funeral of Mrs. Cochrane took place on Tuesday, November 5th, 
in S. Augu8iine*8 Chapel. The Reverend VV. A. Guerry, the Reverend 
Doctors DuBose and Shoup, assisted at the service. The chancel was beau 
ttfuUj decorated with flowers and lights and autumn leaves. The altar was 
hung in white, and everything spoke of rest and hope. 1 said the service 
at the grave. While the earth was being cast upon the coflin, the choir of 
S. Augustine's sang appropriate hymns. And so we laid our dear one to 
rest. 

While Mrs. Cochrane was ill, young Howard I^ord Morehouse a stu- 
dent from Milwaukee, returned from the Exposition at Atlanta. In Atlanta 
he had been seized with a severe cold, which on his return to Sewanee de- 
veloped into a case of pneumonia. His dear father was with him most of 
the time of his illness. On Wednesday, at 7 in the morning, he received 
the Blessed Sacrament, and died at 11 o'clock on Thursday. 

November 6, Friday. — Howard's body was brought to S. Augustine's 
Chapel at 7 o'clock. I met it at the door, vested in alb and chasuble. Af 
ter the body had been placed on the bier, I at once proceeded with the Eu- 
charistic service. A very large congregation was present. At 8:30, the fu- 
neral service was held, at which all the students of the University were 
present. Bishop Gailor made a most impressive address. The Chancel was 
again vested in white. Howard was to have graduated at the approaching: 
Commencement. He was one of the very best students of tiie University 
Last August he received the highest honors in Greelc, and won the Ken 
tucky Medal. He also carried off the highest honors in French. He whs 
held in the highest estimation, not only by the students and faculty at Se- 
wanee, but by the citizens generally. The Vice-Chancellor accompanied 
his father to Milwaukee, where Bishop Nicholson officiated at his funeral.

The ser- 
mon — an admirable one — was preached by the Bishop of Chicago. The 
Lord Bishop of Toronto and I assisted in the celebration of the Blessed 
Eucharist. 

Leaving Detroit at xo p.m., I reached Nashville on Saturday at 9 p.m. 
Drove up the mountain from Cowan at 7 a.m. on Sunday, and was too fa- 
tigued to leave the house during the day. 

During the past Conventional year I have baptized ten children and 
three adults, confirmed one hundred and sixteen persons, celebrated the 
Holy Communion at forty services, preached fifty-five sermons, and made 
seventeen addresses. 

There are sundry matters to which I desire to call the attention of the 
Convention. And first of all, the financial condition of the Diocese. It is 
not creditable for parishes to ask that their indebtedness to the Convention 
be wiped out. It is not creditable to the Parishes that not one-half of the 
amount due the Theological School is pajd up. This will all come before 
the Finance Committee, and I can only urge that some decided measures 
be adopted by the Convention. 

In the Journal of the Convention for 1894 Mr. A. T. McNeal offered 
the following resolution : 

Resolved^ That, in response to a request by the Board of Trustees of 
the University of the South, the Clerical Trustee from this Diocese for said 
University t>e hereby made the Treasurer for the Diocese to receive and 
pay over all contributions from this Diocese for the support of the Theo- 
logical Department of said University, and that he make annual report to 
the Convention. 

On motion of the Reverend F. A. Shoup, YiJD,, the ballot was dispensed 
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with on this vote, and the resolution was put to the Convention and carried. 

The Reverend J. E. Martin, D.D., under this resolutioii, U tbc Treas- 
urer of The University of the South for the Diocese. 

It is a matter of grave importance to the Church that the interest of 
Missions to the colored people be carefully considered, and judicious action 
be taken to promote this work. I have abundant evidence that the more 
thoughtful and better educated classes of our colored population are long* 
ing for the Church as the only ecclesiastical organization that can elevate 
their race. 

The Right Reverend Marc Antony deWolfe Howe, Bishop of Central 
Pennsylvania, who has finished his work and labors in the militant Church 
»ince our last Convention was born in Bristol, Rhode Island, April 5, 1809. 
He was ordained priest in 1833. He was for ten years the faithful rector of 
Christ Church, Cambridge, Mass., and for twenty -five years Rector <>f S. 
I^uke's, Philadelphia. Here he devoted himself with untiring seal and 
faithfulness to the work of the parish, making it one of the most important 
and influential in the city. He was consecrated Bishop of Central Pennsyl- 
vania December 38, i87i,and entered into rest July 31. 1895. 

He was a man who commanded the respect of all .sorts and condition.s 
of men. 

On the blessed Easter Day the Reverend Mother Harriet, founder and 
superior of the Sisterhood of S. Mary, entered into God's everlasting peace. 
It was given to her to do a great work for Christ and the Church. No 
woman in our day or land ever exerted a wider influence. Wise in plan, 
being conservative in administration, she lived to see her society not only 
greatly enlarged but the very foremost in able Church work. God grant to 
her eternal rest, and may light perpetual rest upon her. 

Mrs. Judith P. liunt, widow of Thos. R. Hunt, died January 2. 1896. 
Her life was very lovely and her death very peaceful. Hers was a very 
saintly character. She never lost that simple-hearted regard for the pleas- 
ure and happiness of others which characterizes a really noble nature. She 
wai the pride and comfort of her family. She was the pattern of a devout 
christian and a true Church woman. We may thank God daily that we 
lived in her day. 

Miss Emily Turner Peyton, daughter of the late Honorable Bailey Pey- 
ton, died at Gallatin on the 15th of February. Her intellectual faculties 
were of a high order. She was a bright and cheerful christian, full of wit 
and vivacity, and left behind her the perfume of a useful christian life. 

These all died in faith, these all have won the crown of everlasting life, 
the world it better for their having lived. God grant us all grace so to fol- 
low His blessed saints in godly living that we may come to those unspeak- 
able joys which He has prepared for those who unfeignedly love Him.

May 8. — lo 130 a.m., in S. John's Church, Knozville, I opened the meet- 
ing of the annual Convention.

The business of the 
Chapter I will keep private, so long as it shall be ruled to be private, the rights 
of this Cathedral Church I will defend ; nor will I give any assistance, advice 
or encouragement to any person or persons whatsoever who shall or will en- 
deavor to violate or infringe the same. I will order myself in lowliness and 
patience, and persuade others to walk in the same ways. Amen.

stalls said:

April 21, — II a.Mm in Trinity Church, Mason, I celebrated the Holy 
Communion, assisted by the Reverend Ireneus Trout. I confirmed six 
candidates and addressed them. 8 p.m., in Holy Innocent's Mission, Arling- 
ton, the Reverend Mr. Trout read Evening Prayer, I preached and confirmed 
three candidates. 

April gS. — 8 P.M., in the Cathedral, Memphis, I attended a congrega- 
tional meeting to hear the reports of the condition of the new Cathedral 
fund. I appointed Mr. S. H. Lamb, Mr. Miles Buckingham and Mr. C. B. 
Coate, TruBtees, to have custody of all funds raised for this object. 

April j?6. Third Sunday after Easter. — 7 :30 a.m., in S. John's Church, 
Knozville, I celebrated the Holy Communion. 11 a.m., in S. John's Church, 
tbe Reverend William Jefferies, D.D., of Washington, read Morning Prayer 
and I preached. 1 confirmed six candidates and addressed them. I made 
an appeal for Diocesan Missions. 4 p.m. I visited the Mission lately started 
in North Knoxville by the S. John's Branch of the S. Andrew's Brotherhood 
and made an address. 8 p.m., in the Church of the Epiphany, the Reverend 
W. J. Morton read Evening Prayer and I preached. 

April f7. — 7:15 P.M., in S. James' Church, Greeneville, the Reverend 
Russell K. Smith read Evening Prayer and I preached. 

April i9, — 7:30 P.M., at the residence of the bride's mother, Memphis, 
I married Francis Hill and Lizzie Willins. in the presence of a large com- 
pany. 
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May 1, Feast of 5. Philip and S. James. — 7 A.M., in the Cathedral, I 
I celebrated the H0I7 Communion. 4 p.m., in Mont^merj Park, Memphis, 
I made an address to about two thousand people on the proposed Confede- 
rate Memorial for the South. 

May Sy Fourth Sunday after Raster, — 11 a.m., in the Cathedral, Mem- 
phis, I celebrated the Holj Communion and preached. 4 p.m., in Elmwood 
Cemetery, Memphis, I attended the annual memorial services at the graves 
of the clergy and Sisters who died during the yellow fever epidemic of 
1878-79. The Reverend Dr. Patterson said the service, assisted by the choir 
of Grace Church. 8 p.m., in Calvary Church, Memphis, Evening Prayer 
was said by the Rector, I preached, confirmed twenty-six candidates and ad- 
dressed them. I also made an appeal for missions in the diocese.

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"Report 

OF THE HISTORIOGRAPHER. 
S. Aafl*t, NMkvUte. 

In 1856 Edgefield had a population of about 750 souls. Not a Church 
edifice of anj kind existed there. Two years later the population numbered 
about 900 souls, with not jet anj Church edifice. 

On Julj 29, 1858, a little band of Episcopalians assembled in a school- 
house on Fatherland street, vis : Reverend C. T. Quintard, Reverend L. L. 
Smith, Messrs. W. C. DeGrove, W. H. DeGrove, Q^ C. DeGrove, and. Miss 
Cecile DeGrove, Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Baker, Turner S. Foster, Miss Sallie J. 
Buck, Miss Anna Weakley, and Mr. T. Shegog. These people organised 
the parish, and Articles of Association were adopted, with the name of S. 
Stephen's Church, Edgefield. 

A committee was appointed to solicit funds for the erection of a Church 
edifice. On August 31st following the Vestry organized. Mr. E. DeGrove 
and Turner S. Foster were elected ^Wardens, and Mr. G. H. Hunt, Secretary 
and Treasurer. 

Dr. Shelby lived in Edgefield. His home was called The* Fatherland 
place, because his father bought the land and gave it to him. It was a large 
tract of land. He settled there in 1817 or t8i8. He was born in 1785, in 
Sumner county, Tennessee, and was the first white child born in that county. 
He married Miss Maria G. Minnick, of Philadelphia, the only child of Mrs. 
Ann Minnick, by whom he had two daughters, Ann M. and Priscilla D. 

Dr. Shelby and his family were in the front rank in establishing our 
Church in Tennessee. When Christ Church was begun he became the 
staunch friend and champion of that Church, and continued as such to the 
end of his life, thirty years later. 

A part of his domain was laid off into town lots. As soon as the effort 
was made to establish an Episcopal Church in Edgefield, he donated a lot 
on the corner of Fourth and Watson streets sufficiently large for a Church 
and parsonage. It was an absolute gift in fee, with only one reservation, 
viz : " That if the lot in any case was sold, the money derived therefrom was 
to be invested in Edgefield for like purposes." 

On October 8, 1859, at a Vestry meeting, Mr. G. H. Hunt resigned, and 
Mr. W. F. Orr was elected to fill his place. On March 9, i860, Mr. John 
Shelby Williams was elected a Vestryman, and at the Convention held that 
year at Columbia, S. Stephen's Parish, Edgefield, was admitted. At the 
meeting (March 9th) a call was extended to the Reverend W. D. Harlow, of 
Alabama. Mr. Harlow accepted the call, to date from January i, i860. A 
building committee was appointed, consisting of the Reverend Mr. Harlow, 
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John Shelbj Williams and Turner S. Foster, who commenced at once the 
erection of the Church. Bishop Otey laid the corner-stone on April 36t 
i860. The address was made bj the Reverend C. T. Quintard. By the fol- 
lowing September the Church was finished. Up to this date the congrega- 
tion had met for worship in Jamieson's Hall, on the Gallatin pike. 

No question had yet been raised to show a preference for free seats or 
rented pews. When the Church was completed, a resolution was adopted 
making the seats frect but allowing any member to appropriate a pew and 
have it trimmed and cushioned to suit. On Easter- Monday, 1861, a Vestry was 
elected. W. P. Orr and John Shelby Williams were elected Wardens, and 
F. A. Eichbaum, C. W. S. Brown, (^C. DeGrove and J. D. Lindsley. Ves 
trymen. 

When the Federal forces came to Nashville, in the Spring of 1862, all 
kinds of business ceased; the ordinary callings of life had to be aban- 
doned. All the Churches and schools closed. S. Stephen's closed, and 
there were no more regular services held until the war ended. The Rever- 
end Mr. Harlow moved over to Nashville, and kept on services at Christ 
Church ; occasionally he preached at S. Stephen's. After the war was over 
he found the Church badly injured. The Church had been closed, there 
was no income, and a large debt for its construction unpaid, which loaded it 
down. The war ended, the small yet faithful congregation was called to- 
gether again for re-organisation. The Reverend J. H. Bowles, who had been 
for a short time Rector of the Church of the Holy Trinity, Nashville, ac- 
cepted a call from S. Stephen's. The Vestry elected consisted of Dr. Wil- 
liamson and W. R. Finnegan, Wardens ; John Orr, Secretary and Treasurer ; 
Joel Davis, Messrs. Rankin, Fudger and Mace, Vestrymen. About this time 
Mrs. David Williams (later Mrs. Judge Phelan), a daughter of Dr. Shelby, 
made the Church a present of a town lot in Edgefield, valued at $800.00, to 
aid in extinguishing the debt of the parish. This generous gift induced the 
Vestry to propose to Mrs. Williams that if it pleased her she could change 
the name of the Church from S. Stephen's to any other name. Thereupon, 
she expressed a preference that the name should be changed to S. Ann. af- 
ter her grandmother, Ann Minnick, now deceased. This change was at once 
accepted. So the name was changed to S. Ann. 

The lot was sold, and the proceeds were added to $500.00 donated by the 
Right Reverend Bishop Quintard. The money was turned over to the Ves- 
try, and no more was heard of the old debt. 

At the Convention of 1866, the Reverend Mr. Bowles made this report : 
" I found this property in a very dilapidated condition, and the congregation 
weak and scattered." Mr. Bowles took charge, and preached his first ser- 
mon March 19, 1867. He found about twenty families, fourteen communi- 
cants, and thirty pupils in Sunday School. He reported to the Convention, 
in May thirty communicants, forty Sunday School pupils, with six teach- 
ers; contributions, outside of salary, $2,354.35. A memorial window of 
great beauty as a work of ecclesiastical art was given about this time 
in memory of Mrs. Ann Minnick and Mrs. Anna M. Fassman, descendants 
of the late Dr. Shelby. This was done by Mrs. David Williams and her two 
sons, Shelby and Minnick. Two very handsome chancel chairs were given ; 
also, a costly altar cloth, two solid silver patens, and a plated aVcci^ \^%\tw. 
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The Church was free from debt, but in 1868 the Re%'erend Mr. Bowles 
complained that ** it had been extremely difficult, owing to the stringency of 
the times, to raise money for any purpose." 

On June 5, 1868, Mr. Bowles resigned and left. On the following No- 
vember the Reverend L. P. Tschiffely took charge of the parish. The 
charge was not a satisfactory one, so he left August 2,. 1869. This caused a 
vacancy until March 14, 1870, when the Reverend F. R. Holman was called 
to the Rectorship. He resigned the following November. 

The Reverend William Ellis, having resigned the Rectorship of Christ 
Church, accepted a call to S. Ann% commencing January i, 1871. He found 
the Church in good condition, with forty-five communicants, which in- 
increased in 1872 to eighty communicants, seven Sunday School teachers 
and forty-five pupils ; offertory receipts, $1,392.85 ; Rector's salary, $1,034.25. 
Dr. G. R. Williamson was Treasurer of the parish. There being some 
doubts about Mr. Ellis' methods and the doctrines he preached, people became 
dissatisfied with him. He resigned October i, 1872, and started a new organ- 
ization outside of the Episcapal Church, for which he was deposed from the 
ministry in 1873. 

After Mr. Ellis left, there was a vacancy until January, 1874. During 
the time the parish had no regular pastor. Sevices were held nearly every 
Sunday by some one of the regular clergy of the city of Nashville. The 
Vestry met regularly, and the parish work kept going under the most ad- 
verse circumstances, growing out mostly from the bad financial condition of 
the parish. 

On January 11, 1874, the Reverend Augustin Stanley, in charge at Pu- 
laski, accepted a call to S. Ann's. He performed the services very accepta- 
bly to this people for four and one-half years, when he resigned July 17, 
1878. On taking charge of S. Ann's, in 1874, he complained that the parish 
register had been so badly kept that he could not make out from it even a tol- 
erable report. In 1875 he reported everything favorable and in a prosperous 
condition, with one hundred communicants, and seventy pupils in Sunday 
School; receipts, 11,484.33; Rector's salary, $1,172.30; value of Church 
property, $2,500. 

In 1876 the communicants numbered one hundred and eight; total re- 
ceipts, $1,637; salary, $1,355.80. 

In 1877, communicants, one hundred and twenty; receipts, $i,533't5- 

In in 1878, receipts $1,158.35. In July of this year Mr. Stanley resigned. 

These reports show some progress. 

The Reverend Mr. Lucas held some services from October, 1878, to 
March, 1879, as a temporary supply. Services were kept up in some way 
nearly every Sunday. 

It will be remembered that the parish had often no Rector for long in- 
tervals. A member says, " The loss of a Rector is incalculable, for there is 
sure to be more or less disintegration from which it is hard to recover. 
When there are no regular services members will stray off to other folds, 
from which it is difficult to recover them. When a congregation Iscompar- 
paratively an indigent one, with only a few members of means, the financial 
aid of the parish depends upon the few, and is sure to be unsatisfactory."

A call was next extended the Reverend T. F. Martin, from the Diocese 
of Virginia. He accepted, and held his first service on Easter-day, 
April 13, 1879. S. Ann's started out on a new era, with a determination to do 
better things. 

The lot on which the Church stood was, at the date of its erection, in 
the most populous portion of Edgefield, but the changes wrought by time 
had materially changed all that. The town grew in other directions. All 
this was apparent to the congregation of S. Ann's, and a desire was felt to 
build a Church in a more central position. 

In 1880 the Vestry sold the old Church and lot for $i,8oo, and used the 
money to pay for a lot purchased on Woodland street, which had a frontage 
of ninety feet. Early in the year 1882 the new building was commenced, 
and on May nth the corner-stone was laid by the Right Reverend Bishop 
Quintard, the Reverend Mr. Fitts, Rector of Trinity Church, Clarksville, 
delivering the address. The Church was virtually completed during the 
year, and the first service was held on Christmas day. The cost of the lot, 
Church edifice, and necessary fixtures and appurtenances, including a new 
pipe organ, was about twelve thousand dollars. On June 10, 1885, the new 
Church, completed and free from debt, was consecrated to the worship and 
service of Almighty God. It was a day long to be remembered by the con- 
gregation, with gratitude to the Giver of all good for the consummation of 
their dearest hopes. The Vestry who had carried on the work to comple- 
tion were: Dr. George R. Williamson, Senior Warden; William F. 
Orr, Junior Warden; John Orr, Treasurer; George W. Jackson, J. 
L. Dismukes, D. S. Williams, John J. Corcoran, and Joseph Walker. 

In 1887 the Sunday School building, erected by Mr. W. F. Orr, was pur- 
chased from him and removed to the rear of the Church, at a cost, in- 
cluding the removal and some repairs, of about I650.00. In 1888, the Ladies' 
Aid Society carpeted the Church with a fine brussels carpet, and the Young 
Ladies' Guild contributed a handsome lectern, as a memorial of the late 
James M. Anderson, a member of the Church and choir. 

In 1889 ten feet of ground adjoining the Church lot were purchased, 
with a view to the erection of a Rectory, and soon thereafter the house was 
begun. A handsome and commodious brick Rectory, with many modern 
improvements and conveniences, was built, at a cost, including the ten feet 
of ground, of about $5,oooxx>. A chapter of the Brotherhood of S. Andrew 
was organized this year, and has been a very efficient aid to Church work. 

In 1893 a lot was purchased in Northeast Nashville, on which has been 
erected a neat Mission Chapel, styled S. Stephen's Mission — a very church- 
ly-looking edifice, that cost, including the ground and furniture, about 
$3,500.00. Services are held every Sunday, in conjunction with S. Ann's. 

In 1879, when the Reverend Mr. Martin made his first report, there 
were seventy-six communicants, eight Sunday School teachers and seventy 
pupils. Total collections, ♦736.45- Value of Church property, $1,800.00 
(what it sold for in 1880). 

In 1895, after sixteen years' service, the communicants number two 
hundred and forty, with twelve Sunday School teachers and ninety-eight 
pupils. Total collections, $2,41242. Value of Church property, $22,500.00. 

This wonderful growth, or expansion, is certainly due —

OF THE ARCHDEACON OF TENNESSEE FOR COLORED 

WORK. 

I was appointed bj the BiBhop as Archdeacon for Colored Work, on 
Octol>er I, 1895. In the seven months since that date I have visited each of 
onr Colored Missions twice, except Mason and Sewanee, each of which I 
I have visited once. I have also visited Clarksville, Franklin and Murfrees- 
boro, with the intention of organising Missions in those places as soon as 
possible. 

There are just half-a-milUon colored people in the State, and instead of 
having only nine Missions, there is urgent need at once for twentj. 

From the annual reports of the missionaries just sent in I collect the 
following statistics: 

Total number of persons, 576; communicants, 308; baptised during 
jear, 23; confirmed, 57; Sunday School teachers, 29; pupils on books, 399; 
average attendance, 256; collections of missions, $1)759.38; marriages, 2; 
burialst 3. 

It thus appears that the amount contributed as proportioned to the 
nnml>er of communicants is la.50 per head ; or to the number of persons it 
would be I1.32 per head.

Columbia, — My residence is in Columbia, where I have given my spare 
time to the "Holy Comforter'' Colored Mission. With all the disadvantages it 
has had, this Mission has held its own through the faithful work of the Col- 
ored Sunday School Superintendent, Mr. Hugh Merrill, and his staff of 
teachers. We report one hundred and twenty children on the Sunday School 
roll, and an average attendance of sixty or seventy. During the six months 
— Octol>er I to Easter — the total offerings of the Missions have averaged 
just a dollar a Sunday. The Lent offerings of the Sunday School were for 
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the building fund for the Colored Church at Jackson, and amounted to $4*19. 
The Mission's Chapel is onlj rented, and costs $72.00 a year. The owner 
now offers to sell it to us, with the adjoining building (the same size) and 
the whole lot, 56 feet by 99 feet, for the sum of I400.00, of which $150.00 is 
to be cash, and the balance in two annual payments of $125.00 each, with 
interest at six per cent. It would be well to secure it at once. 

6\ Aui»ustine's, NashxnlU, — The Reverend A. C. V. Cartier, Proctor 
and Lecturer at Hoffman Hall, is also Priest-in-charge of S. Augustine's, 
Nashville, and of the Hannington Chapel Mission work. He has presented 
for confirmation five candidates from S. Augustine's and fiv^ from Hoffman 
Hall during the year. 

Hoffman Hall. — There are now ten students in Hoffman Hall. I re- 
sided a week amongst them early in March, and was much pleased with 
their evident earnestness and general conduct. In reading the Lessons, 
teaching in the Sunday School, singing in the Chapel choir, and in other 
ways, they are making a beginning of that sacred work to which they pur- 
pose devoting their lives. The services in Hannington Chapel are devout 
and hearty, and attract a large number of the colored residents of the neigh- 
borhood. 

Gallatin. — Mr. E. C. Cooke, Instructor at Hoffman Hall, goes to Gal- 
latin on Sundays, where he holds Lay services and Sunday School, return- 
ing same evening. Once a month the Rev. A. C. V. Cartier goes to admin- 
ister Holy Communion. 

Jackson. — St. Thomas', Jackson, was started in June, 1894, ^^ response 
to the request of several colored people themselves. There are now twen- 
ty-five communicants. The Rector of S. Luke's is desirous of having a 
Church built as soon as possible. Mr. Flournoy, a candidate for the diac- 
onate, will take services every Sunday, beginning June ist, and will give 
his whole time to the work. 

Bolivar. — S. Philip's, Bolivar, has had a prosperous year under the 
Deacon, the Reverend W. W. Cheshire. I held a six-days' Mission there in 
November, when the Church was well filled every evening. 

Mason. — I visited Mason in November; and had arranged to go again 
in February, but the people requested me to postpone the visit until the ep- 
idemic of small-pox should have passed away. The Church, never quite 
finished, was injured by a hurricane last August. It ought to be pulled 
down and rebuilt in the village, from which it is distant nearly two miles. 
This has been a strong Mission, and with a resident missionary it might be 
so again. 

Memphis. — Immanuel Church, Memphis, holds is own under the Rev- 
erend Dr. Honesty. There will not be much progress until the location of 
the Church and of S. Mark's School shall have been changed to South Mem- 
phis, where the greater part of the parishioners reside. Practical arrange- 
ments are now being made by the Bishop-Coadjutor, the Archdeacons, the 
Missionaries, and others of the Mission, to effect this change. 

Burlison. — The Mission at Burlison demands the labors of a strong* 
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active man to go in and out among the people, and to organize a new Mis- 
sion in the county-town of Covington, nine miles distant. The faithful 
Deacon -in-charge, the Reverend O. P. Alston, has expressed a desire to see 
a jounger man put there, as his lameness and the infirmities of age prevent 
him from doing anything beyond keeping up the services. At my last visit, 
in February, I held three services, the attendance being forty Sunday morn- 
ingt eighty Sunday night, and fifty Monday evening. There were seven 
communicants on Sunday morning. 

Sewanee, — S. Paul's-on- the- Mountain is intended for the colored peo- 
ple occupied as servants and laborers in connection with the University. 
Tliere are at present sixteen communicants. The average attendance at 
at night service is eighty. A public school is held part of the year in the 
Sunday School room. 

Clarksville, — I spent ten days in Clarksville, and found two col- 
ored communicants, and one more from Louisville spending a few 
months there. After due notice, I held a meeting of all interested in start- 
ing a Mission. Seventeen attended. On the following Sunday I obtained 
the loan of the colored Methodist Episcopal Chapel and held service, when 
thirty attended. 

Hospitality of Clergy and Parishioners, — In my visitations I always 
receive great kindness and hospitality from the Parish Clergy and their 
parishioners. In return I could not do less than give them occasional as- 
sistance when I could do so without interfering with my Colored Work. 

Bishop resigns colored worh to the Bishop Coadjutor, — As the colored 
work in the diocese originated in the earnest endeavors of the Bishop on 
behalf of the colored race, so it has hitherto been maintained by his anxious 
care and oversight. 

Assistance given, — Much help has been afforded to the work from out- 
side. I may mention what has passed through my own hands : Boxes of 
clothing, books and Christmas toys, from S. Mark's, Frankford, Philadelphia, 
from Summit, New Jersey, and from the New York Prayer Book Society. 
The Archdeacon and his family have been very kindly cared for by the Do- 
mestic Missionary Society of the Chnrch of the Heavenly Rest, New York. 
I am convinced that this branch of the work of the Church is most promis- 
ing. We have had so very few workers, and such intermittent work in 
some of our Missions, that we have no right to expect them even to hold 
their own. But our Saviour has His sheep scattered about, only awaiting 
the voice of His shepherds to come into the true fold of the Church. 
Already many of the better educated of the colored people are weary and 
sick of tiie noise, excitement, quarrellings and contentions of the various 
religious bodies with which alone they have hitherto been acquainted, and 
if we bring the Church to them they will gladly accept of her teaching, and 
walk in her ways of pleasantness and peace.

OF HOFFMAN HALL. 

It is with great pleasure that I report the continued prosperity of Hoff- 
man Hall. We have been singularly fortunate in securing Mr. £. C. Cooke, 
a graduate of Harvard, as Principal of the Academic Department, and the 
students, under his careful training and untiring labors, have progressed 
most satisfactorily. Ten students have been enrolled during the past year, 
and they are the best we have ever had. The Reverend Dr. Schaffter, Prin- 
cipal of the Hall, has performed his duties as faithfully as heretofore, but 
his health has become greatly impaired and he will be unable to continue 
as Principal longer than the present term. My Missionary labors have so 
much increased of late that I shall not be able to serve as Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Hall after June i, 1896. 

The Hall will enter upon its sixth year the approaching Trinity Term. 
It is now well established, and has done excellent work. Six of the men who 
have studied here are now in Holy Orders and working among their race. 
The demand for colored clergy is increasing each year, and there is a great 
work to be done in preparing young colored men for the Holy Ministry of 
the Church. The past year I received nearly thirty applications for admis- 
sion to the Hall, and the building should be enlarged so that a greater num- 
ber of students could be admitted. We are also sorely in need of a chapel, 
where the services may be fittingly rendered. A good beginning has al- 
ready been made toward, this object, but more money is needed. I am glad 
to be able to say that under the vigilant and active Proctor, the Reverend Mr. 
Cartier, the order and discipline of the Hall are all that could be desired. 

During the past year the usual course of lectures and special addresses 
to the students have been delivered by the Bishop of the Diocese and the 
Nashville clergy, and Archdeacon Caswall made a most helpful address to 
the students. 

The authorities of the Hall are much g^tified and encouraged by the 
year's work, and they are more hopeful than ever of its realizing the high 
and holy purpose lor which it was established.

'Rules of ®r^er 

I. Morning Prayer shall be said every day during the session of the 
Convention. 

3. When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the Chair. 

3. No member shall absent himself from the house unless he have 
leave, or be unable to attend. 

4. Every member speaking in debate shall rise from his seat, and, 
without advancing, shall respectfully address the President, confining him- 
self strictly to the point in debate. 

5. No meml>br shall speak more than twice in the same debate, with* 
out leave of the house, and no more than fifteen minutes at a time. 

6. A question once determined shall not again be brought before the 
house unless on a motion of reconsideration made by one of the majority. 

7. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be received 
(unless to lay it on the table) to postpone it to a certain time, to postpone it 
indefinitely, to commit it, to amend it, or to divide it ; and motions for any 
of these purposes shall have precedence in the order herein named. The 
motion to lay upon the table and to adjourn shall be decided without debate. 
The motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 

8. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
moved, or a substitute may be received. 

9. If the question under debate contains several distinct propositions, 
the same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken 
separately, except that a motion to strike out and insert shall be indivisible. 

10. All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair, without de- 
bate, but any member ouiy appeal from such decision. 

II. No motion shall be considered as before the house unless it be sec. 
onded, and when required, reduced to writing. 

13. The names of movers of resolutions shall appear upon the Minutes 
of the house. 

13. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be re- 
ceived, of course, without motion of acceptance, unless recommitted by a 
vote of the honse. All reports recommending or requiring any action, or 
expressions of opinion of the house, shall be accompanied by a resolution 
for the action of the house thereon.

This being the time and place for the Sixty-fifth Annual 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Tennessee, the 
Right Reverend the Bishop, the Right Reverend the Bishop Co- 
adjutor, and the clerical and lay delegates assembled at 1 1 o'clock 
A.M. in the Otey Memorial Church, Sewanee, Tennessee.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CHURCH PROPERTY FIVE 

MILES EAST OF CLARKSVILLE. 

In making mj report to tlie last Convention with reference to ^ the 
church property five miles east of Clarksvilley" formerly known as Christ 
Church Chapelf it seems that the information I relied on at the time was not 
correct, and that the statements based thereon did injustice to the Reverend 
Doctor Ringgold. I desire, therefore, with the leave of the Convention, to 
amend that report and give the real facts in the case. It was not true, as 
Stated in the former report, that Doctor Ringold ** collected six hundred 
dollars in and around the citj of Clarksville toward the building of S. An- 
drew's Chapel, and afterward applied it toward the building of Christ 
Chorch Mission Chapel, the balance being made up bj parties residing in 
ttie neighborhood. The fact is that, at Doctor Ringgold's request the same 
jl^ ., Illtiid of hit who gave the money to build S. Andrew's Chapel* gave him 
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:$i3oo with wMch to build Christ Church Mission, Colonel Ghohon giving 
•eighteen acres of land on which to erect it. The chapel was buih and con- 
•secrated in ^71, In the course of time, all who were interested in keeping 
vp the services in this cSiapel either died er removed from the neighbor- 
iiood. The building was neglected and fell into decay. In thU condition 
it was sold in 1885, by the vestry of Trinfty Parish, Clarksville, for I300, to 
the Trustees of Maple Grove Baptist Association, during the Rectorship o! 
the Reverend P. A. Fifts. This was rather a strange proceeding on the pait 
<A said Testry. In the language of our Histeriographer, *' tt is hard to see 
t>y what right the vestry of Trinity sold this propeity, to which they had 
no title, and consequently could not convey any^" As to what was done 
with the amount received from the sale of this propexly, our Historiogra- 
pher fuither states that ^the money was set apait by Trinity Parish in the 
interest of missions f but no report of such application of the money has 
«ver been made to the Conveodon, so far as I can learn^ Thus the matter 
stands and has stood since 1895. It seems that something shonld be done^ 
if for no other reason than to perfect the title of those who bought the prop- 
erty, which, as Doctor Ringgold says, is, in his opinion, ^very cloudy," to 
say the lea«t of it.

The three meetings of the Convocation held during the past conventional 
year were all of a most profitable and encouraging character. The first 
meeting was at Spring Hill, on the 15th of September, 1896, and two follow-

Ing days. The Bishop of the Diocese and ten of the Clergj were in attend- 
ance. The Convocation Sernnon was preached bj the Reverend C. T* 
Wright, Rector of S. Barnabas', Tullahoma, on Wednesday nwrning at lo 
o'clock, after which the Holy ConKnunion was celebrated by the Bishop. 
The nK>st in^portant business transacted was the adoption of a resolotioii 
k>oking to the en^ployn^ent of a general missioaary for work within the 
bounds of the Convocation. Another resolution of consideiable interest 
that engaged the attention of the Convocation was with reference to the old 
S. John's Church, Ashwood. This resolution was to the effect that a jearly 
service be held in this church, of a nussionary and memorial character. 
Nothing has been done as yet to carry this resolution into effect* Other bus- 
iness of a routine character was attended to, and the Convocation adjourned 
•n Thursday nighty after a nussionary meeting, which was well attended 
by the citisens of the villagpe and surrounding country. The attendance at 
all the services was quite good, and the hospitality extended to the members 
of the Convocation abundant and most enjoyable. 

ll>e second meeting of Coavocation was held December i, 1896, in 
Trinity Church, Clarksville, the Reverend W. J. Miller. Rector. The at- 
tendance at this meeting was large, including tbe Bishop of the Diocese, and 
the services of an unosually interesting character. The Erst day of the 
meetings being the fifteenth anniversary of tbe coosccrmdon of the church, 
at the evening service a most interesting address was delivered by the 
Bishopi giving a history of the parish from its first oiganiaatioa, and com- 
vnemorstive of quite a number of the Christian men and women who had 
Ikftd moch u> dv> with its upbuilding from feeble beginnings to its present 
pro«|>ervH» cvHidition.

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The third and last meeting of the Nashville Convocation was held in S. 
Barnabas' Church, Tullahoma, the Reverend C. T. Wright, Rector, on Tues- 
daj, February 16, 1897. The first service was held at night, when the Con- 
vocation Sermon was preached b/ the Reverend W. J. Miller, of Trinity 
Church, Clarksville. Wednesday morning there was a celebration of the 
Holy Communion, the Bishop celebrating, and afterward delivering a most 
interesting address on the Armenian Church. In the afternoon of the same 
day, the Reverend Rowland iiale read an admirable essay on the " Train- 
ing of Candidates for the Holy Ministry," which was followed by several 
addresses in the same line. At night the Reverend Mr. Rodriguez preached. 
Two subjects were discussed by the appointed speakers and others, on 
Thursday, the one in the morning on the '* Duties of Vestries," and that in 
the afternoon on ** Church Entertainments." At night there was a stirring 
missionary meeting, the Reverend Doctor Winchester speaking on the sub- 
ject of Domestic Missions, and the Reverend Alexander Patterson on Diocesan 
Missions, with special reference, however, to his work as General Mission^ 
ary in Middle Tennessee. The church people of Tullahoma were most hos- 
pitable in their entertainment of the members of Convocation, and the serv- 
ices were of a most enjoyable character. We trust that good was done, and 
that the fruits will be seen in the renewed life and activity of the parish. 
The building of a new church is now engrossing the efforts of the parish- 
ioners. May great success attend them, and ere long may they see the walls 
of their beautifully-planned edifice complete in graceful and churchly pro- 
portions. 

I feel that we have reason to congratulate ourselves that after several 
years of inaction in missionary work, we are now, by means of our faithful 
and laborious General Missionary, doing to a considerable extent what 
should be regarded as the main work of the Convocation — that is, the car- 
rying of the gospel and the Church to the destitute portions of our field, 
and the supplying with the services of the Church those of our brethren 
who are deprived of them. But still much remains to be done in this direc- 
tion. There are still destitute places to be supplied and new and inviting 
fields to be occupied. May the dear Lord inspire us with such zeal in be- 
half of this work as will lead us to pray and labor in its behalf more ear- 
nestly, and to give more liberally, until our labors shall be crowned with a 
complete and glorious success.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE DEATH OF THE RIGHT REV- 

EREND ARTHUR CLEVELAND COXE, DJ)., LL.D., 

BISHOP OF WESTERN NEW YORK. 

In the decease of the Right Reverend Arthur Cleveland Coxe, D.D., 
LLJ)., Bishop of Western New York, the Church has to mourn the loss of 
one of her greatest sons, an ecclesiastical statesman of the first rank. Born 
outside the Catholic Church, no sooner did he discover his true spiritual 
mother than he embraced her with all the ardent attachment of his great, 
lojal and loving heart. Educated in the General Theological Seminary, he 
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w«8 ordained a priest of the Church in the year 1842, and in his 24lh jear. 
He earlj manifested those brilliant gifts of intellect and lojmlty to the 
Church which quicklj elevated him to the front rank of presbjters, and in 
1865 to the position of Bishop Coadjutor of Western New York, succeeding 
Bishop DeLancej in the same jear. 

To speak adequately of his splendid service as a prelate of the Church 
would be to give a resume of her historj for the past thirty-two jears. 

As a controversialist he had few equals, and his championi^p of the 
claims of the Anglican Communion to be a true branch of the Church Cath- 
oliCf left nothing to be desired, and elicited the admiration of two hemis- 
pheres. Rome never found a keener or more determined antagooist. No 
member of the American Episcopate has done more to exalt the Church or 
to exhibit her catholic and apostolic claims before friend and foe» and wiiile 
time shall last a grateful Church shall hold him in pious and loving remem- 
brance. 

Bishop Coxe has earned a lasting reputatioo as divine, eloquent 
preacher* poet« scholar* controversialist, dialectician* and his contributions 
to liturgical and biblical studies are prominent and unique. It is not too 
much to say that every well-furaished libraxy should find a piace for some 
if not for all of his works. 

A man of polished and courtly manners, his fine personality and com- 
manding presence, drrw to him hosts of friends and admiren, and the Amer- 
ican Church* yes, the Holy Cadiolic Chui^ througbout all the world, is the 
Hcher that he Uv^ and the poorer tfant his bodily presence is removed.

his s{4endid manliness and loyahy to Chui^ and State, his earaestness and

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CHURCH HOME. 

The Committee would respectfully and most earnestly call the atten- 
tion of this Convention to the Church Orphans' Home, Memphis. This 
institution is owned by the Diocese, and in taking care of destitute children 
does not confine its work to the city in which it is located. It is not in any 
sense a parochial but a diocesan orphanage. It is under the care of the 
Sisters of S. Mary, and, unlike secular, parochial or private institutions, 
having the care of orphans, its continuity is assured and the nurture of the 
children is Christian and Catholic. The Home has no endowments ; for its 
support it depends upon voluntary gifts and your Committee commends 
the Home to the Convention and, at the same time, appeals to every parish 
in the Diocese to give generous aid by contributing money, food and cloth- 
ing. Below is a statement of the present condition of the Home as report- 
ed by the Sister in charge. 

Church Orphans' Homb, May i, 1897. 

The present condition of the Home is, I believe, fairly good, although 
we are hampered by an uncertain income and never know one month what 
may be given for expenses the next month. 

There are nearly always about sixty inmates in the Home, including 
sisters and helpers. Destitute children are received, from babies of a few 
months up to girls of twelve and boys of eight years of age. The girls are 
taught cooking, laundry work, sewing, general house work, and receive a 
simple English education while in the Home. They are provided with 
homes when they are about sixteen, while the boys are usually sent to coun- 
try homes when they are about ten years of age. 

The Home is supported entirely by voluntary contributions, and the 
Sisters gladly give their entire work. 

As the Home belongs to the Diocese, we shall be very glad if you would 
urge upon all the priests that they send any destitute children under the 
care of their parishes to the Home, and give us their support by at least one 
offering a year. We have two children from Tullahoma, and receive some 
help from the Reverend Charles T. Wright. We also have two children from 
Sewanee. Clarksville has been most generous to us; the Sunday-school 
Easter offering has been given from Trinity Church for the last two years, 
besides a very helpful box of clothing last fall. The Reverend Mr. Black- 
lock kindly gave us the Thanksgiving offering from Cleveland last fall, and 
we receive good help by clothing from Bolivar. Covington, Somerville and 
Brownsville also assist us by nice boxes of clothing, and usually at Easter a 
box of clothing comes from Jackson. 

Our principal support comes from the offerings, guilds, societies and in- 
dividual gifts from the various members of the parishes in this city. The 
Cathedral gave between three and four hundred dollars. Calvary Parish be- 
tween six and seven hundred dollars, Grace Church between four and five 
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hundred dollars, and the Church of the Good Shepherd between fifty and one 
hundred dollars to the Home from Maj i, 1896k to Maj i, 1897. 

We verj much need a new laundrj, for at present we use an oot-hoose, 
which is most inconrenient, and in winter it is bad for the health of the 
children. 

From May i, 1896, to May i, 1897, the amount received from all sources 
has been $29793^ which has all been expended for liring^ expenses and re- 
pairs. We have about seventeen hundred dollars as a special fund for needed 
extra repairs and improvements, and of this we shall use between five and 
six hundred dollars this summer in noaking sewer connections, bath rooms* 
repairs, etc. 

Twenty-eight children have been admitted into the Home during the past 
year ; thirty -two hare been removed ; nineteen have been baptized. Sixty- 
one inmates are now in the Home. The health of the children has been 
good, and although we had twenty cases of measles, no deaths have occurred 
in the Home. 

You will see that the expenditure for the Home has been very small 
when you consider the number of inmates, an old house to be kept in re- 
pair, and the grounds to be given needed attention.

•Report 

OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

The appointment last year, in accordance with the suggestion of this 
Committee, of official visitors to such of the schools in the Diocese as were 
willing to receive them, affords the Committee for the first time a satisfac- 
tory basis upon which to frame a report. 

From the Reverend Doctor Patterson we learn that S. Mary's School at 
Memphis has had one of the brightest and most successful years since its 
establishment twenty-four years ago. One hundred and ten pupils have 
been enrolled, of whom twenty were boarders. Besides the four Sisters 
in charge nine other teachers are engaged, and the work of both teachers 
and scholars has been wholly satisfactory. The value of the school proper- 
ty—Sisters' House, school building and chapel, is $50,000. With the excep- 
tion of the chapel— the gift of Mr. R. B. Snowden, and the library the gift 
of the Southern Associates of the Sisters of S. Mary— this school has had no 
financial aid. The handsome and spacious building stands as an expression 
of God's prospering of the work, as the lives of hundreds of noble South- 
em women express God's higher blessing. The Sisters in charge express 
their deep sense of obligaUon for the loving co-operation, sympathy and 
couuiel always freely given them by the Bishop and by the Bishop Coadjutor. 

The Reverend Doctor Martin also reports a most successful year at S. 
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Katherine's School, Bolivar. The school has had sixty pupils of whom 
twenty were boarders. The building has been crowded to its utmost capac- 
ity, and pupils have been turned away for lack of room. The work begun 
in faith two years ago and carried on perseveringly in the face of great diffi* 
cutties is thus meeting early with the success it has richly merited. 

The Reverend Doctor Winchester has made two visits to the Institute at 
Columbia during the present session and reports that he finds its condition 
most encouraging, although the death of Doctor Shoup just before the open- 
ing of the session was a great loss* Mrs. Shoup, ably assisted in the busi- 
ness management by her son Mr. Frank Shoup, has wisely directed the af- 
fairs of the school. The discipline is gentle, firm and wholesome, and a 
most healthful moral tone is noticeable among the pupils* There are at 
present twenty-three boarders besides fifty- eight day pupils* The Prin- 
cipal thinks that the income during the present year will fully cover all ex* 
penses, and that the outlook for next year is bright.* In her opinion it is de- 
sirable that the Institute should elect a new Board of Trustees, retaining the 
Bishops and two members of the present Board, and adding the Rector o( 
S. Peter's, Columbia, and the oilScial visitor of the School. The last sug- 
gestion seems to your Committee impracticable and undesirable. 

The Reverend Doctor Starr, official visitor of Fairmount School has 
made three visits to the school, and on two of these occasions remained over 
Sunday and preached in the school chapel. Some forty girls have been in 
attendance during the year, and there are at present twenty-four boarders 
and five day pupils. The teaching staff numbers seven lady teachers in ad- 
dition to the Principal, the Rev. W. H. DuBose, M.A. The course of study 
includes Latin, Modern Languages, English Literature, Natural Sciences, 
Music, Drawing and Painting, and Physical Culture. The work in the 
class-rooms is all done in the forenoon, the afternoon being devoted to mu- 
sic, study, and out-door exercise. In the evenings. Miss DuBose reads to 
the girls, and they sometimes have dancing among themselves. In addition 
to the lessons in calisthenics, there is ample provision for physical develop- 
ment in the tennis court and basket-ball grounds. The dining-room seems 
to be admirably managed and is but one of many features in the real family 
life of the place. The religious training of the pupils is thoroughly provid- 
ed for. There is daily prayer before the duties of the day begin, and on 
Sundays the Reverend Doctor Dubose devotes himself assiduously 
to the spiritual needs of the pupils. There is an early celebration of 
the Holy Eucharist at 7 o'clock. Morning Prayer with sermon at 11, and 
Evening Prayer at 7 130 with a short lecture on Church or Bible History. 
After the morning service. Doctor DuBose holds a conference with the 
older girls. In the afternoon, the pupils write analyses of the morning ser- 
mon. The evening is spent socially, and towards its close a half hour is 
given to the reading aloud of some interesting and appropriate book. The 
whole tone of the school impresses the official visitor most favorably, and 
it is undoubtedly doing a good work for Christ and His Church. 

In conclusion, your Committee wish to say that the Church, as such, is 
in no way concerned with educational enterprises save as learning is re- 
garded as the handmaid of religion. With purely secular learning we have

Resolved^ That the cooseot of this CoDvention be and is hereby given 
to the Rector, Wardens and Vestry of the Church of the Advent, Nashville, 
to sell, or place a mortgage on, their church property In that city, and that 
the proper officers of the Diocese be and are hereby authorised to sign the 
necessary papers in the case. 

Also, in the matter of the petition of the Wardens and Vestry of S. 
Barnabas' Church, Tullahoma, for placing a mortgage on their church prop« 
erty, we would recommend that their petition be granted, and offer the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved^ That the Rector, Wardens and Vestry of S. Barnabas' Church, 
Tullahoma, be and they are hereby authorised to mortgage so much of their 
church property as they may deem necessary and proper, for an amount 
not exceeding $2,000, the said amount so borrowed to be used by them in 
the erection of a new church building in said parish, and that the officers of 
the Diocese are hereby authorised to sign the proper papers. 

The petition of the Rector, Wardens and Vestry of the Church of the 
Good Shepherd, Memphis, was referred to this committee, and after due 
consideration it was voted that the following resolution be presented to this 
Convention : 

Resolved^ That the Rector, Wardens and Vestry of the Church of tlie 
Good Shepherd, Memphis, be and are hereby authorised by this Conven- 
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tion to sen or to mortgage their present church property, and the funds so 
obtained be applied to the purchase of a new site and the erection of a 
church thereon, and that the officers of the Diocese be and they are hereby 
empowered to sign the proper papers. 

Also, your committee would recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

Resolved^ That the Reverend A. H. Noll, Missionary in charge of S. 
Thomas' Church, Somerville, be and he is hereby authorized to negotiate the 
sale of a two-thirds interest in a certain lot in the town of Somerville, con- 
veyed in 1873 to Bishop Quintard and his successors in office, and the money 
so obtained be applied to the building or purchasing of a rectory for the use 
of said parish ; and that the Bishop Coadjutor be and he is hereby authorized 
to execute deed for the same. 

The report of the Treasurer has been audited and his vouchers exam- 
ined by the Committee, and all found correct with the sole exception of the 
item of interest received from the Trustees of the Episcopate Endowment 
Fund, $294^5, in which there is an error of fifteen (15) cents — the true sum 
being $295.oa With this slight amendment we find the report of the Treas- 
urer correct and recommend that it be approved with the thanks of the 
Convention for his faithful service. 

We would, therefore, move the adoption of the following resolution : 

Reeolved^ That the Treasurer's report for the past conventional year be 
and it is hereby received by this Convention and that the same be made a 
part of its record. 

Your Committee has also examined with care and regret the long list 
of delinquent parishes in the report of the Treasurer. To these delinquents 
this Convention looks for the money with which to pay the salaries of our 
Bishops. We rejoice that about |8oo has been paid during the Convention. 
On diligent inquiry we find and are constrained to report that of the items 
reported $367.50 are worthless. The residue about $2,100.00 are solvent as- 
sets and can probably be soon realized. They should be paid forthwith, so 
that the Diocese be relieved of its obligation to the Bishops. To insure this 
end the Committee has addressed to loyal communicants in the various 
parishes still in arrears the following letter : 

Sbwakeb, Tbkk, May 8, 1897. 

Dear Sir: — ^The time has come in the affairs of the Diocese of Tennes- 
see when true churchmen must prove themselves; and knowing your loyal- 
ty and devotion to the whole church, the Finance Committee of the Diocese 
invite your intelligent attention and earnest cooperation in their effort to 
discharge a duty which they would gladly escape, but the honor of the 
church and the welfare of the Diocese imperatively forbid. 

On May i we owed our Bishops — shame to say-— over $3,800, of which 
during Convention |8oo only was paid, thus leaving due them $3,000 of 
their annual salaries — money justly due them from the church for services 
faithfully rendered during the past year. They rely on their salaries for 
their support — ^their means of livelihood. 

We have chosen them for this service, and they have been consecrated 
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to their work. Diligently and earnestly thej have wrought in their field; 
but their reward is withheld. 

On May i the unpaid assessments for Bishops' salaries amounted to 
$3,278.15. With this sum in hand we might easily discbarge our indebted- 
ness, relieve the wants of the Bishops, and save the honor of the Diocese. 

The sum standing against is I , It is needed now. We 

cannot see the communicants in person, and are therefore moved by our 
faith in your church loyalty to ask you in the name of the Church to employ 
such means as seem to you proper and efficient to collect this sum and for- 
ward it to Mr. G. M. Darrow, Treasurer of the Diocese, lAurfreesboro. 

As an inducement to immediate effort, we take pleasure in saying that 

Bishop Qyintard will release henceforth $500 of his annual salary, if his 

past dues are soon paid ; and we urge you to give this matter due diligence 

that we may thus lighten our load for the future as well as save our present 

honor and dignity.

We have examined the report of the Trustees of the Episcopate Endow- 
ment Fund, and find same to be correct, with the exception of two items, 
viz: On October 24, 1896, they returned to Mrs. W. Parrish $2a.ii ; also 
December 5, 1896, they returned to L. S. Gwyn I20.00-— in all $42.11.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON CANONS. 

Report No. i. 

The Committee on Canons to whom were referred proposed amendments 
of Canon XIII. and other matters respectfully recommend the adoption of the 
following resolutions: 

Resolved^ That Canon XIII, Section 4, be amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

^'Section 4, (i). The Bishop, or in his absence the Bishop Coadjutor, 
with two clergymen and two lajmen elected annually by the Convention, 
which board shall elect its own Secretary and Treasurer — shall constitute 
the Missionary Board of Managers. Said Board shall meet at least four 
times a year and shall fix the amount of the stipends to be paid each Mis- 
sionary from the diocesan fund. 

(2). The Secretary of the Board of Managers shall report to the Con- 
vention each year the condition and prospects of the diocesan missionary 
work, the names of the Missionaries and their stations, the annual receipts 
and expenditures and the names of the contributing parishes. 

(3). All moneys contributed within the Diocese for Diocesan Mis- 
sions shall be paid to the Treasurer elected by the Board of Managers, and 
stipends of Missionaries shall be paid by him quarterly in accordance with 
the schedule of appropriations determined by the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of every minister having charge of a con- 
gregation within the Diocese to urge upon the people of his cure the 
bounden duty of every christian to contribute according to his or her 
means to the support of Diocesan Missions. 

Resolved, That the list of the Trustees of the Episcopal Residence be 
dropped from the list of committees of the Diocese. 

Resolved, That the list of Trustees of the Canfield Orphan Asylum be 
dropped from the list of committees of the Diocese, and that there be vis- 
itors appointed for the school therein held, as are appointed for other 
schools. 

Resolved, That Canon I, Section 3, be amended by the addition of the 
following words : **At each session of the Diocesan Convention Rules of 
Order and an Order of Business shall be adopted for the government of that 
session of the Convention,'' so that Section 3 shall read as follows : 

'*If it shall appear that a sufficient number of the Clergy are present to con- 
stitute a quorum of that order, the Chair shall appoint a committee to examine 
and report upon the credentials of Lay Delegates ; and, when said committee 
shall have made its report, the Secretary shall call the names of the Lay Del- 
egates so reported, when, if it shall appear that there is a sufficient number 
of parishes represented to complete the quorum, the Convention shall pro- 
ceed to elect a Secretary for the ensuing conventional year; after which the 
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Chair shall declare the ConTentioo to be dulj organised. At each aessioD 
of the Diocesan Convention Rules of Order and an Order of Btninefs shall be 
adopted for the gOTemment of that session of the Conrention."

OF THE MEMORIAL COMMITTEE ON THE DEATH OF THE 

ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY. 

The Committee appointed to draft a Memorial to His Grace the late 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Most Reverend Edward White Benson, D. 
D., beg to submit the following report : 

The Annual Convention of the Diocese of Tennessee, U. S. A., being 
assembled for the first time since the decease of the Most Reverend Edward 
White Benson, D. D^ late Lord Archbishop of Canterbury, desires to place 
on record its sorrow at the great loss sustained by the Anglican Communion 
throughout the world in the sudden removal from us by death of so wise 
and holy a ruler of the Church of Christ 

While bowing in humble submission to the will of God we devoutly 
thank Him for the great work for the Church at large which He gave His 
servant grace to accomplish. 

We recognize his successful organization of the Mission work of the 
Church in the Diocese of Truro of which he was first Bishop, as well as his 
enterprise of faith in commencing the building of Truro Cathedral — the first 
work of the kind undertaken in England since the reformation. We re- 
member the attractive influence of the power of the Holy Spirit by which 
he and his chosen fellow-helpers drew again to the Church of their fore- 
fathers those who had long been alienated from her communion. We are 
indebted to him, however, more than in any other way for the learned judg- 
ment given by him in the Lincoln Ritual Case, after his elevation the Ar- 
chi-Episcopal See of Canterbury. His great research and the consequent 
evidence brought to bear upon the case enabled him to give a judgment in 
his own court which could not be reversed by the Supreme Court of Ap- 
peal, which satisfied all reasonable persons, and brought back peace and 
harmony to the Church not only in England but throughout the Anglican 
communion. 

We record also his earnest efforts toward bringing about a fuller recog- 
nition of our communion with the Ancient Churches of the East in As- 
syria, Armenia, Palestine and elsewhere, and especially on the occasion of 
his sending out another Bishop of our communion to Jerusalem. 

We especially make mention of his posthumous work bequeathed to the 
Church and completed by his successor In the See of Canterbury and his 
brother Archbishop of York, whereby the validity of our Anglican orders 
has been ])owerfully maintained in reply to the attack made against them, 
with greater manifestations of love than of knowledge, by their Venerable 
brother in the See of Rome. 

As we thank God for his holy life and character, for his great wisdom 
and rich stores of learning, for his efforts toward the reunion of the Chris- 
tian world on the basis of primitive doctrine and practice, so also we thank 
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Him for the peaceful and happy circumstances of his departure, and for his 
blessed translation directly from the House of God here to the House of 

God's Elect in Paradise.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE DEATH OF THE REVEREND 

FRANCIS A. SHOUP, D.D. 

On the 4th day of September, 1896, in the city of Columbia, the Rev- 
erend Francis A. Shoup, D.D., one of the most learned and beloved Priests 
of this Diocese, was called from his earthly pain and labor into the joy of 
rest and Paradise. 

Doctor Shoup was born in Franklin County, Indiana, March 22, 1834, 
graduated from West Point in 1855, served five years as artillery officer in 
the United States Army in Florida. In 1861 he was admitted to the bar, and 
began his legal practice in Florida. Enlisting in the Confederate service at 
the opening of our Civil War, by bravery, skill, and fidelity, he rose to the 
rank of Brigadier-General. At Dalton, Georgia, the Reverend Doctor 
Quintard, his chaplain, presented him for confirmation. From that day he 
continued Christ's faithful soldier unto his life's end. Shortly after the war 
General Shoup, under the guidance of the Right Reverend Charles Todd 
Quintard,S.T.D. LL.D., was ordained a Priest by the Bishop of Mississippi* 
and from that time filled with faithfulness and ability prominent positions 
in the Church, as he had done in secular life. The Diocese of Tennessee 
has been the special beneficiary of most of his ministerial labors. He was 
for some time Rector of S. Luke's, Jackson, and the Church of the Ad- 
vent, Nashville. 

To The University of The South and the Institute in Columbia he has 
bequeathed the legacy of a richly furnished mind. The Diocese of Tennes- 
see from one end to the other feels to-day the influence of his wisdom, love 
and spirituality. Doctor Shoup represented the Diocese at Minneapolis in 
the General Convention of 1895 as one of the Clerical Deputies. In the 
quiet retrospect of his life, we recognize in him a Priest with an exquisitely 
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furnished mind, having no uncertainty on Catholic Theology and a loving 
heart that made him the genial friend. 

As a priest of the Church he was brave in the discharge of every duty, 
patient under all hardships and loyal to his Bishop and fellow- priests. 

Whsrsas, The Church has lost in him one of her ablest advocates of the 
laith once delivered to the saints, one of her most scholarly teachers, and 
one of her most devoted sons ; therefore, be it 

Resolved^ That while realizing our great loss, we rejoice that we can 
place on record this tribute of our affection ; that we revere his sacred mem- 
ory ; that we thank our Blessed Lord for this beautiful life that reflected 
love and wisdom ; that we are cheered in our arduous labors by his un- 
swerving faith, and that we pray our last end may be like his, in the com- 
munion of the Catholic Church, with a religious and holy hope, in favor with 
our God, and in perfect charity with the world.

I made an ad- 
dress and confirmed five candidates, two of the number being members of 
the graduating class of the Institute. 

June 7, First Sunday after Trinity ,r— I celebrated the Blessed Euchar- 
ist in S. Augustine's Chapel. 

yune 8y Monday 4 — At night, in the chapel of the Holj Comforter 
Fairmount, after service bj the Reverend W. P. DuBose, S.T.D.y I preached 
and confirmed two candidates. 

yune 1j^ Second Sunday after Trinity 4 — I received at the earlj cele- 
bration of the Eucharist, and kept mj room the renuiinder of the daj. 

yune f i, Third Sunday after Trinity.-^ I celebrated the Eucharist 
in S. Augustine's Chapel at 7 a.m. At the 11 o'clock service I said the Lit- 
any and preached. 

yune 24. Nativity ofS. yokn the Baptist,-— The Reverend Mr.Guerry 
celebrated the Holj Eucharist. 

yune S8, Fourth Sunday after Trinity.— I vaid the Litanj in S.Au- 
gustine's Chapel. The Chaplain preached a capital sermon on the "Sin Of 
Lying." 

yuly 1896. — Left for New York. Had for mj travelling companions 
my friends, Ex-Governor Nichols, of Louisiana, and Professor Tillman, of 
the United States Military Academy, West Point. 

yuly 5, Fifth Sunday after Trinity,— I celebrated the Blessed Eu- 
charist in S. Peter's Church, Port Chester. 

yuly IS, Sixth Sunday after Trinity. — I preached In Christ Church, 
Greenwich. 

yuly 17, Friday. — I went to Saratoga. 

yuly 19, Serfenth Sunday after Trinity. — I preached at night in Be- 
thesda Church, Saratoga. 

yuly SO, Monday. — I received a telegraphic dispatch announcing the 
death of the Right Reverend Arthur Cleveland Coxe. Bishop Coxe and 
myself entered the House of Bishops in 1865. He was a very prominent 
member of the House of Bishops — a man entirely devoted to the work of 
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Christ and the Church. He took a special interest in Mission work, both 
foreign and domestic. He died at Clifton Springs Sanitarium. His deatli 
was unexpected, and was attributed to disease of the heart. He was the au«> 
Chor of man J works of prose as well as poetrj. There are verj few Church 
people who have not been helped in their Christian life bj his charming lit- 
tle volume of ^'Christian Ballads." 

yuly $6j Bigkik Sunday after Trinity,-- 1 assisted at the Morning 
Service in Bethesda Church. 

yuly Slj Friday, — I went to Mechanicsville, and at 3 o'clock p.ic« 
Evening Prayer was said bj the Reverend Mr. Jowitt, Rector, assisted by 
the Reverend Doctor Cary and the Reverend J. K. Mendenhaw. I preached, 
and confirmed four candidates. 

A ugust i, Saturday, — I left Saratoga. 

August jg; Ninth Sunday after Trinity, — In the morning I cele» 
brated the Lord's Supper and preached, in S. Peter's Church, Port Chester. 

August 11^ Tuesday, — I assisted at the funeral of my very dear cousin, 
Mrs. Sarah J. Pirsson, wife of John W. Pirsson, Esq., who departed this life 
at Paris, Prance, on the 15th of July. Her death was very sudden. She had 
just received the Most Comfortable Sacrament of Christ's Body and Blood. 
Hers was one of the very best and most Christian characters I have ever known. 
The funeral services were held at Trinity Chapel at 10 o'clock. The Vicar, 
the Reverend Doctor Vibbert, took the service, assisted by the Reverend T. 
McKee Brown, of S. Mary the Virgin's. I said the Committal Service at 
the Church, it being impossible for me to go to the cemetery in consequence 
of the extreme heat of the weather. The Reverend Fr. Brown accompa* 
nied the body to the grave, and offered prayers. 

August IS, Thursday, — Accompanied by my brother, I went to Fal- 
mouth Heights, on the Massachusetts coast, to get a breath of sea air. 

A ugust 16, Eleventh Sunday after Trinity, — In the morning I preached 
and celebrated the Blessed Sacrament in S. Barnabas' Memorial Church, 
Falmouth. 

August fi, Friday, — I returned to New York. 

Augustus, Twelfth Sunday after Trinity,'— In the morning, at Christ 
Church, Rye, I said a Service of Benediction, blessing the beautiful Gothic 
altar and reredos, erected by my brother George as a memorial of his wife. 
After that, I blessed the beautiful window, erected by my nephew, John W. 
Quintard. Then I blessed the organ, the gift of my sister-in-law, the late 
Mrs. George W. Quintard. I preached from the text, Hebrews xi., 40: 
"That they without us should not be made perfect." 

August 24^ Monday, — At 3 p.m. I baptised my grand-daughter, Elisa 
Katharine Quintard, daughter of George W. Quintard, jr. 

August $5, Tuesday, — I left New York for Sewanee, where I arrived 
on Thursday. 
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August 21 y Thursday, — I called on the Reverend Doctor Shoup, whom 
I found very low, and evidently will not remain with us long. 

A ugust 28% Friday, — Had prayers with Doctor Shoup. 

August SO, Thirteenth Sunday after Trinity, — At 9:45 A.M. I gave the 
Blessed and Most Comfortable Sacrament to the Reverend Doctor Shoup. 
At II oVlock I attended the Morning Service in Otey Memorial Church. 
The Reverend Mr. Hale read Morning Prajer. I said the Litanj, and Mr. 
Hale preached an excellent discourse from the words of our dear Lord, 
** Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me ? ^ 

September 7, Tuesday, — The Reverend Doctor Shoup was taken, in 
great feebleness of bodj, to Columbia. Major J. W. Thomas, President of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Railway, sent his private car for the 
use of the Doctor. God bless him ! The Vice-Chancellor went down the 
mountain with the family. Dear Doctor Shoup died on Friday morning. 
At 3 P.M. the Vice-Chancellor left for Columbia, and returned on Saturday, 
accompanied by a considerable party, who came as an escort to the Doctor's 
body. There were twenty-five members of the Leonidas Polk Bivouac, be- 
sides friends from Nashville. 

The funeral services were held in S. Augustine's Chapel, and were 
beautiful and impressive. There were seven Priests and three Bishops in 
the procession. I said the opening Sentences. Bishop Gailor read the Les- 
son, Bishop Sessums the Creed and Prayers. I said the full service at the 
grave. While the grave was being filled, the choir of S. Augustine's sang 
several hymns. At the close of the service I gave the Benediction. 

I presented Doctor Shoup for confirmation during the war, and it was 
through my influence that he decided to take Orders in the Church. He 
was a man of fine presence and most attractive manners. He had a brilliant 
mind, clear, penetrating, and wonderfully alert in its analysis. He was a 
graceful and ready writer. In his chosen department of Mathematics and 
Metaphysics he was original and profound, but always perspicuous and 
forceful. He was a teacher of great enthusiasm, of passionate devotion to 
ideals, and for twenty-five years or more his heart and his love have been 
with the work and with the objects of The University of the South. To 
that institution he gave his best years and most devoted labor, and it de- 
lights and ever shall delight to do honor to his name. 

September 6', Fourteenth Sunday after Trinity, — A service, memorial 
of the late Reverend Francis A. Shoup, was held in S. Augustine's Chapel 
at II o'clock. It consisted of a celebration of the Most Comfortable Sa- 
crament. Addresses were made by myself. Bishop Gailor, and the Reverend 
Mr. Guerry. Bishop Sessums was too ill to attend the service. Bishop 
Gailor said Prayers, and I gave the Benediction. In my address I recalled 
the visit made by Bishop Elliott, of Georgia, while the Confederate army 
was stationed at Dalton, Georgia. At this service I presented, among the 
other candidates, General Strahl (killed at Franklin), General Hardee, and 
General Shoup, with a number of officers of the line and privates of the 
army. They all knelt together to receive the Benediction of the Holy

Ghost. From that day Doctor Shoup lived a holy and consistent Chris- 
tian life. His Christian character impressed itself on all with whom he 
was brought in contact. His conversation was exceeding kind and affable, 
grave and winning, prudent and profitable. If not slow to declare his judg- 
ment, he was modest in delivering it; never passionate, never peremptory; 
so far from imposing upon others, he was apt to jield. To extensive learn- 
ing he joined great wit. He was alwajs courteous and affable. He did not 
know how to dissemble or wear a mask. His face and conversation lay bare 
his heart. He was my most faithful and familiar friend. His military 
career had been brilliant, and commanded the commendation of friend and 
foe alike. Let us pray, now that he is taken from us, that his place of wait- 
ing may be to him refreshment, light, perfect cleansing, endless growth in 
divine beauty, the Face of God transforming him more and more into Him- 
self. 

Bishop Gailor's tribute to Doctor Shoup was very fine. The Reverend 
Mr. Guerry, in his address, dwelt specially upon Dr. Shoup*s courtesy. 

September P, Wednesday, — At 4 o'clock p.m., in S. Augustine's Chapel, 
I united in the bonds of holy matrimony Phcebe Elliott, daughter of the late 
Right Reverend Robert B. Elliott, Bishop of Western Texas, and Alexan- 
der Roby Shepherd, jr. The chancel was beautifully decorated with ever- 
greens and white flowers, and the chapel was crowded with friends. 

September IO9 Thursday, — Accompanied by the Reverend Charles T. 
Wright, I went to Murfreesboro on business connected with the Diocese. 

September IS, Fifteeuth Sunday after Trinity,-- Ki 7 o'clock I cele- 
brated the Blessed Sacrament at S. Augustine's Chapel. At the 11 o'clock 
service I read the Litany. The Chaplain preached from the text: ** I will 
arise and go to my father." 

September 16, Tuesday, — I left Sewanee on the early morning train for 
Spring Hill, to attend the meeting of the Nashville Convocation. At 7 :3o 
Evening Prayer was said in Christ Chapel. I preached from the text : ** God 
forbid that I should glory, save in the Cross of our Lord Jesus Christ." 

September 16, Wednesday, — In the morning I celebrated the Blessed 
Sacrament, and the Reverend Charles T. Wright preached the Convocation 
Sermon; subject of his discourse, "Missions." After the service I called 
the Convocation to order, and a business meeting was held. 

September 17% Thursday, — I went to Columbia, where I made an ad- 
dress to the pupils of the Institute. Returning to Spring Hill at 4:30 p.m., 
I attended a meeting of the Clergy at Beechcroft School. A Missionary 
meeting was held in the church at night, at which addresses were made by 
the Reverend Doctor Winchester, the Reverend C. T. Wright and others. 

September 18, Friday, — I went to Nashville on a visit to my friend, the 
Honorable John M. Lea. 

September SO, Sixteenth Sunday after Trinity,-- I said the Litany and 
preached in S. Ann's Church, Nashville. 
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Septemher B7, Seventeenth Sunday after Trinity ^-^1 tafd Morning: 
Prayer in Otey Memorial Church, and preached. At 4:30 p.ic. I officiated 
at the marriage of John Short and Bettj Odea, in the Sisters' Oratorj at S. 
Marj's. 

September i9i Tuesday^ Feast of S* Michael and All Anf^els. — I ac- 
cepted letter dismissorj of the Rererend Robert Clark Caswall, M.An from 
the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese of Toronto, Canada, and notified 
the Secretary of the Convention. At 11 o'clock a.m^ in the Oratory of S. 
Luke's Theological College, I advanced the Reverend Greenough White, 
Deacon, to the Order of tlie Priesthood, at the request of the Right Rever- 
end William Lawrence, Bishop of Massachusetts, to whose jurisdiction Mr. 
White belongs* The candidate was presented by the Reverend William A. 
Guerry* The sermon was preached by the Reverend William P. DuBose, 
who, with Doctor Starr, united with me in the imposition of hands. 

October f , Saturday f— I went to Nashville, where I met the clerical 
members of the Standing Committee, at Christ Church Rectory. 

October 4, Eighteenth Sunday after Trinity.-^ I visited the Church of 
the Advent. In the morning I celebrated the Blessed Sacrament, and 
preached a sermon, before S. Faith's Guild. At night, after Evening Prayer 
by the Rector, I preached from the text : ** Thy dead shall live." 

October 5, Monday r-^ I left Nashville for Sewanee. 

October 69 Tuesday ^-^ Accompainied by the Reverend Messra. Rowland 
Hale and Charles T. Wright, I went to South Pittsburg. At night Even- 
ing Prayer was said by the Reverend Charles T. Wright, assisted by the 
Reverend Rowland Hale, and I preached. 

October 7, Wednesday r-^ At 7 a.m. I celebrated the Holy Communion 
in Christ Church, assisted by the Rector, the Reverend Walter E. Dakin. 
At 10 :3o Litany was said by the Reverend Charles T. Wright, after which 
1 preached. Leaving South Pittsburg in the afternoon, I spent the night at 
the Rectory, Tullahoma. 

October 8t Thursday, — I went to Murf reesboro, where I attended the 
annual reunion of Company I, First Tennessee Regiment, of which I was 
chaplain during the war. I made an address, and left for home at 5 p.m. 

October 10, Saturday.^ I went to Tullahoma to advise with the Rector 
on sundry pastoral matters. Left for Fayetteville, where I arrived at a p.m. 

October 11, Nineteenth Sunday after Trinity,-— I visited and had 
prayers with Dr. Diemer at 10 o'clock. At 11 o'clock I celebrated the 
Blessed Eucharist and preached. At 4 :3o I baptized Robert Marshall, son 
of William Henry and Susan Morgan Eaves, born April 18, 1896. 

October 12, Monday, — Returned to Sewanee. The newspapera an- 
nounce the death of His Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury. He was a 
pure and saintly character. It was my privilege to be his guest at Lambeth 
Palace during my last visit to England. The Archbishop died suddenly 
while attending divine services in the Church at Hawarden^ where was the 
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^est of Mr. Gladstone. Archbishop Benson was 67 years of age. He was 
buried in Canterbury Cathedral, the Archbishop of York saying the Com- 
mittal Service. Whether as Chancellor of Lincoln, as Bishop of Truro, or 
as Primate of England, he was ever found to be the right man in the right 
place. He was a good and great man — ^great in his goodness, and good in 
his greatness. The death of such a man is a loss, not only to the Church of 
England, but to the whole Anglican community. 

October 15, Tkursday, — At 8 o'clock p.m. I officiated at the marriage 
of Cary Davis Tucker and William Henry Harding, in S. Augustine's 
Chapelf Sewanee. The Reverend William A. Guerry said the betrothal. 

October 18, Feast of 5. Luke. — In the morning. Early Eucharist in Otey 
Memorial Church, the Reverend Mr. Hale, Rector, celebrant. At 10:30 
o'clock the Reverend Mr. Hale read Morning Prayer. I said the Litany 
and preached on "the Church, its worship and sacraments." 

October iZ, Thursday. — "l gave my canonical consent to the election of 
the Right Reverend William Walker, S.T.D., D.C.L., as Bishop of Western 
New York. 

October 23, Friday,^ I left for Shelbyville, where the Reverend C. T. 
Wright joined me on Saturday morning at 9:30. 

October 25^ Tiuenty -first Sunday after Trinity, — The Reverend Mr. 
Wright read prayers in the Memorial Church. I preached and celebrated 
the Lord's Supper. In the afternoon, at 4 o'clock, the Reverend Mr. Wright 
read Evening Prayer, and I preached on ** the Church, its worship and sa- 
craments." 

October 26, Monday, — I made three calls, and left at 10:30 a.m. for Tul- 
lahoma. At 4 p.m. I read Evening Prayer in S. Barnabas' Church, and left 
at 6:15 P.M. for Sewanee. 

October 28, SS. Simon and Jude, — Early Eucharist at S. Augustine's, 
the Chaplain celebrant ; also, at Otey Memorial Church, the Rector cele- 
brant. 

November i. All Saints Day, — There was an early celebration at S. 
Augustine's the Chaplain officiating. At 11 o'clock I preached in S. Augus- 
tine's and confirmed twelve students of the University. The confirmation 
came after the sermon. I addressed the candidates and proceeded with the 
celebration of the Blessed Sacrament. Many students received. It was alto- 
gether a glorious service. At night Evening Prayer was said in Otey Me- 
morial Church by the Rector, the Reverend Mr. Hale. I gave instruction 
on the Bible and the Church. 

November 7, Saturday, — Accompanied by Mr. Homer W. Starr, a Lay 
Reader, I went to Winchester. 

November 8, Twenty-third Sunday after Trinity, — At the 11 o'clock 
service in Trinity Church, Mr. Starr said the Litany. I preached and cele- 
brated the Holy Communion. At 7 p.m. Mr. Starr read Evening Prayer. I 
preached to a full and most attentive congregation. 
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November 9, Monday. — I made a sick call, and left for Sewanee. 

November 10, Tuesday* — At 5 :30 p.m. Miss Mary Francis Morgan was 
united in marriage to Joseph A. Gray, in the Church of the Advent, Nash* 
ville. Bishop Gray, the father of the bridegroom, said the service, and I 
g^ve the final benediction. 

No'cember 13, Friday. — I said the Litany in Otey Memorial Church, 
Sewanee. 

November 16, Twenty -fourth Sunday after Trinity, — I visited the 
parish of the Church of the Advent, Nashville. At the 11 o'clock service I 
preached, confirmed four candidates and addressed them. At 7 p.m. I vis- 
ited S. Peter's parish. I preached, and confirmed eight candidates presented 
by the Rector, the Reverend Alexander Patterson. Seven of the persons 
confirmed were men. I delivered an address to the newly confirmed. 

November 16, Monday. — I visited Hoffman Hall, and left for Franklin 
in the evening, accompanied by the Reverend George F. Degen. At 7 130 
Evening Prayer was said by the Rector, the Reverend Mr. Rodriguez, as- 
sisted by the Reverend Mr. Degen, after which I preached. 

November 17, Tuesday. — At 7 a.m. I celebrated the Blessed Eucharist 
in S. Paul's Church. At 3 p.m. I met the Parish Guild in the church and 
made an address. The ladies of the Guild have been very diligent and very 
successful in their work. Left for Spring Hill at 5 p.m., and at night, after 
Evening Prayer by the Reverend Messrs. Degen and Rodriguez, I preached. 

November 18, Wednesday. — Left Spring Hill at 7 a.m., and went to 
Tullahoma. At 4 p.m. I said Evening Prayer in S. Barnabas' Church. At 
night I attended a very pleasant reception tendered to me at the Rectory. 

November 19, Thursday, — I celebrated the Blessed Sacrament in S. 
Barnabas' Church at 7 a.m., after which I returned to Sewanee. 

November 22, Sunday next before Advent. — In the morning T visited 
Holy Trinity Church, Nashville. Morning Prayer and the Litany were said 
by the Rector, the Reverend Arthur H. Noll, after which I preached and 
confirmed one candidate. At night I visited S. Ann's, Edgefield. After 
service by the Rector, I preached and confirmed two candidates. 

November 24, Tuesday. — At night I attended a meeting of the Alpha 
Tau Omega Fraternity. I made an address, for which the members gave 
nie a vote of thanks. At the close, all the members escorted me to my 
home, and at parting they gave the fraternity yell. All very pleasant. 

Norcmhcr 2(>. Thanksgiving Day. — Holy Communion was celebrated 
in S. Luke's at 7 a.m., and at Otey Memorial, and Morning Prayer was said 
in S. Augustine's Chapel at 9:30. The Reverend Rowland Hale said Morn- 
ing Prayer in Otey Memorial at 10:30, after which I preached and celebrated 

the Blessed Eucharist. 

Xovcuihir ;?7, Friday. — I said Litany at 10 o'clock in Otey Memorial. 
Left for Rossview in the afternoon. On reaching Guthrie I was met by the 
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Reverend Edward B. Ross. The night being very inclement, I went on to 
Clarksville, and spent the night at Mr. Matt. Grade's. 

November 29, First Sunday in Advent. — Left Clarksville at 8:30, and 
drove to White Chapel. When I arrived there was no one present. Finally, 
at II o'clock, ten persons had assembled. I celebrated the Blessed Sacra- 
ment and preached. 

November 30, S. Andrew's Day, — I drove to S. Bethlehem, over very 
rough roads, and in bitterly cold weather. I went to Clarksville to attend 
the meeting of the Nashville Convocation. 

December i, Tuesday, — This being the fifteenth anniversary of the con- 
secration of the Church, I delivered an historical discourse at the evening 
service in Trinity Church. The music was particularly fine. 

December 2, Wednesday, — I celebrated the Blessed Sacrament and the 
Reverend Doctor Winchester preached the Convocation sermon. The fol- 
lowing named Clergy were present at this meeting : The Reverend T. F. 
Martin, Dean ; the Reverend William J. Miller, Rector ; the Reverend J. R. 
Winchester, D.D., and the Reverend Messrs. G. F. Degen, C. T. Wright, P. 
A. Rodriguez, E. B. Ross, A. H. Noll, Alexander Patterson, and Alexander 
C. Killheffer. At night the Reverend Mr. Noll read an instructive paper 
on the life and labors of Bishop Jackson Kemper. 

December 3, Thursday, — Holy Communion at 7:30 a.m. The Rever- 
end Mr. Degen celebrated. I presided at a Missionary meeting at night. 

December 4, Friday, — I said the Litany in Trinity Church, after which 
I made a number of pastoral visits and then drove out to Dr. John Ross's 
sanitarium, and, as this was its opening day, I said a service of benediction. 

December 5, Saturday, — Accompanied by the Reverend William J. 
Miller, I visited Mr. and Mrs. George Washington, of Washington Hall. 

December 6, Second Sunday in Advent, — In the morning I preached in 
Trinity Church, Clarksville, confirmed six candidates, and celebrated the 
Blessed Sacrament. At night, after Evening Prayer by the Rector, I 
preached. 

December 7, Monday, — I confirmed one candidate in S. Ann's Church, 
Edgefield at 12 m. 

December 8, Tuesday. — Accompanied by the Reverend Rowland Hale, 
I went to Fairmount. At 3 130 p.m. Evening Prayer was said in the chapel 
of the Holy Comforter by the Rev. W. P. DuBose, S.T.D., assisted by Mr. 
Hale, after which I preached, confirmed four young men, and one pupil of 
Fairmount School, and addressed the candidates. 

December 11, Friday, — I left for Nashville. 

December 13, Third Sunday in Advent, — I visited S. Peter's Parish, 
Columbia.

December I4, Monday, — Made a number of pastoral visits, and left at 
a 140 for Sewanee, via Nashville. 

December 16, Wednesday, — Said the Litany in Otej Memorial Church 
at 10 A.M. Last evening, at 7 :30, a procession of students marched into mj 
library, where I sat talking to the Reverend Rowland Hale. The students 
were followed by the Academic Faculty, Faculty of Law, Faculty of Medi- 
cine, and Faculty of Theology. The Dean of the Theological Faculty, the 
Reverend Doctor DuBose, stepped forward and made a most touching and 
moving address about my work in building up The University of the South, 
and my constant and deep interest in it. He then presented me with a beau- 
tiful silver loving cup, bearing the following inscription: 

" To the Right Reverend Charles Todd Quintard, D.D., in commemo- 
ration of the thirtieth anniversary of his consecration to the Episcopate, and 
in grateful recognition of his services as second founder of The University 
of the South, by the faculties and students of the University. Sewanee, 
1865-1895." 

The whole affair was a great surprise to me, and I could hardly give ex- 
pression to my thanks. It is something to have lived up to such a tribute. 

December 11, Thursday, — In the oratory of S. Luke's Theological Sem- 
inary I delivered an address on the occasion of the Commencement of the 
Medical School of the University of the South. 

December 18, Friday. — I said the Litany in Otey Memorial Church at 
10 o'clock. 

December SO, Fourth Sunday in Advent, — I visited the parish of S. Bar- 
nabas, Tullahoma. In the morning I catechised the pupils of the Sunday- 
school. At II o'clock I preached, and celebrated the Holy Communion. 
At 3 :3o I presided at a meeting of the vestry of the parish. I presented the 
matter of building a new church edifice. I spoke strongly, and on calling 
for a vote, all present voted in favor of the project. I appointed a commit- 
tee, consisting of the Rector, Mr. Harry Parker and Mr. Gordon Hicks, 
to superintend the removal of the present church building. At night I as- 
sisted in the evening service, and announced to the congregation the action 
of the vestry, I made an earnest appeal to the members of the congrega- 
tion to pray for the successful accomplishment of the undertaking, and to 
work with both hands earnestly. 

Thomas the Afostle, — At 7 o'clock I cele- 
brated the Holy Communion in S. Barnabas' Church. 

December S4, Thursday, — Attended a delightful Children's Festival in 
the Otey Memorial Church, Sewanee, The Reverend Rowland Hale made 
an excellent address, and at the close of the service I g^ve the benediction. 

December 25, Friday — Festival of the Nativity, — Morning Prayer was 
said by the Reverend Rowland Hale. I preached, and celebrated the Lord's

Immediately 
on my arrival I went to Trinity Church, where I baptized three adults and 
three children.

I preached and confirmed 
lonrteen candidates presented by Mr. Witsell. I addressed the candidates 
and celebrated the Blessed Sacrament.

The church was packed to its utmost capacity, and many went 
away who could not obtain even standing room. At night I preached.

At this service I baptized Hy- 
der Davie Bedon, son of Doctor Hyder D. Bedon, born December 22, 1883. 

March 29, Monday, — I left at 6 a.m. for Franklin. At night a down- 
pour of rain prevented the holding of a service. 

April 2, Friday, — At 10 a.m. I celebrated the Blessed Eucharist in 
Otey Memorial Church assisted by the Rector. Granted letters dimissory 
to the Reverend Henry R. Sargent and Colin S. Bassett, transferring them 
to the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese of Maryland ; granted letters 
dimissory to the Reverend Irenssus Trout, transferring him to the ecclesi- 
astical authority of the Diocese of Mississippi.

At 10 130 I said prayers and Lit- 
any, and the Reverend Mr. Hale preached. 

April 8, Thursday, — I read Morning Prayer in Otey Memorial Church. 

April 9, Friday, — I celebrated the Lord's Supper in Otey Memorial 
Church at 10 a.m. 

April llj Palm Sunday, — I visited Christ Church parish, Nashville. 
At 7 130 in the morning I celebrated the Lord's Supper. At 11 o'clock Morn- 
ing Prayer was said by the Rector, the Reverend Doctor Winchester. I 
preached and confirmed twelve candidates. I was obliged to keep my room 

the remainder of the day. 
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April 12% Monday before Easter, — Attended Morning Prayer in Christ 
Chapel, after which, with the Reverend Doctor Winchester, I made a num- 
ber of **sick calls."

April 18, Easter Day, — At 10:30 I assisted in Morning Prayer in the 
Church of the Advent, Nashville, and afterward confirmed a class of nine 
candidates presented by the Reverend George F. Degen, Rector. After the 
confirmation I celebrated the Lord's Supper, a large congregation being 
present. At 4:30 p.m. Evensong was sung in Hannington Chapel, Hoffman 
Hall, by the Reverend A. C. V. Cartier, assisted by Archdeacon Caswall. I 
confirmed six candidates, presented by Mr. Cartier, and addressed them. 
The music of the chapel deserves the highest commendation. I preached. 

April 19, Monday in Easter Week. — A very delightful Compline Serv- 
ice in Hannington Chapel, at which I made an address. Spent the night at

April 20, Tuesday in Easter Week, — At 7 a.m. I celebrated the Blessed 

Eucharist in the Chapel. At night I attended a complimentary reception 

tendered me at the residence of Mrs. Marsh Polk. I left for Sewanee on 

Wednesday morning. 

April 23, Friday, — Went to Tullahoma on business, thence to Chatta- 
nooga, where I arrived at 9 140 p.m. 

April 24^ Saturday, — Went to Glen Mary, ii3 miles north from Chat- 
tanooga, on the Cincinnati Southern Railway. 

April 25, L01V Sunday. — At ii o'clock services were held in the village 
school-house. The Missionary, the Reverend Isaac M. Barr, said Morning 
Prayer. I preached, confirmed twenty-four candidates and addressed them. 
After this, I set apart Mr. Guion, the Superintendent of the Sunday-school, 
as a Lay Reader for the mission. The services were closed by a marriage, 
at which Mr. Barr officiated. Accompanied by Mr. Barr, I left Glen Mary 
at 3 130 for Harriman, where I arrived at 5 p.m. At night Mr. Barr said 
Evening Prayer and I preached. A heavy shower, just at the time of divine 
services, interfered very seriously with the assembling of the congregation. 
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I wish to call sp>ecial attention to the faithful missionarj work of the Rever- 
end Isaac M. Barr. Before Mornings Prayer I visited the Sundaj-school, 
where I found no less than one hundred and fifty pupils. The class for con- 
firmation presented by Mr. Barr was the largest confirmed by me in anj 
parish or mission during the past year. Mr. Barr has an immense field, and 
is doing a wonderful work. He is endeavoring to build a church in Glen 
Mary, and I pray God that he may succeed. He should be encouraged by 
the clergy and the churchmen throughout the Diocese. 

April 26^ Monday, — Leaving Harriman at 6 a.m., I was driven by a 
friend for a couple of hours through Chickamauga Park. I wa» amazed at 
the number and beauty of the monuments that had been erected in Chicka- 
mauga Park, and the {>erfect order in which the grounds are kept by the 
Government. Leaving Chattanooga at i :30, 1 reached Sewanee at 5 o'clock. 

May 1, Saturday 4 — Left for Tracy City. Most cordially received at 
the home of E. O. Nathurst, Esq. 

May 2i Second Sunday after Easter, — At 11 o'clock Litany was said in 
Christ Church, Tracy City, by Mr. H. Worthington Starr, Lay Reader, after 
which I preached, confirmed a class of nine candidates, and addressed them. 
There was a very large and attentive congregation present. Mr. Starr, who 
has been conducting the services here since the resignation of the Rector, 
the Reverend Henry Easter, deserves very great credit for his faithful labors. 
I celebrated the Holy Communion, and fifty persons communicated. After 
the service I drove six miles to Fairmount, where I dined with the family of 
my friend Mr. Overton Lea, and rested awhile. After this, I drove six miles 
further, to Sewanee, where I arrived at 5 o'clock. At 7:30 Evening Prayer 
was said in Otey Memorial Church by the Rector, the Reverend Rowland 
Hale. Mr. Hale preached, after which I confirmed eight candidates and 
delivered an address. After this, I publicly set apart Mr. Robert Benedict 
as a Lay Reader, and this rounds out my labors for the conventional year, 
during which I have preached forty-seven sermons, delivered twenty -eight 
addresses, baptized thirteen persons, confirmed one hundred and sixty can- 
didates, and celebrated the Holy Communion fifty-six times. 

More Missions Needed. 

I wish to call the attention of the Convention to the very grave impor- 
tance of planting more missions in places that are calling loudly for the 
service of the Church. My opinion is that no parish should be organized 
until it is self-sustaining. You will find that at this Convention a majority 
of the missions drawing stipends from the Missionary Board are reported 
each year in the Conventional Journal as parishes^ and they are accorded the 
same representation and other rights and privileges as those parishes that 
arc self-supporting. It does seem that the object of the givers of money for 
missions is thwarted, and the efforts of the Bishops to build up small mis- 
sions are crippled, and the ability to start new missions is prevented by the 
system now in vogue. The parishes that have been receiving stipends for 
so many years seem to regard the grants as a perpetual, and not as a tempo- 
rary relief. Furthermore, the grants from the Missionary Board are for 
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missions primarily, and not for parishes. As long as people feel that they 
can rely on the stipends, they will not do their best to support and develop 
the mission, I think this subject should be considered by a committee of 
this Convention. 

Thb Pastoral Order of the Holy Ghost. 

There is another matter to which I desire specially to draw the atten* 
tion of the Clergy. 

I take it that every clergyman must feel how very necessary it is for the 
work he has in hand to develop and deepen within himself the spiritual life. 
To accomplish this object, I would like to suggest the organization of an 
order or association, which may be entitled " The Pastoral Order of the 
Holy Ghost.''' We are pastors ; we are in holy orders ; we have received the 
Holy Ghost. In striking after a truer conception of our priestly office we 
should be helpers of each other's faith and joy. We should meet from time 
to time. We should pray for each other at all times, and on each anniver- 
sary of our ordination we should give ourselves specially to meditation and 
prayer, and pray Almighty God to replenish us with the Truth of His Doc- 
trine, and adorn us with inaocency of life, that, both by word and good ex- 
ample, we may serve Him to the glory of His name and the edification of 
His Church. I do not propose the creation of any new society or new re- 
lations, but to quicken and strengthen the old. I would call the organiza- 
tion the ^'Pastoral Order of the Holy Ghost,' to emphasize and accentuate 
the duties, the privileges and the strength of our high calling. The Clergy 
of this Diocese live so remote from each other, in the country parishes, that 
frequent meetings could not be held. I would therefore suggest, for the 
guidance of the members of the proposed order : 

I. To devote a fixed time daily to prayer and intercession and medita- 
tion. 

II. To give one hour at least in every day, or six hours in each week, 
to definite theological study. 

III. To be specially faithful in visiting both the sick and the whole. 

IV. To be methodical, punctual and thorough in all things: rising 
early, and at a fixed hour; having, as far as possible, definite times for dif- 
ferent duties, and keeping a daily record of the work done for the Master. 

V. To observe, in a loyal spirit, as God may guide us, the rules and di- 
rections of the Church. 

VI. On one of the days of each Ember Season, to read over on our 
knees, the vows and exhortations of the Ordinal ; and to make the day, as 
far as possible, a day of retirement. 

VII. To daily endeavor ourselves to follow the blessed steps of His 
most Holy Life, Whose we are, and Whom we serve, and to adorn the 
adorn the doctrine of GOD our Saviour in all things. 

The Fourth Lambeth Conference. 

The fourth Lambeth Conference is to assemble on the 5th of July. It 
was my high privilege to be at the first one, gathered by the invitation of 
the saintly Archbishop Longley, and again I was present at the third Synod. 
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I purpose to leave for England on the 19th of June, and shall be absent 
from the Diocese fullj three months. After the adjournment of this Con- 
vention, the Bishop Coadjutor will be in charge of the Diocese. 

The Financial Condition of the Diocese. 

The financial condition of this Diocese is so deplorable that everj mem- 
ber of this Convention should realize his individual responsibility and re- 
solve not to leave Sewanee until this condition of things is changed. The 
Diocese owes me to-daj $3,380. On more than one occasion I have remitted 
the annual balance due me. I do not think it wise to continue such a prece- 
dent From a business, as well as from a moral point of view, this balance 
should be paid, and paid at once. No one, I think, will accuse me of selfish- 
ness, but your Bishop must live, and at the same time meet demands on ac- 
count of charity, etc., which many of you do not appreciate. I am willing 
to recognize my responsibility in this crisis, and will agree, If the Diocese 
liquidate its present indebtedness at once, to resign an additional $500.00 of 
my annual salary for the future, thus reducing my salary to $2,000. 



I pray Almighty God to bless you in your deliberations, to grant us all 
to live holier lives, and to work with more earnestness for the upbuilding of 
the Redeemer's Kingdom.

OF THE HISTORIOGRAPHER. 

Trtatty pBrteh, Wlnchector. 

Winchester is distant twelve miles from The University o! the Souths 
^Sewanee), and is in sight of the mountain on which it is located. 

In 1858 when the question of locating the University at Sewanee was 
proposed, the mountain was a wilderness, and when the Bishops and other 
clergy visited it, in the Interest of the University they were under the ne- 
cessity of coming to Winchester for entertainment, and for everything else 
they might require. When their business transactions — such as purchasing 
lands — brought them there, they were occcasionally invited to preach in 
some of the churches of the town, and it was proposed to make an effort to 
build a Church for the Episcopalians. 

The first effort made in that direction was by the Reverend Thomas A« 
Morris, from Alabama, who came, intending, with the assistance of his ac- 
complished wife, to establish a school for the education of girls, which in 
some way should be a counterpart of the University at Sewanee. 

He commenced his work in 1859, and held services in the Court House^ 

The Cumberland Presbyterians had built a new Church. Their old 
one was still a good house. Mr. Morris bought it and commenced services 
in it ; he also began a Sunday-School. The up-stairs rooms he fitted up to 
be used as a female school to be taught on week days. He also bought a 
beautiful piece of woodland, on which to build his school of the future. He 
was a very earnest worker. 

During the year 1859 the were seventeen confirmations seven by Bishop 
Otey and ten by Bishop Cobbs, of Alabama who was visiting this place in 
the interest of the University. Bishop confirmed twelve during his several 
visits which were quite often. 

Trinity Parish, Winchester was organiied in April 1859, and was ad* 
mitted in i860. 

In 1861 there were reported fifty-nine communicants. 

The war came on. 

In 1863 the Federal army occupied Winchester. Mr. Morris^ church 
was taken for a hospital. By accident or design — nobody knows how— it 
took fire and was consumed. The services were then discontinued until the 
close of the war. Mr. Morris' health failing he never resumed work again. 
After the war was over the University and this parish were in a most de- 
plorable condition. Neither had a shelter under which to worship— or 
teach — nor money to build with. 
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i865.'^As at the beginning the clergj came again. The Rerereiid C. T^ 
Qaintard became Bishop of the ENocese, and alao Vice-Chancenor of the 
University. 

Those interested in education became anxiouB to recommence opera- 
tions as d>ere were a great manj bojs and jrosng men in the Sooth who 
had been deprived of all opportunity of going to school woA who were clam- 
oring for a school to be opened. On one of his rlshs Ae Bishop foand the 
people discussing a school difficulty. 

There was a large academy built with oaoney donated to the town fiftj 
years before bj a friend of education. This acidemj was controlled by 
Trustees aprpointed by the County Court. During the war everything io 
the shape of furniture, desks, windows and shutters of the academj were de- 
stroyed or carried off. The Trustees had no money with which to refit the 
academy. In this condition of afTairs the Bishop proposed to the Trustees 
(hat if they would turn the property over to him he would put it in good 
condition for school purposes and would obligate himself to keep a good 
academic school in it as long as be should be allowed to occupy it. On Sep- 
tember 3, 1866, the Bishop attended a ooeeting of the Board of Trustees of 
Carrick Academy. They formally made over to him the Academy building 
with four acres of land on a lease of 99 years. 

The Institution was henceforth to be known as the "Sewanee Collegi- 
ate Institute.*' The Board passed resolutions to carry the agreement into 
effect. The Bishop fitted up the academy in good style and at considerable 
cost. The Reverend Franklin L. Knight, J^Xi^ assisted by a competent 
corps of teachers, was placed in charge May 4, 1866. In addition to the 
town boys, the school was attended by young men from different places in 
the South, and it prospered. Doctor Knight took charge of the Church 
services also, and held them in the academy for there was no Church edifice. 
The school started out well, but for some reason a difficulty arose in the 
faculty that was disastrous and which before the end of the first collegiate 
year had far reaching influences. 

Some temporary buildings had been erected at Sewanee and Doctor 
Knight was removed there January, 1867. The Sewanee Collegiate Insti- 
tute suffered br this removal. The numbers and influence of the school was 
greatly reduced. The Bishop placed the school in charge of the Reverend 
W. M. Guilford, a deacon, to be assisted by the Reverend Palethorp Hay, 
D.D. Services for the Church were in the hands of the Reverend Mr. 
Guilford, For some reason this arrangement did not last long, both minis- 
ters left the school, and it fell into the hands of Mr. H. H. Sneed, a student 
from Virginia, who had charge of some of the classes and was a candidate 
for Orders. Mr. Sneed had some success for a year or two but the school 
degenerated into a school for boys in the town and being reduced in num- 
bers he resigned and left for Chattanooga in 1872. 

The Trustees became dissatisfied and finally brought suit in the courts 
for the recovery and control of the property. The contention and suit were 
causing a great deal of prejudice against the Church on account of which 
the Bishop concluded that it would be better to compromise the matter by 
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giving up the propertj at the expiration of one jear from the date of com- 
promise. 

By this arrangement the Church services were continued in the acad* 
emy for the time time being. Steps were taken before Mr Sneed left to 
raise money to build a church edifice. He made a trip North for that pur- 
pose, was cordially received, and contributions of about three hundred dol- 
lars were the result. The people at home collected over one thousand dol- 
lars. The corner-stone of the new church was laid July 16, 1873, and in 
1874 the building was in use. On January 7, 1873, the Reverend }. L. Parks 
became Rector, and held services about two years. He was a learned and 
good man, and his pastorate was a blessing to the people, who saw him de- 
part with regret. Mr. Parks contributed liberally to the building of the 
church. But above all others the parish was indebted to the liberality of 
Mr. Ash ton Butterworth, a manufacturer, who lived in the county. Much 
to the regret of the Church people and the community, Mr. Butterworth 
had just finished building the church when his factory took fire and was 
destroyed, which ruined him. He returned to his home in England, and 
died soon after. From this time on, this parish has had no resident minis- 
ter. In 1884 the parish was dropped from the rolls, and the mission was 
placed in charge of Doctor Howard, of S. Barnabas' mission. 

In 1889 a piece of ground was purchased and added to the church lot, 
to have more room and to prevent any unfriendly establishment ever being 
located near the church. Another piece of ground was purchased some 
months after — of the same party — with a view to the erection of a rectory 
on it, if required. These lots were deeded to the Convention of the Dio- 
cese. For the last ten years Doctor DuBose, and many others, students of 
Sewanee, have been very attentive in giving services here. They report 
about 40 communicants, and in the Sunday-school about 70 pupils. 

Sewanee MUeion. 

On the 4th of November, 1866, the Reverend F. L. Knight, D.D., sev- 
ered his connection with Trinity Parish. On account of sickness he had 
not been able for some time to perform any duty. He had received no sal- 
ary from the vestry, and the expenses absorbed the offertory. 

On January i, 1867, he moved to University Place, Sewanee, where some 
temporary buildings had been erected, and entered upon his duties as Dean 
of the Divinity School. 

As missionary at University Place he held service twice on Sundays, 
Lent and Holy days. He reported to the Convention of 1867 eight families, 
sixteen communicants, and twelve Sunday-school scholars. He also reported 
that services had begun at what is termed ** Lower Coal Banks," and that he 
had been invited to arrange for services at Tracy City. 

On the and of August, this year, the corner-stone of S. Augustine's 
Chapel was laid. There were nine Divinity students. 

Bishop Green ordained two persons to the Diaconate. The offertory 
was $ao3,o5, which was all disbursed. Salary, $620.25, of which $600.00 came 
from the Board of Missions and $30.35 f^'om the offertory. 

The wo/k at this station was peculiar, involving, as it did, the duties of 
an academic institution as well as a missionary station. 
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In 1869 ^^ report shows 54 commuiiicants and six students in the train- 
ing school studying with a view to entering the ministry of the Church. 
Sum total of offerings, $370.72. An organ worth $110 was purchased bj 
subscription of the congregation. At Easter, two ladies gave a superb altar 
cloth. Mrs. Mason, of New York, gave a beautiful font of Picton Stone. 
Mr. Henrj Sharpe, of New York, donated to the chapel a richlj stained 
wheel window for the west gable. 

The missionary received on account of salary, $479.13* from the Board 
of Domestic Missions, and $256.50 from Diocesan funds. In all $735^. 

During the year missionary services were extended to three places out- 
side of Sewanee mission with the aid of some of the students. 

In order to carry on Church work more systematipdly and effectively 
preliminary steps were taken on S. Mark's Day to organize the Missionary 
Guild of S. Mark. Three days thereafter the Bishop of the Diocese sol- 
emnly set apart to the office of the Lay Readers, in the face of the congre- 
gation, eight young men of the Guild whom he afterwards appointed to go 
two by two to four different places ** where there was room and a desire 
for Church extension." 

Surrounding the University some miles away there lived a rude popu- 
lation known as Covites, so called from their living in the coves. Before 
the University started these people lived in utter ignorance of religion. 
They were ** moonshiners," or manufacturers of illicit whisky. They re- 
sisted the attempt of missionary effort and went so far as to try to kill one 
of the young men on his way back from a meeting in their domain. Better 
counsels prevailed after a while and an inclination was shown to build 
chapels for the services of the Church. 

This is the last report of Doctor Knight and the Sewanee mission 
merged into The University of the South.

OF THE ARCHDEACON OF TENNESSEE FOR COLORED 

WORK. 

During the past year I have visited all our Colored Missions ; most of 
them several times, and am able to report verj substantial progress ; in- 
deed the work has been most encouraging. 

On September i, the Reverend Doctor Schaffter's resignation of the po- 
sition of Principal of Hoffman Hall took effect, sickness and old age pre- 
venting the discharge of his duties. I grieve to saj that a recent paralytic 
stroke makes his recovery from sickness seem hopeless. The Bishops ap- 
pointed me to succeed him, and arranged the duties so as not to conflict 
with my work as Archdeacon. They have also reverted to the original plan 
by which the studente of Hoffman Hall attend Fisk University as full mem- 
bers, and share in all advantages. They are excused from attendance at the 
Fisk services, and take part in Matins and Evensong daily in Hannington 
Chapel. 

The high marks secured by our six students at the recent examinations 
at Fisk prove that they have been diligent in their studies. The Proctor, 
the Reverend A. C. V. Cartier carefully arranges every detail of the Chapel 
Services so as to conduce to reverence and Christian ]oyfulness. A high 
standard is aimed at in the daily Choral Services, and well attained. 

The members of S. Augustine's Mission have to make use of Hanning- 
ton Chapel, the Bishop having wisely exchanged the North Spruce Street 
property for a good lot adjoining Hoffman Hall. Here in due time we 
hope to see a Church erected for the Hall and the Mission as well as for 
many students of Fisk who take pleasure in coming. Three of them were 
confirmed on Easter Day by the Bishop. We need a large chapel of such a 
character as will be creditable to the Church amidst the substantial build- 
ings of Fisk University. 

The last Convention authorized the use of S. Paul's, Wharf Avenue, 
Nashville, for Colored Work. Regular services were commenced there on 
October i, by the Reverend Alex. Patterson, and good progress was being 
made when he was appointed General Missionary and had to resign the 
work. The Reverend A. A. Roberts succeeded him on December i. 

On June i, the Reverend W. H. Wilson returned to the Diocese, being 
appointed to the Holy Comforter Mission, Columbia, where the work is 
making steady progress under his charge. The first payment of $50 has re- 
cently been made by him for a fine corner lot for a Church, secured for the 
moderate price of $350, with a small dwelling upon it, by the wise efforts of 
the Reverend A. C. Killheffer, Rector of S. Peter's, who has always taken a 
lively interest in this Mission. On June i, Mr. J. W. V. Flournoy was ap- 
pointed Lay Reader for S. Thomas', Jackson. He is a candidate for Holy 
Orders, and has already passed a satisfactory examination. Through the 
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pettererin^ efforts of die Rrreread Doctor Martiiit fTOO fas* beca 
tfaift jtMT with Mbich S. Tbocias Cbnicb is now beins erected oa the she 
purcittfe aud paid for Ian jear. On Se pte mber i, Mr. ¥L T. Dembj, 
lormerij a Metbodist Episcopal minister, and Dean of the Waco Theolog- 
ical Scbool, was appointed Laj Reader at Mason. He bas alrendj woo tbe 
bearts of tbe people hj bis practical e n e ngj and derotion to bis work. Un- 
der bis leadersbip tbe people bare raised $>8l99^ wbicb bas been en>ei irt fd 
in making die Cborcb more comfortable ; it bas been neatlj ceiled and pfo- 
Tided witb good Uortt ; a few otber contingent expenses bare been also 
met. He bas started and kept op a daj scbooi for the past fire months witb 
an aTerage attendance of 60 papilsw Tbe Rererend Doctor Honesty, of 
Memphis, administers Hohr Communion there once a month. Mr. Dembj 
goes to S. Stephen's, Bnrlison, ererj few weeks to hold services and risit tbe 
families, as tbe Deacon, the Rererend O. P. Alston is no longer able to do 
this risiting work throogh aged infirmity. 

Immanoel Church, Memphis, has been refitted intemallj, amd an excel- 
lent furnace placed in the basement. Tbe congregatioas bare increased in 
numbers and tbe serriccs in heartiness. Tbe attendance at S. Mark's 
School has improred to such an extent that a large ball in the building has 
bad to be fitted up as the school room. 

The Rererend W. W. Cheshier continues his steadfast labors at Boli- 
var, where his assistant, Mr. Janett, a graduate of the Normal College at 
Knoxville, holds a week-day school with an attendance of 65 pupils. A 
schoolhouse is much needed. 

Two of our missions, viz : at Gallatin and Sewanee receive scarcely any 
assistance from our mission funds. If there were means to spare, a large re- 
turn would be certainly manifested in Church and Sunday-school. S. 
Paul's, Sewanee, is a most important mission to uphold with vigor. It is 
maintained by the unpaid labors of the Rector of the Otey Memorial 
Church and two theological students. In addition to the large permanent 
colored population many colored servants come to the Mountain in summer 
time in attendance on visiting families. In addition to the valued assistance 
of the students we need a colored deacon to help the Priest of the Otey Me- 
morial Church in visiting the colored people in their own homes. Manj 
needed repairs have recently been made in S. Paul's Church and school. 

In October I attended the Annual Conference of workers among col- 
ored people, held at Charleston, S. C. Most of the Southern and four 
Northern dioceses were represented. The delegates were principally col- 
ored men, and manifested great earnestness and practical wisdom, together 
with most persuasive oratorical power. Delegates of the W. A. also took 
part in the proceedings, and were just as full of zeal as their white sisters. 
The services at S. Mark's and Calvary Churches were bright and hearty, with 
a somewhat advanced ritual, which colored people always appreciate. 

The whole of February I spent in Northern Ohio by request of our 
Bishops and the commission for colored work. I preached and held meet- 
ings almost every week-day, and two or three times on Sundays on behalf of 
the general funds of the commission. My appeals were well responded to 
and the interest aroused, will result, I believe, in annual offerings, as well as 
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(those received 4it the time. I visited all the large cities, manj smaller towns 
■as well as Kenjon College, Gambier, and received misch kindness from 
Bishop l^eonavd^^thexiergj and {parishioners. 

During'^e year I faave'travelled 6,676 miles inthe dischairge of my du- 

^ties; have: taken VC63 services; and^ celebrKtioBs; delivered'133 sermons and 

addresses ; "take« part in 17 business and missionary ftieetings 4 officiated at 

1 1 baptisms, and 4iddressed • Sunday^chools -^3 ti^es. I harve also written 

'many reports cd 'Our work 4or the ** Diooese of Tennessee" and'** Nashville 

'Churchman," ms «w<eU«s for vaaioos W. A. Branches «nd other purposes. I

The first Coorocatioo was held in Christ Church, Brownsrille. in Ji 
From causes quite beyond their control, a number o£ the clergy were ab- 
sent, but notwithstanding this feict, we had a very i atci e stii ig and heipfnl 
meeting. The church people of Brownsrille entertaioed the Coarocation 
with ge n ero u s hospitality, and attended all the serricca, and showed great 
interest in the Missionary work of the Diocese. 

The parish in BrownsriUe at one time was one of the strong parishes of 
West Tennessee, caring for their Rector and contributing to the wofk of the 
Diocese liberally. From a number of causes death, removal, and long va* 
cancies in the Rectorship the number of communicants has been greatly 
reduced, and the parish is weak in financial ability. For years Mr. Robert 
Johnson has been the Lay Reader and superintendent of the Sunday schoc^ 
and the church has nerer been closed. The Rererend Mr. ]uny is in char g e, 
and the report of his work is encouraging. 

The second Conrocation was held in Collierrille in October, and was well 
attended, and was perhaps the best we hare had in any place for years. 
Collierrille is a beaatiful suburb of Memphis, surrounded by a fertile 
country. The church is of brick, and is finished and furnished in a very 
chnrcbly way. The history of this mission is an illustration of what a few 
earnest and deroted people can do, and if we had the like number in many 
of our larger towns the question of the serrices of the church would soon 
be solyed. Since the Conrocation the Rererend Mr. Noll has taken charge 
of this work, residing in Collierriile, and reaching out to Somenrille and 
LaGrange. He reports the work growing at all his stations, and is delighted 
with Collierrille as a place of residence. 

The third Conrocation was appointed to meet in Union City in February, 
but owing to circumstances, the missionary at that place suggested a change, 
and we met in Trinity Church, Mason. Unfortunately we met a week of 
rain and snow which prerented the people from the country attending, 
but we had a good helpful Conrocation. The work here goes steadily for- 
word. Mr. Jnny has this mission in connection with BrownsriUe and Ar- 
lington. He will open a school here in September, which we hope may 
grow into something beyond a parish schooL We need in West Tennessee 
a good Grammar school for boys. 

Summing up results in the Deanery of Memphis for the year, we hare 
notes of encouragement. 
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The church at Paris after a long struggle, is completed, and so nearlj free 
of debt that it can soon be consecrated. The Rector of Trinitj church, 
Clarksville, gives a monthly service. 

At Union City we hold a lot which in time will be valuable, A chapel 
has been fitted up in a churchly way, and services held from August to 
February. The removal of the missionary leaves this important place va- 
cant, which we hope will not be a long vancancy. The town has a popula- 
tion of nearly 5000. 

At Dyersburg we own a lot, and have several hundred dollars in hand. 
Service is given here once a month. At Ripley there has been a revival of 
interest, and improvement in the church building. At Covington the work 
moves on quickly but strongly and well. The Reverend Mr. Northrop is in 
charge of Dyersburg, Ripley and Ravenscroft residing at Covington. He 
has grown into the a£FectioBs of his people, and by his work has made proof 
of his ministry. 

At Jackson the building of S. Thomas Colored Mission Church is in pro- 
gress. It will be a neat churchly building, costing $1,200 and there will be 
no debt. This work among the colored people is a very hopeful one. The 
mission now numbers, aa communicants, aud when the church is occupied 
will grow steadily. 

Of the parishes and missions in Memphis we have made no special note. 
Under the care of their faithful pastors they are doing their work. As a 
matter of Interest, however, we note that S. Luke's Church in Idlewild Is 
anxious to assume the responsibility of a parish, with their own Rector. 
We need men and money. The towns and rural neighborhoods are grow- 
ing. The large plantations are being divided and men from the west and 
north-west have come to make their homes. Thus far but a few are of the 
Church, and quite a number of them have no religious preference. 

We need a general missionary for the Convocation. He could touch 
these places and prepare the way for the resident missionary. He should 
be of our best, well furnished mentally, and absolutely devoted to his work. 
Such a man would meet a cordial welcome from our scattered people and 
from many not of our fold.
